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At Meeting Of High School Board 
Talks On Indoor Swimming 
Pool Will Resume Tonight 


Discussion of the proposed indoor 


swimming pool at the Hoffman Estates 
High School will probably be resumed at 
tonight's meeting of the High School Dis- 
trict 211 Board of Trustees. 


Representatives of the high .school 


board and park district commissioners 
meet Tuesday evening in a lengthy exec- 
utive session to discuss details of the 
pool. 


According to Al Binder, park district 


director, no action was taken by the park 
board, but the matter will be brought to 
the high school board by Dr. Richard 
Kolze, high school district superintend- 
ent. 
J 


The indoor pool, part of the park dis- 


trict's master plan for expansion, was 
discussed at the school board's last meet- 
ing. At that time Board Pres. Robert 


Creek asked that school board and park 
district officials work together to in- 
vestigate the details of the proposal. 


Binder said he did present some pro- 


jected costs to the school officials Tues- 
day. He said the figures are based in 
part on joint school and park district op- 
erations in school district 214. Several 
pools have been built jointly between the 
park districts and school board in that 
area. 


Binder said the planning for the indoor 


pool cannot go much further without 
some action from the high school board. 


Present park district plans call for the 


pool to be built as part of a proposed 
master plan program. Voter approval of 
a bond issue referendum will be needed 
before the pool could be built. No date 
for the referendum has been set. 


IN OTHER ACTION at the park board 


meeting, Binder presented a proposal for 
winter skating plans for next year. 


Included in his proposal is the estab- 


lishment of artificial skating areas at 
Armstrong and Twinbrook Schools and a 
third site in the Winston Knolls area. 


Several requests for artificial skating 


areas were received during the past few 
months, but park district officials said 
there were no funds available for the 
project. 


The artificial skating areas will com- 


plement skating areas established on five 
small lakes in the district. 


Binder said with the creation of the ar- 


tificial ice it should put a skating area 
within no more than a half-mile of every 
resident in the park district. 


Conant 1 Game From 'Sweet Sixteen'

"There's been a steady stream of kids 


buying tickets and that's the first time I 
can remember that here," said Conant 
basketball coach Dick Redlinger Wednes- 
day. 


He was speaking of the high pitch of 


fever that engulfs Conant as the team 
heads into the Harrington sectional 
championship game Friday night — just 
one game from a coveted state "Sweet 
Sixteen" berth. 


The excitement was inevitable after 


the Cougars' heart-thumping 65-64 last- 
second victory over highly-regarded El- 
gin Tuesday night. The game had every- 
thing a fan could ask for. 


Conant, shocking the "experts" and 


the Elgin team by leading throughout the 
first half and well into the third quarter, 
had to fight from seven points behind in 
the fourth quarter. Chet Pudlosky — 6-4 
forward, a top rebounder and team lead- 
er all season — was the hero of the hour 
with a 23-foot desperation shot with three 
seconds left that bounced through. 


Pudlosky was the game's high scorer 


with 23 points and grabbed 18 important 
rebounds. Rick Pearson, 5-8 guard and a 
fancy ball handler, also had probably his 
finest game with 17 points. 


ALL THE MORE amazing was the fact 


that Conant achieved the major upset 
without its top scorer for the season, Bill 
Arkus. He is out for the season with a 
knee injury suffered last week in the 
first tournament game. 


Another remarkable fact was that the 


Cougars managed to shut off Elgin's 6-11 
center Jeff Wilkuis with just 11 points — 
although Pudlosky, who was not at all 
intimidated, is seven inches shorter and 
6-7 Cougar center Dave Schmitt had 
fouled out with 5:46 left in the third quar- 
ter. 


The game, which prompted a special 


school assembly Wednesday morning, 
provided Redlinger with easily the big- 
gest thrill of his coaching career. 


The Cougars Friday night will take on 


Wednesday's Barrington-Rochelle win- 
ner. Going into the game between those 
two teams Barrington had a 17-9 record 
and Rochelle 8-16. 


"We should have a good shot at it and 


if we can win, you never know what 


might happen after that," said the coach. 


No team from the Herald area ever 


has made the Sweet Sixteen and Conant 
is only the third ever to get this far. 
They are the first ever from District 211.

Should Law Force School Site Donations? 


(Editor's Note: Legislation proposed in 


Springfield to make builder's donations 
for school sites a mandatory requirement 
is dealt with today in the second of a 
three part series on development In 
S c h a u ni b n r g Township Elementary 
School Dist. 54.)

Though agreeing the "authority of 


law" is always preferable, village, school 
and legislative officials here have mixed 
opinion on the advisability of formally 
legalizing school builder contributions. 


State Senate Bill 658, giving municipal- 


ities authority to create ordinances gov- 
erning the contributions, currently sits in 
the 77th General Assembly's House of 
Representatives where it's a step away 
from being acted upon. 


A supporter of the bill, State Rep. Eu- 


gene Schlicfcman, R-Arlington Heights, 
gives it a better than even chance to 
pass. The bill, on its third reading, will 
be voted on when the Legislature recon- 
venes next month, Schlickman says. 


THE PROPOSED bill would amend 


the Illinois Municipal Code by author- 
izing municipalities, as a condition of ap- 


proving subdivision plats, to require sub- 
dividers (developers) to dedicate land 
for school purposes or make cash pay- 
ments in lieu of site dedications. It was 
introduced by State Sen. Harris Fawell, 
R-Naperville, a village which has not 
adopted a public use donations ordinance 
of its own. 


Elk Grove Village also has a public use 


ordinance similar to Naperville's. Since 
these local ordinances are extremely sus- 
ceptible to court suits, proponents of Bill 
658 say the added weight of state legisla- 
tion will make builder contributions less 


vulnerable m court tests. Some devel- 
opers, meanwhile, have claimed passage 
of the legislation will increase the likeli- 
hood of local court suits claiming the 
practice is unconstitutional and dis- 
criminatory. 


Since 1955, local developers have con- 


tributed more than $5.1 million in land 
and cash donations to Dist. 54. The build- 
er contributions have accounted for 95 
per cent of the school sites and 10 per 
cent of the classrooms hi the district. 


The district now instructs 13,711 chil- 


dren. Dist. 54 projects that the 30 pend- 
i n g m u l t i-family developments in 
Schaumburg Township will increase en- 
rollment another 16,966 children by the 
mid-1980s. The district presently has 21 
school buildings. Some 30,700 students 
expected by 1985 will call for another 19 
or 20 buildings, says Marvin Lapicola, di- 
rector of business services.

AN EXPANDED program to employ 
dozens of new veterans' assistance repre- 
sentatives on college campuses and in 
urban areas throughout the state also 
was a major factor of the new program.

Des Plaines said a series of reform mea- 
sures he plans to introduce by resolution 
at the next regularly scheduled county 
board meeting will be designed, "to gain 
maximum interest on all possible county 
funds and completely restructure current 
investment procedures." 


The Republican county board member 


this week outlined a reform program 
also aimed at prohibiting county officials 
from owning stock or serving on boards 
of financial institutions where county 
money is on deposit. 


Fulle. GOP candidate for Congress in 


the loth District stressed that although 
selection of brinks where county money is 
deposited, "is the legal authority of the 
county treasurer, the procedure must be 
tightened through new county board leg- 
islation."

A 'Better Way' For Student Teachers 


by BETSY BROOKER 


Student teaching can be a real wash- 


out. 


Too often 
it can 
throw an In- 


experienced student into a full-sized 
classroom snd pull him out just about 
the time he has gotten used to it. 


But a new program sponsored by the 


University of Illinois and High School 
Dist. 214 keops the student in the class- 
room for an entire semester and gives 
him about eight weeks to get used to 
teaching before he takes on a full-sized 
class. 


The students in the program now, 


about 140. ard those who have completed 
it, are its bet-t promoters. They think it is 
great =- much better than the traditional 
program. 


"The first time I heard about the proj- 


ect." said Martha Hohn, "I was sold on 
it." Martha graduated from the new pro- 
gram last year and now teaches biology 
at Rolling ftteadows High School. She 
says the traditional student teaching pro- 
gram is frustrating because it is so 
short. 


"Students in the traditional program 


sometimes come out with a bad attitude 
about teaching just because they didn't 
like the teacher they had to work with," 
said Paula Sabatino, a student teacher at 
Arlington High School. 


BUT THIS rarely happens with the 


new program say the students, because 
they work with a variety of teachers in a 
variety of teaching situations. They are 
not assigned io the teachers, but get to 
choose the teacher, the class, the subject 
and the teaching methods. 


The program begins with two weeks of 


observation. The students visit each of 
the district's seven schools and sit In on 
as many classes as their schedule per- 
mits. During their observation they de- 
cide which teachers they want to work 
with. 


"The best thing about the observa- 


tion." said Martha, "is that it gives you 


"I don'! see how 


anyone can teach you 
how to teach. You learn 
by doing 
it." 


an opportunity to stick your nose into a 
lot of things you might never have seen 
otherwise." 


For Henry Sweets, student teacher at 


Wheeling High School, the experience 
shattered some preconceptions. He said 
he expected to see the teachers using the 
same material in the same way "But 
each teacher had his own approach." 


These teaching methods run a full 


spectrum between the traditional lecture 
arrangement and the more progressive 
independent study arrangement, accord- 
ing to Martha. "There are still some 
staid teachers around and there are 
some that are realty progressive. But the 
majority are somewhere In the middle." 


THE STUDENTS GET to try out the 


different teaching methods in the third 
week of the program. A regular class- 
room is divided into four groups and as- 
signed four student teachers in what is 
called "mini-teaching." 
Each student 


teacher works with his mini group for 
about six weeks, developing his own les- 
son plans and teaching methods. 


"It's a real moment of truth," said 


Pauta. "You've been training to teach 
for four years, but you've never actually 
tried it before." 


Judy Lehr, a graduate of the program 


and English teacher at Arlington High 
School, says she was afrafd at first. 
"Even now I can't say I am not scared. I 
hope I will always have some apprehen- 
sion because it motivates you." 


Martha says she got over most of her 


fear as soon as she realized that "stu- 
dents are every bit as much people as I 
am, I was scared of them In the begin- 
ning beeause I was putting them all into 
a group with me on the other side." 


The problems the student teachers en- 


counter in their first brush with teaching 
are wrestled with evening seminars led 
by district and university officials. 


THE BlGCtEST challenge any teacher 


faces is maintaining authority in a class- 
room and at the same time keeping the 
channels of communication open, Judy 
says she does it by "letting them know 
I'm hum an." 


"You have to be careful not to try too 


hard to be the students' friend," warned 
Martha. "It takes time and experience to 
find a middle ground. Somehow you have 
to be personable and friendly, yet main- 
tain authority. I think the answer is deal- 
ing with them fairly." 


Fairness is a goal mentioned by every- 


one of the student teachers and the grad- 
uates. Looking back at their own years 
in the classroom, they feel this is one 
attribute they valued the most. 


The essence of fairness is treating each 


student as an individual say the new 
teachers. According to Steve, this means 
"liking the kids and being able to get 
along with them." To Paula it means 
"not preaching but getting the students 
involved verbally. You have to allow the 
students to make mistakes without being 
afraid." 


And you shouldn't discourage the stu- 


dents with a lot of grade competition, but 
compare each student to his own abili- 
ties, according to Judy. The result, says 
Martha, will be a class that Is "very hu- 
man and very open." 


OPENNESS and humanness are fairly 


easy to attain in mini-teaching because 
the student teachers are working with 


such a small group. The real challenge 
comes when they join a regular teacher 
for eight weeks of instruction in a full 
sized class. They say it is made easier 
by their eight weeks of introduction - 
introduction they would have missed in 


the traditional program. 


A methods course on the university 


campus is what the traditional program 
uses to prepare the student teachers in 
place of the observation and mini-teach- 
ing. But the methods course falls short of 


the "on the spot" experience in the new 
program, according to the student teach* 
ers. 


"After allj" said Judy, "you can't 


•teach anyone how to teach. You have to 
learn by doing it."

struction in mushrooming school dis- 
tricts." 


THE LEGISLATOR claims there is no 


guarantee school districts in other boom 
areas will enjoy the same "tacit coopera- 
t i o n " with developers enjoyed in 
Sehaumburg To-.vnship. These areas will 
need support legislation such as Bill 658, 
Schlickman says. 


Legislative opponents of the bill claim 


it will "point a gun to the head of devel- 
opers," he adds. 


Local developers generally oppose the 


bill and another piece of legislation 
which applies to county boards where de- 
velopment is proposed in unincorporated 
•reas. If such a bill must be passed, the 


developers feel, it should be "standard- 
ized" and the state should set the stan- 
dards. 


As presently constituted, Bill 658 al- 


lows villages to set their own standards 
governing the amount of land or cash de- 
velopers would have to contribute. 


If the bill is passed and Hoffman Es- 


tates elected to create such an ordinance 
it would have to be "flexible and give 
local people room to breathe," says 
Richard Regan, village plan commission 
chairman. 


"I WOULD SAY the cooperative ar- 


rangement we have now is very effective 
and I wouldn't want it watered down," 
he says,

areas" the most, Regan claims. "A bad 
point about such an ordinance is that if 
standards are set out, that's all the de- 
velopers would contribute," he adds. 


"Statewide standards aren't a good 


idea. What's equitable for Hoffman Es- 
tates may not be good for Harvey," he 
says. 


Robert 0. Atcher, Schaumburg mayor, 


says "passage of the law will make our 
job easier." Atcher, however, is satisfied 
with the way things have worked out lo- 
cally. He also says credit should be given 
where credit is due. Plaudits, he claims, 
are in order for the village boards who 
have made Schaumburg Township Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 54's builder-contri- 
bution policy effective. 


"THE ONLY negative feeling I have 


(about builder contributions) is that, for 
instance, here in Schaumburg we, as • 
municipality, have not profited from the 
agreement," Atcher says. 


"We have been looking out for the oth- 


er fella's children so to speak while our's 
have been going barefoot." 


Atcher would like to see municipal 


land and cash donations become as ac- 
cepted a part of builder contributions as 
school and park contributions are now. 
In addition to on-site sewer, water and 
street improvements, builders should 
also finance off-site improvements such 
as wells, sewer lift stations, etc. that 
are necessitated because of a devel- 
opment, Atcher insists. 


The mayor would also like to see regu- 


lar contributions of land for municipal 
buildings and their cash donations to con- 
struct the buildings. 


"We haven't had a bad track record," 


says Marvin Lapicola, director of busi- 
ness services in Dist. 54. Lapicola is ap- 
prehensive that enactment of Bill 658 
might leave Dist. 54 "short of what we're 
getting now." 


Overall, however, Lapicola supports the 


bill. It will provide a "wedge" to other 
school districts faced 
with 
similar 


growth 
and 
possible non-cooperation 


from developers, he says. 


"In case of more difficult times," it 


also would be nice to have the authority 
of law here, he concedes. 


One never knows, Lapicola says, when 


a "severage of communication" might 
happen between local developers and 
governing bodies.

Dianne Hart, chairman, encourages 


citizens to attend if there are concerns or 
questions about the assignments for the 
1972-73 school year. 


The biggest change will be the reas- 


signment of kindergarten to sixth grade 
students who live in Barrington Square, 
Hilldale, Moon Lake, and Village-In- 
The-Park from Armstrong School where 
they now attend to John Muir School. 


MU1R SCHOOL is presently under con- 


struction on a site in the Barrington 
Square area near Hassell Road in Hoff- 
man Estates.

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Power Suppliers Fear Shortages 


Power supply companies In the area 


say they'd like to be more than fair 
weather friends to their customers. 


Yet they'll readily admit that cold 


snaps, heat waves or breakdowns could 
foil their good intentions. 


An Increasing population and new com- 


mercial and industrial growth are put- 
ting an additional burden on power sup- 
plies. Natural gas companies say they 
are straining to come through with the 
additional supplies of the clean-burning 
fuel in response to environmental con- 
cern. Electric utilities as Commonwealth 
Edison Co. say they are hard-pressed to 
meet service demands as new power 
plants are being held back by legal ac- 
tion. 


What does this mean for the consumer 


depending on the the utilities to come 
through with year round service? 


Northern Illinois Gas. Co., serving 


most of the northern third of Illinois, 
said the greatest demand for natural gas 
occurs in winter months. Although the 
O f f i c e of Emergency 
Preparedness 


(OEP) warned last week of the possi- 
bility of gas rationing on a national 
scale, the loc.il utility has adequate sup- 
plies for this .season, according to a com- 
pany spokesman. 


"Many small gas companies don't 


have underground reserves, so they must 
rely on pipeline suppliers on a steady 
basis," the spokesman said. "But NI-Gas 
has several storage areas to bolster their 
supply and to enable the company to 
meet an increased demand." 


RELATIVELY WARM weather this 


winter has enabled the natural gas firm 
to release additional supplies to large 
users. The company imposed a waiting 
list for large commercial and industrial 
customers in June, 1970 but has not put 
any residential users on such waiting 
lists. 


NI-Gas is seeking new suppliers and is 


working on long-range plans for addition- 
al sources of natural gas. Among these is 
a new supplemental (synthetic) natural 
gas plant planned near Morris, 111. If it is 
approved by the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission it should be in operation by 1974. 


"Prices will have to go up," the gas 


company spokesman said. "Low prices 
are the reason why there is a shortage of 
natural gas in the first place. This means 
that the producer will have to get more 
money as an incentive. He will charge 
the pipeline company more and in turn 
we will pay more for our supplies." 


George A. Lincoln, OEP director, also 


said last week that one means of elimi- 
nating the national energy supply prob- 
lem would be to increase prices He said 
this should simultaneously result in low- 
er gas requirements and increased pro- 
duction. 


NI-Gas served approximately 1,192,000 


customers as of last December, 1971. The 
company added 34,000 new customers in 
1971, representing 9,000 more 'than the 
number of customers added in 1970. NI- 
Gas serves the northern third of the state 
with the exception of Chicago and the 
North Shore. 


AS WARM WEATHER approaches 


concern will shift to the electric utilities. 
Commonwealth Edison Co. says its heav- 
iest load is on the days when the tem- 
perature soars over 90 degrees. 


Robert Boyd, an executive of the Fed- 


eral Power Commission seconded this 
concern last week that power shortages 
will reach emergency stage this sum- 
mer. Chicago and Miami were cited by 
the FPC official as the most likely to 
face brownouts, or voltage reductions this 
summer. 


"If we do get into trouble it will be 


because of difficulty in bringing the new 
power plants into service — not a lack of 
planning," said Ernest L. Michelson, an

Seek Parochiad Fund Release 


A candidate for nomination to the Illi- 


nois Legislature and two other persons 
Wednesday filed a circuit court suit ask- 
ing that $30 million in parochiaid funds, 
frozen by a decision of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court, be released immediately to 
the state's public schools. 


The funds were appropriated by the 


legislature last year, but allotment was 
challenged on constitutional grounds and 
the court ordered the funds held by the 
state treasurer. 


Michael J. Bakalis, state superintend-

Hewlett were named as defendants in the 
suit, which cited a financial crisis in pub- 
lic schools, particularly in the Chicago 
schools.

Security 
At O'Hare 
Tightened 


Airlines security at O'Hare Airport 


here was tightened considerably follow- 
ing the $2 million ransom bomb threat in 
New York to Trans World Airlines plan- 
es, authorities said. O'Hare is one of the 
main centers for TWA international oper- 
ations. 


TWA security men and federal mar- 


shals were assisted by police, firemen 
and members ot a special flying bomb 
squad in a search of all Items unloaded 
from TWA craft or scheduled to be 
loaded aboard the planes. 


At least four unscheduled stops of the 


airlines' planes « ere made at O'Hare for 
a search of baggage and cargo since the 
threat svas made in New York Tuesday. 
A TWA spokesman said similar in- 
spections were ordered for in-flight plan- 
es. 


A TWA official said a new fluoroscopic 


device was used for the first time In the 
beefed-up security operations at O'Hare. 
Employes were t'equested to watch for 
unusual packages and passengers acting 
suspiciously.

"The message seems to be getting 


through — at long last — that our stan- 
dard of living, virtually our entire econo- 
my, depends on energy," Glenn spid. 


"Someone has calculated that between 


1850 and 1950 — in just 100 years — the 
world used about half as much energy as 
it had in the entire 18'/2 centuries since 
Christ," Glenn said. "But in the second 
half of this century — in the 50 years 
between 1950 and 2000 — the world will 
consume as much energy as was used in 
the preceding 1,950 years." 


Just as Glenn makes his point with the 


former chief executive's conservation 
campaign, he lays the blame for a lack 
in production at government's door. 


"PERHAPS IT ALL started with the 


regulation of well-head prices of natural 
gas as a result of the Supreme Court de- 
cision in 1954," he said. The inability of 
crude and product prices to accurately 
reflect sharply rising costs of finding and 
producing new supplies has certainly 
been a key factor. 


"The cut in percentage depletion a spe- 


cial tax allowance, which is costing oil 
and gas producers some $700 million an- 
nually, further aggravated an already 
bad economic climate. 


"The big question now, of course, is 


where do we go from here?" Glenn said.

Edison assistant vice president con- 
cerned with long range planning. The 
utility planned to bring into operation 
three nuclear plants this year. All are 
delayed through legal action. 


A pair of nuclear plants near Cordova, 


111. on the Mississippi River, each with 
an 800,000-kilowatt generating capacity 
were slated to begin service this year. 
Illinois Attorney en. William J. Scott de- 
nied the firm's petition to operate these 
Quad Cities plants before environmental 
studies were completed. 


This week the Iowa Conservation Com- 


mission denied the Edison request to 
build two hot water diffuser pipes across 
the Mississippi River for the Quad Cities 
plants. This means further delays for the 
nuclear plants. 


The third nuclear station slated for op- 


eration this year is near Zion. Environ- 
mental impact hearings required by the 
Atomic Energy Commission must be 
held before this station can be put into 
operation. 


"This summer will be our biggest sea- 


son," said Michelson. "Without the Quad 
Cities units we will be short of what we 
consider an adequate reserve. We'd like 
to keep 14 to 15 per cent reserves but 
now we show reserves at 9 per cent. 


"With the type of equipment we use we 


are always subject to breakdowns and 
servicing problems," said Michelson. 
"This is quite common and when we 
have adequate reserves this means no 
curtailment in service. 


"We know from history that our load 


grows 8 to 8% per cent in the summer- 
time," he continued "This depends on 
the severity of the summertime weath- 
er." Chicago gets an average 20 to 25 
days a year when the temperature goes 
above 90 degrees, he said. On such days 
the load is extremely heavy, especially 
between 1 and 3 p m 


Michelson said there is a "very good 


possibility" that Edison 's power supplies 
will dwindle to the critical stage this 
summer. The company can purchase 
supplies from interconnecting systems to 
bolster its supplies. 


"Then we reduce our own nonessential 


uses of power," Michelson said. "We can 
then reduce voltage, and although this is 
controversial we have done this several 
times in the last few years. We know we 
can reduce voltage up to 5 per cent with- 
out most people noticing the difference." 


Large industrial and commercial users 


of power could then be asked to reduce 
their load he said. "The next step, the 
one we don't even like to contemplate, is 
shedding loads. To avoid a complete 
blackout in an entire area we could open 
circuits in restricted areas If we reduce 
the load in this way we would probably 
pick certain feeders and close them for a 
few hours at a time," he said. 


Edison is also a great user of natural 


gas during off-peak (slack) periods. If 
this source of fuel is not available to Edi- 
son, the company can turn to oil or coal.

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Area Assessments Climb 


Real estate assessments in the four- 


township Northwest suburban area rose 
substantially more than the county aver- 
age increase over 1070 figures, according 
to County Assessor P. J. Cullerton. 


The assessed valuation for Schaum- 


burg Township increased most dramati- 
cally from $100.7 million to $124.3 million, 
a jump of almost 23,5 per cent. The hike 
represents the largest increase in all 38 
Cook County townships. 


In the Northwest suburban area, Pala- 


tine realized the next most substantial 
increase, from $131.1 million in 1970 to 
$146.3 million, an increase of slightly 
more than 11.5 per cent. 


The assessments in Elk Grove Town- 


ship increased more than 8.72 per cent, 
from $246.4 million to $267.9 million. 


THE PERCENTAGE increase in 


Wheeling Township was the smallest in

Coinage is often referred to as the 


"metallic records of a nation's history" 
and the currency of both old and new 
China is certainly no exception. Actually, 
many historians and numismatists main- 
tain they have learned more about the 
people of Asia through the study of their 
currency than they have been able to dis- 
cern of early Greek and Roman Empires 
credited with development of coins and 
paper currency as we know it today. 


The Yuan Shih-k'ai dollar offers a good 


example. It is just what it appears to be. 
A silver dollar-size coin bearing the pro- 
file of a Chinese notable crested by seven 
characters on the obverse with the de- 
nomination flanked by two half-wreaths 
on the reverse. 


Properly studied and interpreted, it 


tells quite another story. Yuan Shih-k'ai 
was the first elected president of unified 


Numeral characters, on the other 


hand, rarely represent anything but a 
number. However, a number may be 
written in an everyday common type 
similar to the three horizontal 'lines for 
"San" of three. Or it may be written in 
an "official classic" form as demonstra- 
ted by the upper character for "YI" or 
"ONE" on the reverse. "Yi" may also 
be written as a single horizontal line in 
the common type. 


Again, reading right to left or counter- 


clockwise, the fifth and sixth characters 
"San" and "Nien" indicated the year the 
coin was issued. Year Three or the Third 
Year means nothing unless it is accom- 
panied by the balance of the inscription 
and then only when added to the year the 
Republic was founded, which was 1911. 
Add three to 1911 and the date "1914" 
emerges as the date of the coin.

Do-It-Yourself 


Lightweight oil, the kind sold in small 


applicator cans, and an oil can filled 
with some undetermined grade of motor 
oil = these are the lubricating supplies 
found in the average home. 


Any old oil won't do the job. Neither 


will any old time, imbrication should be 
done on a regular basis. 


As for the lubricants, variety is avail- 


able, so it is possible to fill any special 
need. 


Quite simply, lubrication is a process 


that eliminates friction between moving 
parts, It is generally done with oil or 
grease (but not always). The wrong lub- 
ricant won't rto. And too much of even 
the right lubricant is almost as bad as 
none. 


The lightweight oil you can find In any 


dime store is fine for small appliances, 
fans, sewing machines, mixers, anything 
with a light motor and some power tools. 
If you want to apply «i light fttm of oil to 
a metal surface to prevent rusting, this 
kind of oil is ideal. 


HEAVIER MOTORS, other machinery 


wilt require a heavier oil. Sometimes a 
particular weight of oil is specified in a 
manufacturer's instructions, 


Lubricating oils can be had in aerosol 


Cans. With these you can get the lubr- 
icant in hard-to-reach spots. 


Surfaces that are to be lubricated 


should be clean. Dirty surfaces become 
gummy when you lubricate them. Use a 
solvent such a« alcohol or cleaning fluid 
to get rid of dirt and gum. 


Oil is not always the best lubricant. Oil 


will gum up a lock: use powdered graph- 
ite instead. 


You can get graphite lubricants in 


spraj' form. Use these on tools used out- 
doors, 


Grease should be applied where fric- 


tion is great or where oil might run out 
-* wheels and axles, bicycle bearings, 
etc, 


Stick lubricants are grease in stick 


form. Lubricate sticking windows and 
drawers by nibbing the stick on the sur- 
face, 


A NOISY FAN belt can be lubricated 


by holding the stick lubricant against the 
belt while it is turning. 


Penetrating oil is a special lubricant 


used for loosening rusted nuts and bolts. 
Apply the oil and let it soak for a time. 


Follow manufacturer's instructions for 


finding oiling points and the proper fre- 
quency of lubrication. Oil cups on motors 


can be checked visually to see if they are 
dry.

China. He rose to that office in A.D. 1912 
and after his death in 1916, North China 
and South China separated. But this dol- 
lar continued to be struck until 1927 and 
circulated throughout all China. 


Because of its popularity with the 


people, coining was resumed by the ad- 
vancing Communist armieS in 1930 and 
continued until 1933. Except for those 
characters representing the date, nothing 
in the original inscription was changed. 


In translating it should be remembered 


the Chinese do not refer to their country 
as "China" but as "Chung-kuo," mean- 
ing Middle country or Middle nation. Sec- 
ondly, everything should be read right to 
left: counterclockwise when inscriptions 
are arched across the top and clockwise 
when they are curved or arched across 
the bottom. Vertical arrangements read 
from top to bottom, as in the case of the 
reverse denomination here. 


Each character is a word and may 


have two of more meanings depending 
on where and how it is used. The charac- 
ter "chung" as it appears here stands 
for "Middle," but it could mean "heavy 
or precious" when used otherwise. 


Interpreted correctly, "Chung Hua Min 


Kuo San Nien" reads "1914 Third Year 
of Republic of China." The reverse "Yi" 
or ONE over "Yuan" or the character 
for dollar, simply says the coin is a "One 
Dollar Coin." 


It should be interesting to note the sil- 


ver dollar of the Republic of China is- 
sued in 1932 bore the same inscription 
seen here in the first four characters and 
the last character. But the date was in- 
dicated by inserting the characters Erh 
for two, Shih for 10 and Yi for one be- 
tween the sign of Kuo and Nien. Trans- 
lated it read; "Two 10s and One." Two 
10s meaning 20, plus one added to 1911; 
the year the Republic was founded, re- 
sulting in the date 1932 as the year the 
coin was issued.

Thomas Plynn, one of two candidates 


for the Democratic nomination in the 4th 
Senate District, wants Illinois to get out 
of the welfare business and use the mon- 
ey elsewhere. 


"If elected, I would work for a federal 


takeover of welfare and a reorientation 
of state priorities," vows Plynn a Niles 
resident for 10 years. 


Flynn has little good to say about the 


financial state in which he finds Illinois. 


A great deal of financial housecleaning 


is needed, he feels, and one of the places 
to begin is with the personal property 
tax: "It's a very poor tax, and I'd like to 
seek it abolished for both businesses and 
individuals." 


But, he warns, simple abolition of that 


tax would only cause more financial 
problems: "The Republicans have not 
told us that 80 per cent of the tax comes 
from business and industry. Loss of the 
tax would hurt downstate, where they 
rely on it." 


FLYNN has a number of ideas for fill- 


ing the financial vacuum caused by the 
loss of the personal property tax, though. 
One of the answers, he feels, is for the 
federal government to take over the 
states' welfare programs. Flynn points 
out the responsibility is Washington's be- 
cause it was the U.S. Supreme Court that 
struck down state residency require- 
ments for welfare citizens. As a result, 
he says, states like Illinois attract more 
than their share of welfare cases because 
payments here are bigger than those in 
some other states. 


Says Flynn. "The federal government 


Is not as poor as it sounds." The money, 
maintains Flynn. could be made avail- 
able "by (1) winding down the Vietnam 
war and (2) releasing some of the feder- 
al highway trust funds." 


Only as a last resort would Flynn favor 


raising the state income tax to replace 
the lost property tax revenues. Admit- 
tedly, he says, "This is an unpopular 
tax." 


But. if Flynn has his way, Illinois will 


see more fiscal changes than just the 
abolition of the personal property tax 
and the end of the states' welfare tasks. 
Me also wants a major realignment of 
the state's financial priorities. And he 
wants an end to the multitudinous state 
commissions that, he contends, siphon 
off millions of tax dollars, yet have little' 
to show for their effort. 


While the state is doing this, Flynn 


feels, it should at the same time become 
more involved in education: "The state 
has the primary responsibility for educa- 
tion. If the state does this properly — 
and 1 have confidence in Michael Bakalis 
(state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion) then we will have equalized educa- 
tion opportunities." 


FLYNN also wants Illinois to get into 


education of another sort: he wants the 
state to set up job training centers 
throughout Illinois to train or retrain

Two candidates on the Democratic side 


are seeking election by the voters in the 
primary to represent the party in the No- 
vember general elections. Thomas Flynn 
of Niles and Steven Corwin of Skokte are 
competing in the Democratic primary 
election. 


Corwin has not been a visible candi- 


date iti the western portion of the new 
4th Legislative District. He has offered 
no campaign position papers and efforts 
by the Herald staff to reach him for a 
candidate Interview have been unsuc- 
cessful. Not enough material on his can- 
didacy is available for an assessment to 
be made on his positions on the issues of 
this campaign. 


A candidate for the Republicans in this 


primary has already been chosen. In- 
cumbent State Sen. John Carroll of Park 
Ridge is unopposed in this primary and 
will automatically be the Republican 
candidate for reelection in November.

He Wants 
Both Jobs

Running for office without any town- 


ship political support is something Ro- 
land J. Meyer is used to. He's also used 
to winning. 


He was twice solidly elected mayor of 


Rolling Meadows as head of the indepen- 
dent Citizens Action Party while critical 
of involvement of township political or- 
ganizations on a municipal level. 


Now that he's stepping outside the 


Rolling Meadows boundary lines in his 
political activity, the township organiza- 
tion becomes more important and usual- 
ly plays a large role in the outcome of 
state House and Senate elections. 


Although he sought the endorsement of 


the Regular Republicans from Wheeling, 
Palatine. Elk Grove and Schaumburg 
Townships in his bid for the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly from the 3rd District, he 
was turned down in favor of his two op- 
ponents who are more organization-ori- 
ented. 


"I'M NOT DISCOURAGED without the 


township support," Meyer says. "Dave 
Regner (state representative from Mount 
Prospect) won with only the support of 
Elk Grove Township and Phil Crane 
(Congressman from the 13th District) 
won with only Palatine Township sup- 
port. 


"I really don't see how any township 


organization could come out and endorse 
anyone that the eommitteeman doesn't 
go along with." he said. 


Meyer said he "would try to get some 


of the areas in Wheeling Township back 
together" that were split into various dis- 
tricts in the most recent redistricting. 
Splitting the townships, as was done last 
year "imposes a hardship on townships 
in elections," Meyer said. 


Environment is one issue Meyer thinks 


legislators will have to deal with in the 
nest year. "You'll hear everyone crying 
for ecology like they do motherhood," he 
said. A strong bloc between the split 
Democrats and Republicans in the House 
will be necessary "to get enough money 
to fight pollution " 


HOME RULE implementation also will 


come into play in 1073, Meyer said. "If 
there are no cheeks and balances, home 
rule could get out of hand." he said 


Meyer agrees with other candidates 


that there is some need for tax restruc- 
turing but says that "no matter how it's 
done, the taxpayers will end up paying 
for it" 


One way of lowering taxes would be

Meyer said he picked this year to seek 


a higher office because "there are no in- 
cumbents, now." Although he lacks town- 
ship support, Meyer has been endorsed 
by five suburban mayors.

Democrats, Republicans and indepen- 
dents," he said. He thinks the same com- 
bination will make him a winner again.

He'll Work For Decentralization

Donald Totten. should he be elected to

Implementing the provisions of home 


rule under Illinois' new constitution is 
what Totten calls his "biggest interest." 


Anxious to see local governmental 


units do as much for themselves as pos- 
sible. Totten said. "The Legislature will 
have a great effect on what Northwest 
suburban municipalities will be able to 
do." But he also feels court tests will 
deteimine the extent of local taxing pow- 
ers.

Totten would have to give up his job

Robert Juckett: 


Three-Term Incumbent Defends 


His Reputation As A 'No' Voter

A veteran politician. Republican Rob- 


ert Juekett has confidence in himself, his 
party and his ideas. 


"Of course I expect to be nominated 


and reelected." said the state legislator, 
who's not afraid to face voters in a new 
4th District. Most of the district is famil- 
iar stomping grounds to the 38-year-old 
incumbent who's been returned" to the 
State Mouse of Representatives twice 
since elected in 1966. But part is new ter- 
ritory — sections of Mount Prospect. Ar- 
lington Heights, Prospect Heights and 
N'orthfieid Township. 


"I think I'll run very well in Arlington 


and Mount Prospect," said the Park- 
Ridge resident, who's been backed by 
four GOP Township organizations. "Af- 
ter all. I'm just a typical ordinary subur- 
banite." 


Juekett may think he's typical when 


talking about suburbanites, But when the 
conversation switches to legislators, it's 
obvious he sees himself as anything but 
run-of-the-mill. 


CALLED the "youngest Neanderthal" 


in the House by the Chicago Daily News. 
Juckett is known for his conservative 
views. He favors private enterprise over 
business owned or run by government. 


He prefers keeping a tight budget to 


spending for public programs. "I've got 
a reputation of being a 'no' voter be- 
cause I don't favor the free spending that 
goes on. You should look at a bill — not 
at its immediate effect but what it will 
do in 10 to 20 years. That's why I end up 
voting 'no' a lot. I hate to start a dan- 
gerous precedent." 


And he'd like to see state government 


doing more on its own. not having to take 
orders from federal officials with federal 
programs. 


The welfare system is one place state 


conflicts with federal. Juckett believes. 
"I get sick and tired of hearing we can't 
run welfare the way we want it." he 
said. "For every dollar we get from 
Washington, it costs us $1.78. Seventy- 
eight cents is too much to pay for a han- 
dling charge, especially when we can't 
do what we want to." 


Revamping the welfare system is a 


priority for Juckett. who introduced a 
bill that would combine welfare, mental 
health, public health and other related 
departments into one. That would result 
in increased efficiency, he said. The bill, 
now in the executive committee Juckett 
chairs, would create regional centers to 
handle business of the department. 


ALSO in his future plans. Juckett 


hopes to establish an airport authority in 
northeastern Illinois and northwest In- 
diana to operate O'Hare, Midway and 
Meigs airports. His proposal, 
which 


would take airport control away from 
Chicago, is still in committee. 


In the last several months. Juckett has 


been working with senior citizens filing 
forms for the "homestead exemption," a 
reduction of $90 to Silo on real estate 
taxes for homeowners 63 and over. The 
exemption wilt probably be applied to 
1973 tax bills, he said. 


While he feels senior citizens need 


help. Juckett doesn't think it is the 
states' duty to provide housing or public 
programs for them. "The best thing the 
government could do is to live within its 
means.1' he said. 


Here are some of his views on other 


issues: 


Low-income housing in the suburbs: "I 


don't think government guarantees the 
right for someone to live anywhere. In 
the suburbs, we've paid for our housing 
and it is incumbent for anyone else to 
pay for their own housing. Low-income 
housing just doesn't work. If industry 


wants low-income housing for their work- 
ers, let them built it themselves." 


Illinois ethics law: "I'm glad to see it 


passed but I don't think it went far 
enough. What we really needed was 
strong methods to enforce that bill. If 
someone is indicted and convicted it 
would be the best deterrent to others." 


Personal property tax: "If it is elimi- 


nated, the state constitution states that 
those revenues shall be replaced. I think 
that's wrong, I would prefer to cut budg- 
ets and be more economical in govern- 
ment." 


School financing: "'I'm not opposed to 


state monies to local school districts. But 
the district must evidence an effort on its 
part first to raise its own funds."

Gerald Rubin is unhappy about the re- 


cent state redistricting plan. Unhappy 
enough that it is one of the biggest rea- 
sons for his jumping into the 4th Legisla- 
tive District Republican primary. 


Referring to his two opponents, Rep. 


E u g e n e 
Schlickman, 
R-Arlington 


Heights, and Rep, Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge, Rubin says, "The in- 
cumbent legislators, to protect their own 
selections, cut and dismembered this 
area and violated every constitutional 
right of their constituents, the voters." 


Of his entry into the race, the 41-year- 


old Skokie resident says, "Redistricting 
was one of the big factors. But for the 
redistricting, we would not have had 
Gene Schlickman (currently a 3rd Dis- 
trict representative) in our area. Many 
of the other issues are a result of the 
candidates that became part of the dis- 
trict." 


Two winners will come out of the 


three-man race. Winning the primary is 
almost tantamount to election in Novem- 
ber because, in the November race, two 
legislators from one party and one from' 
the other party will be elected. If past 
indicators hold true, the party supplying 
the two representatives will be the Re- 
publican. Rubin has to beat only one of 
his opponents to become a candidate in 
the November election. 


Says Rubin of his chances, "If Juckett 


and Schlickman run as a team, then 
Juckett will be the easier to beat. If they 
do as in the past, then Schlickman will 
be the easier." 


RUBIN'S BACKGROUND provides the 


basis for many of his current views. That 
same background also has supplied his 
opposition with the 
ammunition to 


charge that he is a Democrat running in 
the Republicans' clothing, a charge he 
denies. 


Though he admits to voting in the 


Democratic primary as recently as 1964, 
he also points out that shortly thereafter 
he was involved in the creation of a Re- 
publican political coalition in the area, 
and helped circulate nominating petitions 
for Republican candidates. 


Rubin says he considers himself a Re- 


publican and justifies his democratic in- 
volvement by saying it was the only 
practical means of fighting the Demo- 
cratic machine then in power in Skokie. 


Zoning, he says, forms "the crux of my 


argument with Schlickman." Rubin con- 
siders Schlickman's proposal for a state 
zoning commission as blasphemy. "Zon- 
ing of a community, with minor ex- 
ceptions, is the complete prerogative of 
that community." 


Not unexpectedly, Rubin considers the 


low and moderate-income housing issue 
a local one "to be decided by the com- 
munities themselves." 


He feels that what he terms "the pres- 


sure" for low-income housing could be 
lessened somewhat with improved public

'Controversy* 
Surrounds 
Schlickman

Eugene F. Schlickman should be get- 


ting used to doing controversial things. 


The Republican from Arlington Heights 


is completing his fourth term in the State 
House of Representatives and is running 
for a fifth term in the new 4th District. 
During his service in the Legislature, he 
has become one of the chief proponents 
of parochiaid, zoning law reform and re- 
gional planning — all issues bound to stir 
strong feelings on both sides. 


During a recent Herald interview, he 


reviewed his plans for this spring's legis- 
lative session. They include reintroduc- 
ing parochiaid bills and bills to revise 
the state zoning laws. He also will work 
for funds for a driver testing center in 
the Northwest suburbs and for special 
building funds for River Trails Dist, 26 to 
house students from Maryville Academy 
in Des Plaines. 


The controversy surrounding many of 


his proposals, he said, has made his 
campaign for reelection more difficult. 
"The challenge has been to defend and 
explain what you are doing. After I've 
had a chance to explain I've found that 
people may not agree with me, but at 
least there is respect. I'm most bothered 
by those who object out of ignorance." 


SCHLICKMAN, who served as a mem- 


ber of the board of trustees of Arlington 
Heights before running for the House, 
said he originally ran for the Legislature 
in 1964 "because as a village trustee I 
saw that the activities of local govern- 
ment were restricted and guided by the 
state. I've always looked at myself as a 
glorified village trustee. I have always 
gotten satisfaction from strengthening lo-

cal government." 


Also, Schlickman has been a leader in 


trying to encourage area-wide planning 
for transportation and land use. In the 
area of mass transportation, he said, the 
federal government has determined that 
it will not grant funds in the Chicago 
area without a regional plan. 


The planning, he said, could be done 


under the Northern Illinois 
Planning 


Commission, but "it has never had the 
money or the support to develop long- 
range planning for transportation." 


One of the problems in setting up re- 


gional planning, he said, is that officials 
in the city of Chicago "want to maintain 
the status quo and rely on political pres- 
sure to get funds. 


"We've got to change the reliance on 


transportation. We've got to get people 
living and working closer together."

TURNING TO OTHER transportation 


matters, Rubin says of the current bill to 
set up a Chicago area regional transit 
authority (CMATS): "It has much merit. 
The problem (of mans transportation in 
the Chicago and suburban area) cannot 
be attacked on a local basis." 


As to the current state highway bond 


issue, he suggests a harder look at the 
plan, suggesting that some of the funds 
earmarked for highways might be better 
used for mass transportation. 


As solutions for the current financial 


woes facing Illinois school districts, he 
suggests 
better assessment practices 


that, he feels, would result in higher tax 
collections from such places as race 
tracks, apartments and commercial de- 


velopments. 


On the subject of personal property 


tax, he recommends "adjusting the cor- 
porate income tax accordingly after 
dropping the personal property tax for 
all." 


C o n c e r n i n g ethics legislation, he 


termed the current bill "ridiculous." As 
an alternative, he wants complete dis- 
closure of financial information, but only 
to an ethics board that would keep the 
information confidential unless a conflict 
of interest came up. The board would be 
bipartisan.

schools, Schlickman said he will reintro- 
duce the bills passed last year providing, 
for aid for textbooks and services to par-, 
ents with children in nonpublic schools. 


Schlickman said parochiaid is impor- 


tant because, "In the last four years. 
there -has been a 20 per cent reduction in 
enrollment in nonpublic schools. If those 
schools close it will increase the cost of . 
public education and if we can aid paro- 
chial schools at less cost than that, it will 
save money for public schools." 


ON AID to public schools, Schlickman 


said he believes the state has been mov- 
ing toward providing more 
equality 


among school districts. Under the 'Re- 
publican administration of Richard 
Ogilvie, he said, "we have increased 
state aid by 100 per cent. We've been 
doing in this state voluntary things to 
cure inequities." 


On ethics, he said he wants to strength- 


en the ethics legislation passed last year 
to include disclosures on campaign funds 
and to eliminate officeholders holding 
two public jobs. "I'm not at all happy 
with what we did last year. I think it was 
a sop to the newspapers." 


On taxes, he said he was in favor of 


immediate elimination of the personal 
property tax and of the sales tax on food 
and drugs. "We would have eliminated 
personal property tax last year, but un- 
fortunately it became a question of who 
would get the credit."

Commemorative Stamp To Be Issued 
Mail-Order Marks Its Centennial 


"Satisfaction guaranteed or your mon- 


ey back," a familiar phrase to today's 
consumers, was pioneered on a national 
scale by the mail order industry nearly 
100 years ago. 


Founded by Aaron Montgomery Ward 


in 1872, the industry will be honored this 
year by a commemorative postage 
stamp. Postmaster General E. T. Klas- 
sen announced mail order retailing as a 
theme for the special stamp, the first in 
a decade to be honored in this manner. 


THE MAIL ORDER industry was 


founded 100 years ago in Chicago by a 
young dry goods salesman who con- 
ceived the idea of selling directly by 
mail for a lower price, eliminating the 
middleman. 


Aaron Montgomery Ward issued a one- 


page price list to Grange members in the 
Midwest offering 163 items. This was to 
grow into the catalog which became one 
of the 100 most important books in Amer- 
ica, as chosen by the Grolier Society of 
New York in its collection of books that 
had most influenced American life. 


Prior to the introduction of this new 


method of shopping through the mail, 
rural Americans were confined to the lo- 
cal general store with its limited stock 
and high prices. 


The new industry grew steadily, and in 


1875, 
had a catalog that had grown to a 


72-page book. On the inside of the front 
cover, Ward has printed "We Guarantee 
All of Our Goods. If any of them are not 


for years. 


TO THE RURAL community a signifi- 


cant change brought to its life by the 
mail order business was the introduction 
of RFD (Rural Free Delivery) — mail 
delivered to the farm or to a mail box 
within walking distance of the farm- 
house. In 1893 Rural Free Delivery be- 
came law. The start of this service in- 
creased the receipts of the Postal Ser- 
vice due to the increase of letters, news- 
papers and other material, and increased 
the value of farm land being serviced by 
RFD; led to the improvement of roads; 
raised the prices of farm products by al- 
lowing the farmer to be in daily contact 
with the markets and their prices; and 
made available more educational mate- 
rials for general consumption. 


Foes of the mail order business went to 


the post in 1913 when the amount of mail 
order business led to a request that Con- 
gress approve a parcel post system to 
lower the postage rate and raise the 
four-pound limit then in effect. Parcel 
post was a direct descendant of RFD. 


As time went on, mail order grew and 


became more specialized in some areas. 
The large catalog houses continued is- 
suing summer and winter catalogs, but 
specialty catalogs began to appear. 
Christmas catalogs and garden catalogs 
were among the first. Mail order houses 
began to send catalogs for specialty 
items such as cheese, fruit and home fur- 
nishings. 


A hundred years old and today the big- 


gest single user of the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice, the mail order industry has made 
its mark on history.

Toyota: Sales To Rise 58% 


Retail sales of Toyota automobiles and 


trucks in the midwestern market are ex- 
pected to climb about 58 per cent in 1972, 
according to Anthony Thompson, presi- 
dent of Mid-Southern Toyota Distributors 
Inc. 


"Last year our 203 dealers in 14 mid- 


western and south central states sold 
44,181 units. This year we anticipate 
them selling at least 70,000 cars and 
trucks to the automobile-buying public in 
this area," Thompson said. 


Thompson said, "The heavy buying 


season for our area actually begins in 
the spring. We should run well ahead of 
the pace we set last spring when we 
were beset with problems in making 
enough cars available to our dealers. Ad- 
ditionally, we had an extremely cold 


January this year in the northern tier of 
our territory. This has tended to keep 
people out of automobile showrooms — 
not just ours, but everyone else's too. 


"We believe that the buyer confusion 


over the price of imported cars has end- 
ed.'Until early this year the consumer 
had to contend with not only trying to 
compute the effect of the import sur- 
charge and remission of the Federal ex- 
cise tax but the cross effects of the re- 
evaluation of the Japanese yen and of 
the American dollar." 


He explained that while the prices of 


Toyotas are now 8 to 10 per cent higher 
than they were before August of 1971, 
that only part of this increase is due to 
the currency reevaluations.

IF YOU SAW four people running 


around, making loud noises and waving 
their arms in public, you'd probably call 
for the straight jackets.

What might have looked like a little

Curling, the Viking*' heail coach. 


"The first time we used the 'Apache' 


we got called for five seconds. Our kids 
couldn't riui in a circle 'cause the other 
kids were In their way. We almost ran 
them oveir and we never got the ball in 
bounds." 


St. Paul used It another time and 


scored a layttp because the opposition 
"just looked bewildered. Our objective is 
to have them stand still and watch us 
break someone loose. It was really 
neat." 


Highland, a town of only 6,200, is lo- 


cated about 30 miles east of St. Louis. 
One of Its only claims to fame prior to 
this was being situated near Interstate 
Highway 7o. That all changed when this 
23-year-old, loaded with innovative ideas, 
became head coach last year. 


Carting took over at a school that had 


never won a regional and did just that. 
He also guided his small team (6-l',i is 
the tallest) lo a 19-game winning streak 
that ended last week In a Class A sec- 
tional game with Brooklyn-Lovcjoy. The 
Vikings, holders of a proud 25-3 record, 
probably enjoyed their season more than 
most teams in the slate.

The Vik- 
ings used it 11 times tliis season and 
scored cjght baskets. Twice it helped 
lead to a surge during close games. It 
must have been quite a scene — four 
players doing forward rolls while the five 
opponents stood flalfooted with their 
mouths gaping. St. Elmo was one such 
victim. 


"We ran the 'Monkey' play, scored a 


layup and the crowd went crazy," recalls 
Carling. "Their coach ran on the floor to 
lodge a protest, but he didn't have any- 
thing to protest and went back and sat 
down. We scored six or seven straight 
points after that. The kids got loose and 
the crowd really opened up and enjoyed 
it," 


As "Carling's Darlings" kept per- 


forming and winning, the attendance at 
home games soared, Despite the team's 
20-7 record last season, the crowds never 
filled the gym more than three-quarters. 
What with the monkeyshines this past 
year, the 600-seat gym has been a sellout 
each game. 


"That means your belt buckles and

normal. But sometimes the abnormal

forces out routine. A major natural or 
artificial disaster, injuring dozens of 
people, brings about an entirely different 
kind of situation that must be coped with 
in special ways. 


At Northwest Community Hospital 


Tuesday, hospital administrators staged 
a surprise disaster drill that put the en- 
tire hospital staff on disaster footing for 
one hour. 


Students from Rolling Meadows High 


School were brought in as "victims," to 
be "diagnosed" in the emergency room 
and dispatched for further "treatment." 


The drill was a full-scale test of stand- 


ing disaster procedures. Non-emergency 
surgery was canceled. Laboratories and 
X-ray were cleared and readied to 
handle disaster victims. Patient lists 
were checked to see which beds could be 
cleared to accommodate "victims." 


Yet as important as the disaster drill 


was, real emergencies took precedence. 
A young man was wheeled into an emer- 
gency treatment room and several min- 
utes later was hurried away for emer- 
gency surgery. 


And in the obstetrics ward, a baby girl

Banding Cardinals 


Most Iliitttisans think of ducks, geese 
with proso millet and sorghum seed. 


and doves when they think of bird band- 
ing, but thera are other species of wild- 
life which are banded by the Illinois De- 
partment of Conservation. 


Some of the species of wildlife man- 


aged by the Department of Conservation 
are nongame species, and at this time 
biologists aro engaged in a project to 
band cardinals. 


this Is the first year biologists have 


banded the bird, and they expect to band 
around 100. The banding is taking place 
In southern Illinois at the Union County 
Refuge near Ware. 


Most people think that the Department 


of Conservation is interested in only 
game species," said Henry N. Bark- 
hatiMfl, director of the department. "But 
this is just not true. We are responsible 
for til wildlife in Illinois, regardless of 
whether it is » huntable species. We have 
programs where we do work with swans, 
prairie chickens, eagles and many other 
species which are not game animals in 
Illinois.11 


The director's statement is further sub- 


stantiated by a recent name change'with- 
in the Department of Conservation. The 
name of the Division of Game was 
changed to the more accurate title of Di- 
vision of Wildlife Resources in Septem- 
ber, 1970, The former implied that the 
department was interested only in game 
species, while the latter more accurately 
tells the public that the department is 
interested in all wildlife. 


The cardinal banding project was be- 


gun by George Arthur, the department's 
chief waterfowl biologist 


"I WAS SPENDING several months 


each year at the Union County Refuge, 
working with the ducks and geese," Ar- 
thur said, "I got into the habit of feeding 
the birds, most of which were cardinals, 
where I was staying at the refuge. It got 
to where there were sometimes over 100 
birds outside the building." 


The traps Arthur is using to catch car- 


dinals are dove traps. They are small 
wire cages with two four-inch throats for 
the bird to enter. The traps are baited 


It is easy for the cardinals to get into 


the traps, but hard to find their way 
out," Arthur said. "A few manage to es- 
cape, but they are exceptions. The 
throats of the traps are funneled inward 
and it is just luck when one manages to 
find his way out," 


Although the cardinal is found state? 


wide, it is not as common in northern 
Illinois as it is in the southern half of the 
state. 


"The purpose of the project is to learn 


more about our state bird," Arthur said. 
"By banding the birds we hope to learn 
more about how far the bird wanders, 
the mortality rate, life expectancy and 
other facts we do not know at this time." 


Just as in his waterfowl banding pro- 


gram, Arthur is having several retraps 
in the cardinal banding. 


"We are trapping and banding any- 


where from five to 10 cardinals each day 
in our two traps," he said. "And about 
one in 10 of the birds is one which we 
have already banded. We call them 'trap 
bums' because they keep returning for 
the free food." 


Although Arthur is finding it relatively 


easy to trap and band the bird, he ex- 
pects recoveries to be very minor. 


"WE DON'T EXPECT to get many re- 


coveries from the project," he com- 
mented. "The cardinal is not a game 
bird, and most band recoveries from oth- 
er species are returned from hunters 
who down game birds. i"N few recov- 
eries we might get will probably be from 
other banders or by a bird being hit by a 
car. The recovery rate will be very low, 
but the reporting rate should be very 
high. Most people will return bands from 
unusual species, whereas they sometimes 
don't from ducks and geese. 


"We will probably get the most infor- 


mation for the project when we retrap 
some of the birds now banded in later 
years. This wilt give us some idea of how 
old they live to be and their mortality 
rate." 


nalis) is a member of the Passed For- 
mes order which contains all perching 
birds. It is in the family of the Fringil- 
lidae which includes grosbeaks, finches, 
sparrows and buntings. 


The cardinal was selected as the offi- 


cial state bird in Illinois by a vote by 
grade school children in 1928. The cardin- 
al finished first in the balloting, followed 
by the bluebird, meadow lark, quail and 
oriole, in that order. 


The cardinal is a nonmigratory bird, 


spending its entire life within a small 
area. The male cardinal has brilliant n*d 
plummage, with a distinguishable black 
face and crest. The female is a dull red- 
dish brown bird with a red bill and crest. 


A bit smaller than the robin, the aver- 


age cardinal is about nine inches in 
length. The scarlet tanager and summer 
tanager are. often mistaken for the car- 
dinal even though the scarlet tanager has 
black wings and the summer tanager has 
no crest. 


The nest of the cardinal is located gen- 


eerally in bramble thickets and low sap- 
lings. It is generally a carelessly con- 
structed, loosely put together 
affair 


made up of small twigs, strips of bark, 
weed stems and grass. 


The female averages two to four white, 


bluish or greenish-white 
eggs, with 


shades of chestnut, purple or brown scat- 
tered over the entire surface. The young 
are cared for by the male while the fe- 
male is sitting on a second laying of 
eggs.

Dr. Lamb — Can you tell me 


why I am always so tired? I go to bed 
tired and get up tired. I have been told 
that I have pernicious anemia. I was 
tested but the test did not show any proof 
of this condition. I have been getting B-12 
shots for the past four years once a 
month and sometimes more often. 


Besides always being tired I some- 


times feel short of breath and a little 
di^zy. 1 also feel like something in my 
throat is choking me. I have low blood 
pressure. It stays around 102 to 110. My 
doctor does not let me go for blood tests 
or any kind of check on my blood. He 
tells me it is not necessary as long as I 
get B'12 shots. Blood tests will not reveal 
anything, anemia will not show up. I am 
thinking of changing doctors because I 
feel these shots should build me up and I 
shouldn't feel so tired all the time. 


Dear Reader — In the first place, if 


you don't have pernicious anemia or B-12 
deficiency, there is no reason for you to 
be taking B-12 shots. In the second place, 
if you do have pernicious anemia and 
need shots for it, the one useful way of 
telling whether your anemia is corrected 
or not is by a blood test. In fact, it is 
very difficult to tell whether a person is 
anemic or not without blood tests. Most 
doctors would say impossible. 


There are many reasons for being tired 


and anemia is only one. Very often emo- 
tional factors are involved in fatigue. 


Other times it is inactivity (which also 
may be a manifestation of emotional 
problems) and sometimes it is improper 
diet. Less often it is from physical fa- 
tigue. 


Fatigue is a sign of many different dis- 


eases. It covers the gamut from tubercu- 
losis to diabetes so I am not going to try 
to tell you what causes your fatigue. It 
may indeed be related to your low blood 
pressure, although many people who 
have low blood pressure have normal 
amounts of energy, are very healthy, and 
usually live longer than individuals with 
normal or higher blood pressure. This, of 
course, presupposes that the relatively 
low blood pressure is not a sign of some 
important underlying disease. Low blood 
pressure and fatigue can be two symp- 
toms. 


It seems to me that the first thing for 


you to do is find out whether you have 
anemia or not and whether you need B-12 


shots or not. That will require some 
blood examinations and perhaps some 
other tests. 


Of course, I don't know that you have 


quoted your doctor correctly, but if you 
cannot feel certain that your blood is 
being tested and have some idea of 
whether or not you have an anemia, I 
think, indeed, you should get another 
doctor.

The percentage rate of social security 


deductions from earnings will remain the 
same. But the amount of earnings sub- 
ject to social security — the "earnings 
base" — will increase $1,200 a year in 
1972. 


"If you're an employe in 1972, you'll 


still contribute 5,2 per cent, but it will be 
on the first $9,000 you earn in work cov- 
ered by social security," Schafer said. 
"In 1971, the contribution was 5.2 per 
cent of the first $7,800." 


Employers pay an equal amount. Self- 


employed people contribute 7.5 per cent 
of their covered earnings to social secur- 
ity. 


"People who earn more than $7,800 a 


year can expect higher social security 
benefits in the future because the amount 
of the social security check is based on 
average earnings," Schafer pointed out. 
"But in figuring that average, we can 
only count earnings on which social se- 
curity contributions have been paid." 


"THE "EARNINGS base" that counts 


for social security has gone up gradually 
over the years as income levels have ri- 
sen in the country. In 1937, when the so- 
cial security program began, contrib- 
utions were paid on the first $3,000 
earned in a year. 


The increase in the earnings base will 


not generally affect the monthly social 
security checks of the 27 million people 
already receiving payments, Schafer ex- 
plained. 


Social security pays monthly retire- 


ment, disability, and survivors benefits 
to eligible workers and their families.

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Suburbs Hold Sales Edge 


Total volume of all real estate trans- 


fers in Cook County increased 24 per cent 
in 1971 compared to 1970. The division of 
sales between the city of Chicago and the 
suburbs continued in favor of the sub- 
urbs. 


The city of Chicago accounted for 43.5 


per cent of all real estate activity in 1971 
with the suburbs accounting for the re- 
maining 56.S per cent, according to Rich- 
ard L. Martin, vice president in charge 
of Cook County Operations for Chicago 
Title Insurance Co. In 1970 the propor- 
tions were 45.7 per cent and 54.3 per cent 
respectively for the city and suburban 
areas. In 1969 the figures were 44.7 per 
cent for the city and 55,3 per cent for the 
suburbs. 


The report was based on a statistical 


analysis of title insurance orders re- 
ceived by Chicago Title Insurance Com- 
pany during 1971, said Martin, who di- 
rected the analysis. 


In 1971, single dwelling residential 


sales represented 76.7 per cent of all real 
estate transfers in Cook County. Used 
single-family dwellings accounted for 
59.2 per cent, new single family dwellings 
totaled 17,5 per cent. 


Of the new homes built in 1971, 85.4 per 


cent were in the suburbs and 14.6 per 
cent in the city, reflecting a slight de- 
cline in the number of new buildings 
built within the city last year. The fig- 
ures for 1970 were 18.7 per cent within 
the city and the remaining 81.3 per cent 
in the suburban areas. In 1969, 15.8 per

In the city, the North- 
west side enjoyed the highest sales in- 
crease with a 31 per cent rise in activity 
from 1970. Close behind was the South 
at a 27.5 per cent gain; the area of least 
gain was the West side at 1.3 per cent. 
As in recent years, the south side contin- 
ues to dominate real estate activity in 
the City, and again out-shadowed the 
Northwest suburbs in number of transac- 
tions, marking the second consecutive 
year in which the Northwest suburbs 
were not the area of greatest real estate 
activity in Cook County, 


Breaking down the total number of 


real estate sales in Cook County in 1971, 
according to kinds of property, Chicago 
Title Insurance Co. reported that 76.7 per 
cent were single family dwellings, a 
slight drop from 1970, 14.3 per cent were 
multi-family dwellings, 4.9 per cent were 
vacant, slightly above the 4.1 per cent in 
1970, and the remaining 4.1 per cent were 
commercial and industrial properties as 
compared to 3.1 per cent in 1970. 


An analysis of 1971 real estate sales by 


price classifiecation was also made by 
Chicago Title Insurance Company. The 
trend toward more sales in the higher 
price bracket, evident for the past five 
years, continued in 1971. There were few- 
er sales of new homes under $20,000 and 
an increase in the proportion of new 
homes sold which cost $30,000 and over. 
Similarly, there was a drop in sales of 
old single family dwellings priced under 
$30,000 and a rise in old homes selling 
above $30,000. 


In addition to real estate transfers, 


Chicago Title Insurance Co. indexes and 
keeps records of a large amount of other 
information needed to insure titles to 
property in Cook County. 


Reviewing data gathered in 1971 com- 


pared to 1970, the company reported that 
judgments reported decreased slightly 
from 61,109 in 1970 to 61,096 in 1971 while 
judgment liens recorded increased from 
23,540 in 1970 to 32,730 in 1971; bank- 
ruptcies decreased from 7,892 in 1970 to 
7,758 in 1971. 


Mortgage foreclosures increased in 


1971 from 2,006 the previous year to 
2,431, the company's records show.

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Keeping Records Can Save Money 


If you don't want to pay big tax bills 


when It comes time to sell your house, 
you'd better keep a complete record of 
all your home expenses. 


that is the advice of John L. Hall, se- 


nior vice president and general sales 
manager of Baird & Warner, Inc., Chi- 
cago real estate firm. "And the time to 
start your record-keeping is when you 
buy the house/'Halt said. 


For example, let's say you purchased a 


home in 1Q6D for $25,000 and sold it in 
1972 for $36,000. "If you didn't keep 
records, you might wind up paying a 
capital gains tax on $11,000. the differ- 
ence between the buying and soiling 
price," Hall said. 


"If you purchase another residence for 


$36,000 or more within 12 months of the 
sale, you will not be taxed on the $11,000 
gain for the current tax year," he added. 


However, many of the costs of buying 


and selling the house as well as improve- 
ments made during your occupancy can 
be subtracted from the profit to reduce 
your eventual tax liability, 


I/sing the example shown, here's how 


you benefit by keeping accurate records 
over the years you owned the residence, 
said Hall. When you purchased the home 
you paid $200 to your attorney to handle 
the deal, and another $200 for title search 
and insurance, recording survey and ap- 
praisal fee. This added $400 to the pur- 
chase price, which can eventually be de- 
ducted. 


Four years later you added a bedroom 


at a cost of $4,000; you replaced a water 
heater for $125 the following year; added 
a bathroom for $2,500 in 1960; repair- 
ed the roof eight years later at a cost of 
$300; repainted in 1970 for $900. Most of 
these improvements can also be sub- 
tracted from the "profit" when the house 
is sold. In the example, $6,500 would be 
deductible. 
i 
Expenses incurred for the water heat- 


er, roof, and paint job are considered 
routine maintenance and non-deductible 
as improvement'costs (An exception to 
this will be shown later). 


When you sell the house, you also pay 


selling expenses, including the broker's 
commission, attorney's fees, advertising 


costs, 
mortgage satisfaction 
fee, state 


tax stamp, and title abstract. Title sell- 
ing expenses: $2,500, which is deductible. 


This $1,600 is what you pay a capital 


gains tax on, that is if you don't buy 
another house within 12 months. If you 
buy another home at a cost equal to or in 
excess of the adjusted price the tax is 
postponed. 


"However, if you could have deferred 


certain fixing-up expenses like repainting 
within 90 days of putting your house up 
for sale, this is considered a selling ex- 
pense and may lower the amount of gain 
on which tax is postponed," Hall said. 


Additional information is available in 


an Internal Revenue Service publication 
titled Tax Information on Selling Your 
Home.

Herts Discusses 
Farm Management 


Serious conflicts of interest would re- 


sult if bank holding companies were per- 
mitted to engage in farm management, a 
spokesman for the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards recently told 
members of the Federal Reserve Board. 


Carl F. Hertz, Nevada, Iowa, noted 


that the professional farm manager's 
first duty is to completely represent his 
client's interest in every regard. There 
are examples "of banks that have been 
able to segregate their loan department, 
management department, and promo- 
tion department so that their work can 
be handled on an ethical basis without 
conflict of interest, but I would have to 
say that this Is the exception rather than 
the rule," he said. 


Hertz, who also spoke in behalf of the 


National Institute of Farm and Land 
Brokers, an affiliate of NAREB, pointed 
put several instances where conflicts of 
interest could frequently occur. In the 
handling of client account balances, it is 
in the best interests of the client to keep 
in the farm operating account no more 
funds than are necessary to meet budg- 
eted expenses, with unbudgeted funds 
being transferred to the owner or placed 
in interest-bearing accounts. It is to the 
bank's interest and profit to maintain 
checking account balances as high as 
possible. 


In the borrowing of funds, Herts; said, 


the professional farm manager is either 
authorized to negotiate loans, or will 
make recommendations as to the best 
possible sources, or he may recommend 
borrowing from several sources. "No 
bank farm manager is going to recom- 
mend a lending agency other than his 
employer unless it is legally impossible 
for the bank to make the loan/1 he said. 


In the relationsliips with the tenant, 


Hertz said, there are instances of the 
tenant being a more profitable bank cus- 
tomer than is the farm owner. In this 
situation the bank farm manager cannot 
make decisions that completely repre- 
sent his client who is paying for the ser- 
vice.

ment costs Involved in the sale of resi- 
dential property related only to Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) — and 
Veterans Administration (VA) — insured 
properties.

Complaints to the government agency 


have centered on the points paid on the 
g o v e r n m e n t-insured FHA and VA 
loans, the spokesman said. Discount 
points paid by the seller of the house are 
a percentage of the mortgage amount 
(for example 3 points, or 3 per cent of a 
$20,000 amount would total a $600 
charge). 


Bob Hole, area real estate broker 


headquartered in Mount Prospect, be- 
lieves that a revamping of the settlement 
costs involved in the sale of FHA and VA 
insured properties would be beneficial to 
both the buyer and seller. He has six 
Northwest Suburban offices and handles 
a large volume of FHA and VA insured 
property transactions. 


"The discount points are paid by the 


seller, ranging over the years from 3 to 
10 points (percentage points)," said 
Kole. "I would like to see this become a 
floating amount. Let the buyer negotiate 
this service charge with the seller. 


"If the buyer would agree to pay part 


of the points and the lenders fee too, then 
more sellers would be willing to enter 
this market." Kole explained that sell- 
ers, realizing that they must pay the dis- 
count points, often raise the prices of 
their homes. The additional expense to 


the seller coupled with the longer pro- 
cessing period for government-insured 
loans discourages sellers from selling 
their homes through FHA or VA he said. 
"If buyers pay more of the fees and sell- 
ers knock some of the price off the house 
it's a more attractive package to both 
parties," he said. 


The buyer of a government-insured 


home gets a break in terms of settlement 
costs Kole contends. He said the buyer of 
a government-backed house with a price 
tag of $25,000 could expect to pay ap- 
proximately $430 in settlement or closing 
costs. This includes a service fee paid to 
the lender; an insurance fee for the top 
10 per cent of the loan plus prepaid in- 
surance; appraisal; credit check; and 
title fees. 


For a (non-government insured) con- 


ventional mortgage on the same $25,000 
house the closing costs would total ap- 
proximately $1,1110, Kole said. Since the 
lender is making less money in service 
fees on FHA and VA loans, he nets the 
difference in the points charged to the 
seller according to Kole.

ation of Real Estate Boards (NAREB) 
'recently stated that the imposition of a 
ceiling on brokers' commissions would 
be detrimental to the public. Testifying 
before a Subcommittee, on Housing of the 
House Banking and Currency Committee, 
Frederick R. Hunter chairman of the 
NAREB Washington committee said this 
would destroy the free competitive mar- 
ket under which the commission is freely 
negotiable between the broker and his 
client, the seller. 


Hunter challenged the interpretation of 


HUD Secretary George Romney that the 
1970 Emergency Home Finance Act per- 
mits the imposition of ceilings on sales 
commissions. "The phrases 'settlement 
costs' and 'closing costs' are very often 
used to mean-the same thing," he said. 
"However the language of Section 701 re- 
solves any ambiguity by relating the' set- 


tlement costs to the financing of housing. 
A sales commission is not a financing 
cost; it represents the payment for ser- 
vices in connection with the selling of 
real estate and is earned and payable 
regardless of the type of financing, even 
when there is no financing." 


NAREB agrees with the proposal 


to prohibit the payment' of kickbacks 
paid for the purpose of directing to a per- 
son any business arising out of the real 
estate settlement on residential property. 
However language should be employed to 
make certain that the prohibition does 
not extend to brokers and others who ac- 
tually perform services and receive com- 
pensation for this, Hunter said. He said 
such payments are considered ethical by 
the real estate organization, 
provided 


that they are disclosed to all parties in 
the transactions.

that's exactly what the housing and thrift 
Industries plan to do according to Jack- 
son W. Goss. president of Investors Mort- 
gage Insurance Company, Boston. He 
adds that "with a more than ample sup- 
ply of funds available for mortgage lend- 
ing, 
last year's record of 2,2 million 


housing starts may be surpassed in 
1972." 


Investors Mortgage, a subsidiary of 


Continental Investment Corp., also of 
Boston, is an organization in the private 
mortgage insurance industry. "The sav- 
ings inflow to thrift institutions will con- 
tinue to be extraordinarily good, and a 
new nationwide secondary mortgage 
market will provide a more stable supply 
of money than ever before," Goss said. 


He explains that in the secondary 


mortgage market, the Federal National 
Mortgage Association (FNMA) w.orks 
with lenders in every pnrt of the country, 
buying and selling mortgages. Until 
recently. FNMA purchases were restrict- 
ed to mortgages guaranteed by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration or the Vet- 
erans Administration, Now, conventional 
mortgages covered by private mortgage 
Insurants are included in this market. 


"This secondary mortgage market will 


provide lenders with a new circulation of 
funds for mortgages and that is in addi- 
tion to the savings inflow which is ex- 
pected to reach around $16 billion in new 
funds only this year/' Goss said. "Add 
that to the S7 billion in accrued interest 
that will be left in savings accounts and 
that means about $23 billion available for 
mortgages in 1972." 


Goss predicted that in this election 


year the Administration is going to see 
that housing continues full speed ahead 
to help increase the Gross National Prod- 
uct He adds that the Administration is 
relying heavily on this sector of industry 
to put people back to work and further 
stimulate the economy. 


"It appears, too, that wage-price con- 


trots under Phase II will help stimulate 
building by slowing inflation — which in 
recent years has priced many potential 
homeowners right out of the market," 
Goss said. 


"In this connection, many young fami- 


lies who usually have trouble putting to- 
gether the cash down payment required 
to buy a house, are finding a solution to 
their problem — 05 per cent mortgage 
loans." Goss said. "Federally chartered 
savings and loan associations are now 
permitted to make &5 per cent loans, pro- 
vided they are covered by private mort- 
gage insurance/' 


Goss explains that this insurance usu- 


ally is carried only until the top portion 
of the loan is retired, resulting in a sav- 
ing to the borrower. It differs from insur- 
ance on FHA mortgages which must be 
carried for the life of the contract.

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College Students Tell Views 
On Marriage, Alternatives

(Last of • Series) 


Courtship, marriage, living together, 


polygamy, communal living, people's 
relationships with people. Why do we do 
what we do? How does it stack up to 
what other societies present and past are 
doing? 


Each semester, students at Harper 


College, Palatine, sign up for a course 
called ''Social Patterns, Courtship and 
Marriage" to learn about people and 
their lifestyles. 


Frank Oliver, assistant professor of so- 


ciology, instructs the course. He is in- 
volved with the subject he teaches; he 
trie* to make his students think about 
what happens in this society when two 
people begin courting, why they marry 
and what they must deal with once they 
are married. 


The last month of the course is devoted 


to delving into •alternative styles of liv- 
ing. Panels of students research the sub- 
ject and debate the pros and cons. 


"THE SAME BOOK we use in the 


course stirred controversy in another 
university," Oliver said. "I've never got- 
ten any negative feedback from my stu- 
dents. They are pretty openminded yet 
traditional when it comes to their lives." 


"Group marriage and communes have 


a problem surviving out here. They are 
hassled by the community," Oliver ex- 
plained, "There are many students living 
together. It is not absolutely accepted 
among their peers, however I don't 
think there are a lot of judgments made 
by the students; they take more of a live 
and let live attitude." 


To check out Oliver's perception of the 


situation among Harper students we 
elicited the aid of 14 students from his 
sociology class. The students circulated a 


questionnaire on marriage and alterna- 
tives to marriage and we received nearly 
200 replies. 


Those responding to the questionnaire 


ranged in age from 17 to the mid-SOs. We 
broke down the answers according to 
sex, age (the number of students in each 
age category corresponded percentage- 
wise to the number of full-time students 
attending Harper) and marital status. 
We asked them about their current living 
arrangement, past living arrangements, 
their opinions on communes and living as 
husband and wife without being married, 
their opinion on marriage and what a 
preferable alternative would be. 


DEFINITE TRENDS showed up in the 


survey. In each age category males held 
more liberal viewpoints than females; 
the older the age group the more con- 
scivative the replies. 


Before we look at the details, let's take 


a general look at what type of people 
were responding. Sixty-one per cent were 
single, 34 per cent married and 5 per 
cent formerly married (widowed, di- 
vorced and separated). Of the singles, 
three per cent were engaged to be mar- 
ried. 


Thirty-seven per cent of those polled 


were 17-19 years of age, 23 per cent were 
20-24,13 per cent were 25-30, and 27 per 
cent were 31 and over 


As for living arrangements, 11 per cent 


were living alone, 33 per cent were liv- 
ing with their spouses, two per cent lived 
with a person of the same sex, four 
per cent lived with a person of the oppo- 
site sex, 41 per cent lived with their par- 
ents or relatives and three per cent lived 
with people of both sexes 


FOUR PER CENT of those questioned 


have lived in a commune at some time in 
their life The overall attitude toward 
communes was 42 per cent in favor, 23 


per cent against, 32 per cent didn't know 
and three per cent preferred not to give 
an opinion 


The main objection to communal living 


was the lack of privacy it affords. 
People expressed concern over losing 
their individuality and having to share 
with so many other people Some cited 
that the very idea of communal living 
was against their religious beliefs, and 
one mentioned she was too jealous to be , 
happy living under communal conditions. 


Many more people had lived with 


someone of the opposite sex at some 
point during their life Twenty-eight per 
cent answered that they had, 69 per cent 
hadn't and three per cent gave no an- 
swer. Almost half of those in the 20-24 
and 25-30-year-old age categories had ex- 
perienced this life style, 22 per cent of 
the 17-19 year-olds and 14 per cent of 
those 31 and over had lived in this man- 
ner. 


Attitudes towards living with someone 


of the opposite sex were more liberal 
than towards communes. Sixty-two per 
cent of those polled were in favor of the 
idea, 23 per cent were against and 15 per 
cent were unsure 


OF THOSE WHO were against living 


together, even the young questioned the 
security of the arrangement. A woman 
describing herself as "40 plus" said, "A 
woman has no legal rights in this situ- 
ation It may be okay when you're young 
but what do you have at age 60?" 


An 18-year-old Arlington Heights wom- 


an added, "You have about as many re- 
sponsibilities as being married (when 
you are living together) and as many re- 
strictions as far as outside activities." 


As for whether they would either live 


in a commune or with a person of the 
opposite sex in the future, those ques- 
tioned favored the latter arrangement.

Sixty-two per cent would live with a per- 
son of the opposite sex as compared with 
37 per cent who would live in a com- 
mune. Twenty-seven per cent would defi- 
nitely not live with a member of the op- 
posite sex, 52 per cent would not live in a 
commune and 11 per cent were unsure of 
either arrangement 


We asked each of those polled their 


opinion of marriage, and 52 per cent re- 
sponded that they were in favor of the 
institution, 29 per cent were against and 
19 per cent had no opinion. 


"I LIKE MY MARRIAGE of 11 years 


— quarrels, disappointments and all. I 
like to share everything," said a 30-year- 
old Elk Grove mother of two. 


Taking the opposite attitude, a single 


19-year-old woman from Mount Prospect 
said, "All the pent up frustrations, the 
crippling of human feelings and original- 
ity that result from the institution of 
marriage, I feel, outweigh the benefits " 


Seventeen per cent of the married have 


lived with a person of the opposite sex 
before their marriage. Often the person 
they lived with is now their spouse. Of 
these people 55 per cent favor marriage, 
9 per cent are against and 33 per cent 
have no opinion 


Twenty-seven per cent of the singles 


have lived with someone and four per 
cent have lived in communes. Of these 
people 30 per cent are for marriage, 33 
per cent are against and 37 per cent ex- 
pressed no opinion 


A surprising 50 per cent of the former- 


ly married have lived with someone, 69 
per cent of these people are for marriage 
and 40 per cent of them are against One 
of those who was against, a 50-year-old 
Arlington Heights man, stated, "I was 
badly burned once and I'm not going to 
be burned again " 


MANY VOICED the opinion that mar- 


riage should be entered into when chil- 
dren are involved whether or not they 
were for marriage Concern was ex- 
pressed for the welfare, morals and se- 
curity of the children, especially among 
those who had children of their own. 


Of the four per cent who are currently 


living with a person of the opposite sex 
50 per cent are for marriage, 37.5 per 
cent are against it and 12 5 per cent have 
no opinion All are in favor of living to- 
gether and 63 per cent are in favor of 
communal livin'g 


Will they marry the person they are 


living with7 Most, 625 per cent, said 
they weren't sure at this time, 12 5 per 
cent said yes and 25 per cent said defi- 
nitely no. 


We asked those polled what, if any- 


thing, would be a preferable alternative 
to marriage People answering this ques- 
tion were both for and against marriage 
as an institution. Although most were 
against, many who were for marriage 
said it would be even better if alterna- 
tives they listed were in effect. 


TRIAL 
OR CONTRACT marriage 


pulled the most votes. Whereas the ma- 
jority suggested a marriage contract 
that would make it easier to terminate 
the arrangement, one 18-year-old woman 
said, "Make a marriage contract that ex- 
pires every three years with option to 
renew it This would make a couple try a 
little harder because they'd know they 
could still lose their wife or husband It 
seems after you're married you stop try- 
ing because you know you've got them " 


"The best alternative for marriage is 


living with a man you love without the 
'paper bond' and only for love or the joy

of being with that person," said a 23- 
year-old married Elk Grove woman as 
she discussed the second most popular 
alternative "After you become 'chained* 
to someone and must stay, the element 
of freedom is missing " 


In order of popularity, other alterna- 


tives included letting each person decide 
for himself and do whatever is best for 
him; keep marriage but change the di- 
vorce system ("Alimony can be unfair," 
said a 27-year-old single woman, "bo- 
fault divorce law is a must," added a 25- 
year-old Des Plaines man); change 
society's attitude; communal living; 
self-marriage where no legal ceremony 
is involved but rather a personal con- 
tract between two people. 


PRE-MARITAL counseling was sug- 


gested by several people who felt if 
people knew more about what they would 
face in marriage and about dealing with 
other people's emotions, they would have 
more successful marriages. Two women 
stated women should have more equality 
in marriage, and one man chose polyga- 
my as a preferable alternative. 


When asked if they are living or would 


live the alternative they suggested, 51 
per cent answered yes, 11 per cent said 
no, 4 per cent said maybe- and 35 per 
cent gave no answer. 


"The alternatives are no panacea," 


Frank Oliver commented. "Trial mar- 
riage, for instance, can be almost as 
binding as a real marriage. Some people 
mistakenly believe it somehow will be 
the answer to all the problems 


"Marriage is a combination of living, 


sharing and loving. People see marriage 
as too confining, they demand too much 
of each other. The notion of being legally 
bound for life is threatening to too many 
people. 


"I don't believe there's one best thing 


for everyone," he continued "There is a 
strong stress on individuality in our cul- 
ture . . . People trying out alternative 
situations are trying to actualize. 


"People — too many people — follow 


the rules without thinking. You go to 
school, get married, have kids and in a 
few years say, 'God, why did I do 
this?'" 


Age A Factor In Fatigue 


What Causes Weariness? 


by ALISON GODDARD 


Ever wonder why you're weary? It 


might be the world you live in, the state 
of your health, your age, your outlook on 
life or any combination of these, accord- 
ing to Dr. Peter Forsham, professor of 
medicine at the University of California 
in San Francisco And, he adds, women 
are sometimes more susceptible than 
men. 


Dr. Forsham notes that the causes of 


fatigue are often more mental than phys- 
ical. He singles out the stresses and 
strains of everyday living as a primary 
cause. 


"I'm absolutely convinced," he de- 


clares, "that the constant excitement, 
stimulation, ups, and downs, schedues 
and timetables in our society result in a 
very fatiguing kind of life " 


Few of us, Dr. Forsham observes, get 


tired as a result of hard physical labor 
any more, "except for woodchoppers and 
people like that." And even when we ex- 
perience fatigue under natural circum- 
stances —such as right after a meal — 
there may not be much we can do about 
it. 


"If you lived in a primitive culture," 


he notes, "you could lie on the grass, 
sleep for 10 minutes and wake up re- 
, . ,. „ freshed. But with the kind of lives most

A factor in fatigue that's physical and 


psychological too, the doctor reports, is 
"growing older." Women — particularly 
during menopuase — are more subject to 
"ups and downs" and therefore more 
prone to weariness, he says. Many, he 
observes, have hot flashes, "feel miser- 
able and become exceedingly nervous " 


(Physicians often prescribe estrogen 


replacement therapy to alleviate such 
menopausal symptoms — which are at- 
tributed to deficiency of female hor- 
mones ) 


Dr Forsham maintains that pre- 


scribing small amounts of estrogen con- 
tinually can also counteract some effects 
of the aging process 


Determining the origins of fatigue, Dr. 


Forsham notes, is not a simple matter. 
"To know if the causes are mental or 


physical, it's essential to get the patient's 
background straight," he declares. He 
says he looks for certain clues when tak- 
ing a medical history. 


"If a woman wakes up tired in the 


morning and gets wearier as the day 
goes by — so that she's virtaally in- 
capable of staying awake hi the after- 
noon — then organic disease must be 
considered seriously." (Illnesses, such as 
anemia, he explains, often cause chron- 
ic fatigue) 


If, OE the other hand, a woman wakes 


up weary and feels livelier as the day 
progresses — when she's using up her 
energy and should be getting more tired 
— this could suggest something else. "It 
could suggest," the doctor declares, 
"that her problems are more mental 
than physical."

The Home Line

You aever realize how deceptive cook- 


ing instructions can be until you start to 
experiment with a new recipe. Take the 
one that calls for chicken breasts rolled 
thin. To most cooks, that would mean a 
rolling pin.

Her Own Marinated Mushroom Salad 


by LOUIS SEILER 


The marinated mushroom salad fea- 


tured today is an invention born of neces- 
sity. 


When Mrs. James D. Clark was still a 


student at Purdue University, she and a 
woman professor got together for an 
impromptu dinner and found they were 
lacking ingredients for a salad. Finding 
fresh mushrooms on hand, they devised 
tasty concoction that Barbara Clark has 
used ever since. 


Fresh mushrooms are simply washed 


and placed in a well-seasoned marinade 
of oil, lemon juice and catsup. 


"They should marinate three to four 


hours to absorb the flavor," Barbara 
said. She serves them on lettuce leaves 
garnished with hearts of palm. 


Mushrooms are low in calories as well 


as nutritious and complement the in- 
gredients used in one of Barbara's favor- 
ite entrees, Continental Beef Steak. 


Barbara's area of study in college was 


nutrition and bio-chemistry, and her 
work as a dietician in hospitals in Flint, 
Mich., and Indianapolis utilized her 


knowledge. At home, she automatically 
cooks well-balanced meals, but they are 
enhanced with a gourmet flair. A crea- 
tive cook, she usually reads about three 
different recipes for a certain dish and 
then puts one together herself. 


HER CONTINENTAL Beef Steak is not 


only high in nutritive value, but also tops 
in flavor. She uses round steak for the 
recipe, and although baked, it has the 
flavor of a broiled steak. Most men like 
steak in any form, and Barbara's hus- 
band, Jim, is no exception. He and Bar- 
bara like it rare, but the steak may be 
baked to any degree of doneness. It is 
served with tomato sauce containing tas- 
ty ingredients such as olives, capers, 
celery and green pepper. 


As neither onions nor mushrooms are 


used in the colorful Continental Steak, 
Barbara 
utilizes mushrooms in the 


above-mentioned salad and onions in the 
potatoes. 


She usually makes the twice-baked va- 


riety, mashing the potato with butter, 
milk and onion before stuffing it back 
into the shells. Cheese is sprinkled on 


top. 


"I re-heat them covered with foil so 


they steam a bit, and then pop them un- 
der the broiler and a minute before 
serving," she said. 


For dessert this cook suggests a 


Creamy Cheese Cake. It has a graham 
cracker crust, cream cheese filling and 
topping of sour cream.

MARINATED MUSHROOM SALAD 


2 pounds fresh mushrooms, 


washed and sliced 


6 tablespoons olive oil 
6 tablespoons lemon juice 
'A teaspoon garlic salt 


% teaspoon lemon pepper 
2 teaspoons powdered sugar 
2 teaspoons celery seed 
2 teaspoons catsup 
Combine olive oil and lemon juice with

1 package graham cracker crumbs, 


or % box crushed graham crackers 


3A cup butter, melted.

Allow 


crumbs to cover bottom and half-way up 
sides. Reserve some crumbs (about 2 to 
3 tablespoons) for garnish. 


Prepare the following filling: 


2 8-ounce packages cream cheese 
2 3-ounce packages cream cheese

1 cup granulated sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Beat cream cheese until smooth. 
Beat eggs slightly with a wire whisk. 


Gradually add the sugar, beating with 
the whisk. Blend in vanilla. Slowly add 
egg mixture to cream cheese, beating 
until smooth and creamy. 


Pour over crust. Bake at 350 degrees 


for 20 minutes. Allow to cool before ad- 
ding topping, about 20 minutes. 


Combine the following ingredients: 


1 pint sour cream 
1 tablespoon granulated sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Spoon over filling and sprinkle with re- 


maining crumbs. Bake 5 minutes at 350 
degrees. Cool. Place in refrigerator for 
several hours before serving. Serves 12 
to 16.

Sweets With Distinctive Spicing 


With today's cake mixes or "from 


scratch" cakes prepared in electric mix- 
ers and baked In temperature-controlled 
ovens, it's easy enough to bake a light 
and handsome loaf. Unfortunately, so 
many of the several hundred variations 
of cakes we eat have little more than 
ordinary sweetness to recommend them. 


This can easily be changed. Use the 


same foolproof mixes or time-tried fami- 
ly recipes, but give them distlntive 
aroma with sweet spices or baking seeds. 
There's cinnamon, allspice, cardamom, 


cloves, ginger, mace, nutmeg or corian- 
der to choose from, or poppy or sesame 
seeds. Use one or more; this will not ne- 
cessitate any other change in the recipe. 


Add the spices to the creamed mixture 


or mix and sift with the flour. As a guide, 
use about a teaspoon of cinnamon for a 
two-layer cake plus a half teasoon of oth- 
er spices such as allspice, cloves or nut- 
meg. You can always use quite a lot 
more cinnamon because it is milder than 
a spice like ginger or allspice 


If you're a born short-cutter, replace

three or four single spices with two to 
three teaspoons of apple pie or pumpkin 
pie spice blend. Mysteriously delightful 
is a pinch of black pepper (of medium 
grind) added to the sweet spices. Use 
about 1/8 teaspoon. It gives a flowery 
fragrance, hard to identify. 


When sesame seeds are stirred into a 


batter, do toast them first. Just scatter 
them is a pan and bake about 10 minutes 
at moderate temperature. Use them as 
you would finely chopped nutmeats.

Cake and Streusel Spiced Coffee Cake 
are suggestions by American Spice 
Trade Association. They're delicately 
spiced and easy to make.

Add eggs, but- 
termilk and vanilla extract to unspiced 
mixture, blending until smooth. Spread 
1/3 of the batter in a buttered 9-inch tube 
pan. Dribble 1 tablespoon of the choco- 
late syrup in center of batter. Sprinkle 
1/3 of the crumb mixture over chocolate. 
Repeat layering batter, chocolate and 
crumb mixture two more times. Bake in 
a preheated moderate oven (350 degrees) 
45 to 50 minutes or until cake tester in- 
serted into center comes out clean. Cool 
in pan on wire rack for 10 minutes. Re- 
move from pan and serve warm or 
cooled. Yield: 1 9-inch streusel coffee 
cake.

Peanuts and peanut products are the 


features of the U S Department of Agri- 
culture's Plentiful Foods List for March. 


Other plentifuls announced by USDA'S 


Consumer and Marketing Service are 
prunes, prune juice and pitted prunes, 
potatoes and potato products (instant 
mashed and frozen French fries), canned 
cranberry sauce and cranberry juice 
cocktail, frozen concentrated grape juice 
and canned grape juice, split peas and 
eggs. 


According to USDA reports, the supply 


situation for the March plentifuls is as 
follows: 


The 1971 peanut crop was the largest 


on record. Moreover, consumption of 
1970 crop peanuts was lower than in,the 
previous two years, assuring abundant 
stocks. 


The 1971 California dried prune produc- 


tion is estimated to be 131,000 tons. This, 
combined with an enormous carry-in, 
will provide ample supplies of prunes 
and prune products in all markets. 


HEAVY STOCKS of fresh potatoes re- 


maining from the near-record 1971 fall 
crop continue to pressure markets. And 
because of large processor inventories, 
processed potato products are expected 
to continue at price levels attractive to 
consumers. 


Stocks of canned fruit cocktail and can- 


ned peaches are heavier than usual, and 
exports are down significantly from last 
year. 


There are excessive inventories of 


cranberry products at this time, and 
good buys for consumers are anticipated. 


Split peas continue to be in bur- 


densome over-supply and retail prices 


are low. 


Egg production in March is expected to 


remain near the high level of a year ago, 
and prospects are good for plentiful sup- 
plies at attractive prices. 


Nutritionists say that the protein in 


peanut butter is of a higher quality than 
most vegetable proteins and is therefore 
a good supplementary food in the diet.

PEANUT BUTTER also ranks near

The versatility of peanut butter is often 


ignored in favor of its traditional sand- 
wich partner, jelly. The following sugges- 
tions are just a few of the ways peanut 
butter can be used in your menu plans. 


For a quick vegetable sauce, add 2 ta- 


blespoons of peanut butter to a cup of 
reconstituted dry milk and stir to blend. 
Season with salt, pepper and a little grat- 
ed onion. 


For a tasty milkshake blend 2 table- 


spoons of peanut butter with 1 teaspoon 
sugar or honey. Mix in 1 cup of milk and 
1 cup ice cream. 


Glaze four ham steks with a mixture of 


V4 cup peanut butter, V\ cup orange mar- 
malade and 2 tablespoons soy sauce. 
Spread over ham slices and broil about 
10 minutes. 


For peanut butter macaroni, stir 2 


cups milk gradually into V4 cup peanut 
butter. Cook until mixture thickens 
slightly, and salt to taste. Pour over 
cooked and drained macaroni and bake 
in a moderate oven 15 minutes. 


One of our favorite family yarns con- 


cerns a time we served appetizers in- 
cluding sardines to a group of young- 
sters. Whereupon one young lady re- 
turned home and announced in aston- 
ished tones to her mother, "the Flynns 
were serving minnows." 


I suspect that whether they're re- 


garded as minnows or not, sardines are 
overlooked as a tasty, nourishing all-pur- 
pose food There is only one genuine sar- 
dine, the Clupea Pilchardus Walbon, and 
recently to bring sardines to the atten- 
tion of more people, the Portugese Infor- 
mation, Tourist and Trade Office con- 
ducted a contest among world-famous 
chefs to produce outstanding recipes 


The first-prize went to Max Sanz of 


L'Etoile Restaurant in New York City for 
this Mousse de Cascais, to be used as an 
hors d'oeuvre or sandwich spread. 


ALLOW 1 POUND cream cheese to 


soften then mash with fork. Add % cup 
lemon juice and blend. Drain 3 cans 
(4 3/8 ounce) sardines dripping oil into a 
3-cup mold. Oil the mold thoroughly and 
discard excess. 


Mash the sardines and work into the 


cheese mixture. Add % teaspoon salt, a 
scant % teaspoon pepper, and 1 table- 
spoon onion juice. Blend mixture thor- 
oughly and spoon into the mold and 


pack. Chill for 2 to 4 hours. Unmold and 
serve with pumpernickel fingers or your 
favorite crackers. Makes 3 cups. 


Second prizewinner was Albert J. Hil- 


ber of Varig (Brazilian) Airlines with 
this delightful grilled sandwich. Make 
garlic butter by blending 2 teaspoons but- 
ter and 1 small clove of garlic crushed 
fine. 


Cut crusts from 4 slices of bread and 


toast on one side. Spread garlic butter on 
untoasted sides. Place 2 bread slices on 
platter toasted side up. Drain 2 cans 
(3% ounce each) sardines thoroughly and 
have ready 4 slices of sharp Cheddar 
cheese. 


Put 1 slice of cheese on each of the 


bread slices, then top with sardines. 
Spread with chili sauce (2 teaspoons in 
all), then place another slice of cheese 
on top. Cover with remaining 2 slices of 
bread, toasted side down. Press together 
Kghfly. Grill on both sides until lightly 
browned and cheese is melting. 
\ 


Cut into triangles and place on warm 


plate Garnish with lettuce, olives and to- 
mato wedges. Serves 2.

contrary, growing affluence has mate 
parents better able than those of a few 
generations ago to provide vitamins to 
offset their children's dietary lapses. 
_ She said children also are welt-nour- 
jshed despite bad food .habit* if their 
mothers provide good meals at home to 
offset snacklng on empty calories." The 
latter term often is used to describe 
foods high calorically but Jow in nutri- 
tional value. 


Mrs. Huessenstann blamed the wide- 


spread consumption of what she called 
junk food1' — -corn and potato chips, 
candy and soft drinks — partly on school 
administrators who keep vending m»- 
chines on the premises to add an esti- 
mated S300 to $700 a week to school in- 
come. 


THE FEDERAL government agency 


which operates the school lunch program 
recently ordered all vending machines 
removed from lunchrooms that serve 
Type A meals. These meals are nutri- 
tionally balanced according to U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture standards. 


As a consultant to Houston school dis- 


tricts, Mrs. Huessenstann said she'd seen 
administrators there seeking other in- 
school locations for vending machines 
that would not''Violate the lunchroom 
ban. 


She urged adults who want to improve 


ieen-agers' eating habits first to find out 
ivhat the eating habits are. 


Many of us don't know .what they eat 


But we have a missionary zeal about how 
important it is to improve their diets," 
she said. We must ask them what they 
eat and if they'd like to improve their 
diet. We tend to forget that teen-agers 
are dignified human beings.

Mrs. Huessenstann, whose own chil- 


dren are 18-, 19-and 20-year-old sons, said 
all had become vegetarians. She sug- 
gested that young people's growing inter- 
est in vegetarian and other natural foods 
diets is based partly on fear. 


Among'Teasons she said they give for 


such diets are: 


Avoidance of contamination in animal 


products caused by fallout, growth hor- 
mones or chemicals in feed; promotion 
of ecology by reducing waste products 
from animal slaughter; religious con- 
victions and avoidance of responsibility 
lor killing anything. 


She added thit some aim said they re- 


garded a vegetarian diet as sounder nu- 
tritionally, and its preparation more 
creative than a regular diet using animal 
products. 


"WE ARE not going to turn the schools 


over to the kids," Mrs. Huessenstann 
said, "but they should be involved in de- 
cision-making and evaluation." 


To accomplish this, she advocates 


widespread use of teen adviser groups to 
try out new curriculum and ideas and to 
teach students to teach one another. 


She said the greatest need for nutri- 


tional tutoring is at the lowest socio-eco- 
nomic level, where. mothers may not 
know how to prepare nutritious meals to 
offset their children's poor food habits. 


But she added that all adolescents at 


all socio-economic levels need "general 
knowledge of good foods and nutrition 
and some high powered person to con- 
sult with." 


She also urged adults to try to keep 


youngsters from being duped into paying 
high prices at health food stores. A chart 
at the entrance to the seminar room 
documented the price problem. More 
than half the prices listed for 51 different 
products available at both supermarkets 
and health food stores were 100 per cent 
or more higher at the latter. The prices 
were collected by health education stu- 
dents at Hunter College in New York in. 
December, 1971.

Egg Rolls Become Big Business

UPI — Quick, now, what's an egg roll? 
Twenty years ago, most Americans 


would have defined the term as an East- 
ern game traditionally staged on White 
House grounds with dyed hard-cooked 


That was before two unemployed Jew- 


ish salesmen parlayed a Chinese appeti- 
zer called the spring roll Into a snack 
item so popular that their company alone 
sells 10 million annually at everything 
from "tablecloth" restaurasts and fast- 
food operations to ballparks, race tracks 
and other sports stadiums. The company 
also sells the produce in retail stores, of- 
ten under private labels. 


In an interview, Larry Blumenthal, 


company president, aald he and Kenneth 
Fell, an army buddy, launched the busi- 
ness more than 23 years ago when both 
applied for salesmen's jobs at a company 
next door to a Chinese take-out food es- 
tablishment. 


They got the jobs but found sales so 


slow that they began moonlighting as 
salesmen for egg rolls from the take-out 
place. They sold to bars and grills and 
hawked the snacks like hot dogs at Con- 
ey Island and other New York metropoli- 
tan area beaches, where they often had 
to dodge police because they had no ven- 
dor's license. 


BY 1952, two Coney Island customers, 


Sy and Sol Adler, were ready to give up 
their hot dog stand to go into the egg roll 
business. Pooling their resources, the 
Adlers, Blumenthal and Fell opened their 
tnvn plant, the Flavo-Rite Foods division 
of Flavos international. 


Blumenthal said he and his partners 


also held outside jobs during the early 
years to finance new equipment and 
plant improvements. He said that at one 
time, the four men were splitting one 
partner's salary four ways. 


But by 1966, they were so successful in 


the fast-growing nationality foods field 
that a Chinese language newspaper here 
ran a story with the headline: 


"Foreigner Makes Big Business with 


Egg Rolls." 


Blumenthal calls their present plant on 


East 149th St. in the Bronx a Rube Gold- 
berg operation for which he and his part- 
ners designed much of the machinery or 
borrowed ideas from unrelated 
in- 


dustries. They had to, he added. Until 
their plant opened, egg roll making had 
been largely a hand operation and, to 
some extent, it still is. - 


MIS COMPANY uses centrifuges - 


which any user of a self-service laundry 
would recognize as stainless steel laun- 
dry extractors — to spin dry raw vege- 
table ingredients after each washing and 
rinsing. But the ingredients are fed into 
the centriguges from moving belts, 
which in tura are fed from loaded chop- 
ping machines. 


Stuffing and wrapping of the egg 


noodle pastry squares also is a hand op- 
eration done by eight to 12 women. The 
rolls then go by moving belt into frying 
vats, and from there to a cooling room 
before they're blast-frozen and hand- 
packed for shipment. 


The fastest operator on the assembly 


line has been clocked at four to five stan- 
dard size egg rolls per second. 


The company also makes miniature 


egg rolls which are popular with caterers 
for party service. 


Chef Eddie Chan has been with the 


company since the day it opened its own 
plant 20 years ago, but the only other 
Chinese face associated with the firm is 
the smiling coolie logotype that appears 
on stationery, packaging and paper hold- 
ers used for individul egg rolls sold by 
vendors.

Together they make about 160,000 egg 


rolls a day with fillings that range from 
the traditional Chinese combination of 


pork and vegetables to vegetables with 
shrimp, crabmeat or lobster. There's 
even a vegetarian version. 


Blumenthal said his company's egg 


rolls are sold in about 25 states, Canada, 
the Caribbean and Australia, where 
they're known as pancake rolls. 


They also were a hot item at the 1964- 


65 New York World's Fair, where Blu- 
menthal said they were billed as authen- 
tic nationality foods at nine different pa- 
vilions, including the African, Japanese, 
Korean and Belgian as well as the Re- 
public of China and Hong Kong.

Grate or blend walnuts until finely 
chopped.

Dissolve bouillon cubes in hot water. 


Add two tablespoons to the stuffing mix* 
ture; mix to stiff paste. Divide into six 
equal portions. Place one portion on un- 
der side of each chicken breast; fold 
meat over it, fastening with small ske- 
wers. Heat remaining chicken bouillon in 
large skillet; add chicken breasts and 
poach, covered, about 20 minutes just un- 
til tender. Remove chicken from liquid, 
cool, cover and chiU. Soften gelatin in 
cold water. Heat one can of consomme, 
add gelatin and stir until dissolved. Stir 
in remaining can of consomme. Cool un- 
til mixture thickens slightly. Place 
chilled chicken breasts on flat pan. Spoon 
a little gelatin overeach one; chill. Re- 
peat until chicken is nicely glazed. Ar- 
range pimtento strips over chicken; add 
another layer or two of aspic; chill. Chill 
left-over aspic in an 8-inch square pan. 
To serve, chop aspic in pan and arrange 
on serving platter. Arrange glazed chick- 
en breasts in aspic. Garnish each one 
with a swirl of mayonnaise and a walnut 
half. Makes six servings.

Add re- 
maining Hour and continue to mix until 
dough pulls from sides of bowl. Turn out 
on a floured surface and knead until 
smooth and elastic, about 5 minutes. 
Hound dough into a ball, place in well* 
greased bowl and turn over several 
times to grease on all sides. Cover and 
place in a warm place. Let rise about 50 
minutes or until doubled in bulk. Punch 
down. Shape dough between the hands to 
form two rolls, then cut each roll into 12 
pieces; shape pieces into balls about 1 
inch in diameter. 


Mix applesauce with raisins, sugar and 


cinnamon to make a thick filling. Dip or 
roll halls of dough in salad oil or melted 
butter just enough to moisten. Make a 
layer of 12 balls in a greased loaf pan, 
10x5x3 inches; spread with aixnit half the 
applesauce filling. Use remaining dough 
balls and applesauce filling to make a 
third and fourth layer. Let rise in warm 
place about 40 minutes. Bake in 350-de- 
gree oven SO to 33 minutes. When done, 
let stand in pan about S minutes, loosen 
sides and turn out on rack to cool. To 
serve loaf warm, use a fork to pull off 2 
or 3 sections per serving. The loaf slices 
nicely when cold.

jected by the Elk Grove Village Board of 
Trustees this week. 


''This batch plant that you're talking 


about is in a terrible spot — you couldn't 
have picked a worse place/* Trustee Ed 
Kenna told a representative of Rock 
Bead Construction Co. 


The company, general contractor for 


the Arlington Heights Road work, asked 
for permission to place the temporary 
plant on the St, Julian Church property 
on the south side of Biesterfiold Road 
west of Leicester Road. 


The plant will be needed in the area, 


the company contends, because of the 
amount of concrete needed in the road* 
work, which involves construction of a 
four-lane roadway and a new bridge over 
Salt Creek. The plant must be within two 
miles of the road, a company spokesman 
said. 


But board members expressed objec- 


tions to locating the plant on the church 
property because of its proximity to rec- 
reational facilities and schools. 


"THIS WOULD mean that your trucks 


would be coming right through the recre- 
ational area," Trustee George Specs 
said.

A local trust fund, which has netted 


$516 and letters of compassion for the 
adoptive parents of Amy Huebert, 2'/2j 
will officially be closed next Wednesday. 


The fund at Schaumburg State Bank, 


320 W. Higgins Rd., was started several 
weeks ago by five local mothers who be- 
lieve little Amy should remain with the 
Barry Hueberts of Colorado Springs, 
Colo, instead of being returned to her 
natural mother, Mrs. Paula Marshall of 
Arlington Heights. 


An Illinois Court has ruled the Hue- 


berts must return Amy to Mrs. Marshall. 
The court upheld Mrs. Marshall's claims 
that the original adoption consent in 
June, 1969, was obtained under fraud and 
duress and that she was too confused at 
the time to make a rational decision. 


IN THE MEANTIME, the Hueberts 


have been granted temporary custody of 
the child by a Colorado court after filing 
there contesting the Illinois decision. The 
final disposition of the case is still pend- 
ing. 


Four of the five mothers, all parents 


under 30f live in Schaumburg's Weath- 
ersfield subdivision. The other mother, 


now living in Carol Stream, is a former 
resident of Weathersfield.

The loudspeakers at Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital in Arlington Heights 
crackled to life at 9:55 a.m. Tuesday 
morning, like they do hundreds of times 
a day there. But this time the message 
was no ordinary page for doctor or 
nurse. 


"Code one-oh-one. Code one-oh-one. 
And the scramble was on. 
F r o m d o o r w a y s and hallways 


throughout the building, doctors, nurses, 
orderlies, volunteers, security guards 
and administrators hurried in groups, 
some pulling on hospital whites as they 
walked, some snuffing out half-smoked 
cigarettes. 


Each one hurrying to a prearranged 


destination to perform tasks listed in a 
carefully written and rarely used script. 
For the time being the normal hospital 
routine hung in suspended animation. 


Code 101 means disaster. 
In the emergency room area, nurses 


and orderlies cleared the corridor of any- 
one who didn't belong there. In a labora- 
tory, volunteers lined pint bottles < of 
plasma on tables from which they could 
be grabbed quickly and hurried to points 
of need. 


N o n-emergency surgical schedules 


.were scrubbed. In the wards, lists of 
patients were scanned to see who could 
be discharged, which beds could be 
emptied to accommodate the disaster 
victims. 


The kids were tagged for internal 


wounds 
and decorated for external 


A 


wounds. Their appearances were often 
comical. They mugged for a photog- 
rapher. But the drill was deadly 
serious. 


THE DRILL WAS authorized by top 


hospital administrators and only six oth- 
er people knew about it in advance. It 
seemed to be a genuine surprise to the 
staff. One volunteer asked, after the drill 
had been going on for a half hour, if it 
was the real thing. She had been 
readying plasma in a laboratory and, for 
all she knew, it could have been a real 
disaster. 


Marianne Araujo," the hospital's direc- 


tor of nursing services, knew the drill 
was coming. It was her responsibility to 
act as chief observer. 


J'The purpose," she said, "is to deter- 


mine the accuracy with which patients 
can get to the destinations intended. And 
we want to determine if our people are 
able to cope with a disaster." 


In the aftermath of the drill, Mrs. 


Araujo, Dr. Hector Vasquez, who heads 
the disaster operation, and other adminis- 
trators and departmental heads will re- 
view what happened and decide where 
and how the disaster plan should be re- 
vised. 


The drill Tuesday was designed to see 


if the hospital staff could handle a dis- 
aster of extreme proportions. Hospitals 
are rarely called upon to handle 40 emer- 
gency victims in 45 minutes as North* 
west was. 


And yet, they have to b« ready. The

Though agreeing the "authority of 


law" is always preferable, village, school 
and legislative officials here have mixed 
opinion on the advisability of formally 
legalising school builder contributions. 


State Senate Bill G58t giving municipal- 


ities authority to create ordinances gov- 
erning the contributions, currently sits in 
the 77Eh General Assembly's House of 
Representatives where it's a step away 
from being acted upon. 


A supporter of the bill, State Rep. Eu- 


gene Sehlkkman. R-Arlington Heights, 
gives it a better than even chance to 
pass. The bill, on its third reading, wilt 
be voted on when the Legislature recon- 
venes next month, Schtickman says. 


THE PROPOSED bill would amend 


the Illinois Municipal Code by author- 
king municipalities, as a condition of ap- 
proving subdivision plats, to require sub- 
dividers (developers) to dedicate land 
for school purposes or make cash pay- 
ments in lieu of site dedications. It was 
introduced by State Sen, Harris Fawsll, 
R-tfaperville, a village which has not 
fit I op ted a public use donations ordinance 
of its own. 


Elk Grove Village also has a public use 


ordinance similar to Naperville's. Since 


these local ordinances are extremely sus- 
ceptible to court suits, proponents of Bill 
658 say the added weight of state legisla- 
tion will make builder contributions less 
vulnerable in court tests. Some devel- 
opers, meanwhile, have claimed passage 
of the legislation will increase the likeli- 
hood of local court suits claiming the 
practice is unconstitutional and dis- 
criminatory. 


Since 1955, local developers have con- 


tributed more than $5,1 million in land 
and cash donations to Dist. 54. The build- 
er contributions have accounted for 95 
per cent of the school sites and 10 per 
cent of the classrooms in the district. 


The district now instructs 13,711 chil-

THE LEGISLATOR claims there is no 


guarantee school districts in other boom 
areas will enjoy the same "tacit coopera- 
t i o n J ' with developers enjoyed in 
Schaumburg Township. These areas will 
need support legislation such as Bill 658, 
Schlickman says. 


Legislative opponents of the bill claim 


it will "point a gun to the head of devel- 
opers, "he adds. 


Local developers generally oppose the 


bill and another piece of legislation 
which applies to county boards where de- 
velopment is proposed in unincorporated 
areas. If such a bill must be passed, the 
developers feel, it should be "standard- 
ized" and the state should set the stan- 
dards. 


As presently constituted, Bill 658 al- 


lows villages to set their own standards 
governing the amount of land or cash de- 
velopers would have to contribute. 


If the bill is passed and Hoffman Es- 


tates elected to create such an ordinance 
it would have to be "flexible and give 
local people room to breathe," says 
Richard Regan, village plan commission 
chairman.

where credit is due. Plaudits, he claims, 
are in order for the village boards who 
have made Schaumburg Township Ele- 
mentary School Dist.

"THE ONLY negative feeling I have 


(about builder contributions) is that, for 
instance, here in Schaumburg we, as a 
municipality, have not profited from the 
agreement," Atcher says. 


"We have been looking out for the oth- 


er fella's children so to speak while our's 
have been going barefoot." 


Atcher would like to see municipal 


land and cash donations become as ac- 
cepted a part of builder contributions as 
school and park contributions arc now. 
In addition to on-site sewer, water and 
street improvements, builders should 
also finance off-site improvements such 
as wells, sewer lift stations, etc. that 
are necessitated because of a devel- 
opment, Atcher insists. 


The mayor would also like to see regu- 


lar contributions of land for municipal 
buildings and their cash donations to con- 
struct the buildings. 


"We haven't had a bad track record," 


says Marvin Lapicola, director of busiT 
ness services in Dist. 54. Lapicola is ap- 
prehensive that enactment of Bill (158 
might leave Dist. 54 "short of what we're 
getting now." 


Overall, however, Lapicola supports the

Norman A. Erbe. of 450 E. Park St., 


Arlington Heights, is chairman of a new- 
ly established Federal Regional Council 
set up by President Nixon to help Illinois 
and five other midwestern states in se- 
curing federal grants. 


As chairman. Erbe's job is to help 


state and local officials coordinate their 
grant problems and develop regional in- 
teragency and intergovernmental plans. 


"Many projects require cross-agency 


coordination because their scope is of a 
magnitude that calls for funding from 
several agencies." said Erbe. 


A TRANSPORTATION expert. Erbe 


said he has already met with Arlington 
Heights Village Pres. Jack Walsh on the 
village's application for federal money to 
purchase additional commuter parking 
tots. 


Federal calculations reveal there is a 


crying need in Illinois, and throughout 
the Midwest, for assistance in the area of 
federal grants. 


Illinois received only $85.35 per capita 


in federal aid during 1970, ranking it 47th 
among the nation's 50 states. 


Within the state, some cities, notably 


Chicago, have demonstrated a higher de- 
gree of grnntsmanship than others. But 
Erbe Feels there is no reason why the 
suburbs cannot also be successful. 


"Any aggressive, knowledgeable sub- 


urban community which is aware of 
which Federal grants are available and 
can fit its local program to the (grant) 


requirements can get the money/' he 
said. "It just takes somebody working on 
it." 


Erbe said he does not see his job as 


one of selling or promoting federal 
grants to state and local units of govern- 
ment. It is, he feels, the community's job 
to take the initiative. 


But once the initial contact is made, 


Erbe said the Federal Regional Council 
can help coordinate local plans and pro- 
grams, particularly where they involve 
more than one government or agency. 


A PRIME EXAMPLE, he said, is the 


current talk of a single suburban mass 
transit district which could possibly ex- 
clude Chicago. 


"I think it is essential that there be a 


regional transportation authority in order 
to keep the Chicago metropolitan area 
the best transit service area in the coun- 
try," Erbe said. 


He said he sees hope in House Bill 2136 


which would create the Chicago Metro- 
politan 
Area 
Transportation 
System 


(CMATS) but added that the bill will 
probably have to be amended before pas- 
sage can be expected. 


CMATS would be a regional trans- 


portation authority which would include 
the Chicago Transit Authority CCTA) as 
well as the suburban commuter rail- 
roads. 


"There is now talk of another bill, 


sometimes called the 'Child of CMATS/ 
which would separate the city and subur- 
ban transit districts but put them both 
under a single, regional authority/' Erbe 
said. 


"Problems of control and 
financing 


mass transit between Chicago and the 
suburbs will become increasingly com- 
plicated as the CTA extends further out 
into the suburbs/' he said. 


Erbe believes that any mass transit **e *™ Uempster JHh 


system today must incorporate three fea- 
tures if it is going to be successful. 


"WE MUST MAKE it convenient, fast 


and economical/' he said. "Then maybe 
people will ride mass transit and get out 
of their cars." 


Erbe and his family have lived in Ar- 


lington Heights for four years. He was 
attorney general of Iowa from 1957 to 
1961 and governor of the state from 1961 
to 1963. 


As regional representative of the U.S. 


Department of Transportation and now 
chairman of the Federal Regional Coun- 
cil, Erbe holds two top level adminis- 
trative positions with responsibilities in 
six states. 


But he still possesses a personable po- 


litical touch and a sharp sensitivity to 
local conditions. 


When asked for his thoughts on Arling- 


ton Heights, he replied without hesita- 
tion, "It's the greatest of the suburban 
villages. That's why we live there. 


"And, by the way, those traffic police 


are the best I've ever seen."

Eeam to discuss the problem and re- 
turned 25 minutes later with the same 
problem. By this time six persons re- 
mained in the audience. 


"WE SEE THE problem as this," said 


Halt&r. "In the past, it has been my un- 
derstanding that negotiations have been 
divided in half. This year you have 
changed that rule. We want to deal with 
procedures first, wrap it up and move on 
to salaries and fringe benefits/' 


Barger replied. "We didn't change the 


rules. You did. We have always come in 
here with the whole package and then 
discussed the separate sections." 


The council pointed out the only thing 


they could put on the table was the 
procedural agreements proposal. "We 
are not ready to discuss salary or fringe 
benefits." said Halter. 


"You shouldn't be here if you can't lay 


it all out." said Barger. 


Halter explained that the council had 


some real problems in a matter con- 
cerning fringe benefits and payroll de- 
ductions. 


"The whole contract is a fringe bene- 


fit/* said Barger. He then assured Halter 
and the council that he was not down- 
grading contracts, but there is no Jaw in 
the state of Illinois that says school 
boards must negotiate contracts. 


Don Sass. observer for the council, 


pointed out that the board was using ne- 
gotiations to take away the payroll de- 
ductions for teachers. 


He said. "We went to Mr. Gill and he 


assured us that the school board would 
take action on us getting payroll deduc- 
tions. Instead your negotiating team ad- 
vised the school board to put it into nego- 
tiations/' 


Barger told Sass there is already a 


provision in the present contract, and if 
they want a different provision or added 
deductions it would have to be settled at 
the table under fringe benefits. 


"IT SOUNDS TO me like you're trying 


to squeeze a definition of 'fringe benefits' 
out of us." said Sass. 


Barger answered, "That's not it at all. 


It is just common procedure to have the 
entire package on the table before nego- 
tiating. If not the entire package at least 
ail the fringe benefits and things you 
wish to discuss in these talks. 


"We want to know exactly what we 


will be discussing from here until the end 
of talks — no more, no less," said Bar- 
ger.

Illinois Bed 
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Iowa's Ex-Governor Is 'Granter 
Grantsmanship Sweeps Cities

There's a new game sweeping cities 


a c r o s s the country called Grants- 
manship. 


If a city is good at it, it can mean 


thousands of federal dollars. If it's not, a 
former Iowa governor in a 17th floor Chi- 
cago office might be able to help. 


Norman A. Erbe. of 450 E. Park St.t 


Arlington Heights, is chairman of a new- 
ly established Federal Regional Council 
set up by President Nixon to help Illinois 
and five other mldwestern states in se- 
curing federal grants. 


As chairman, Erbe's job is to help 


state and local officials coordinate their 
grant problems and develop regional in- 
teragency and intergovernmental plans. 


"Many projects require cross-agency 


coordination because their scope is of a 
magnitude that calls for funding from 
several agencies." said Erbe. 


A TRANSPORTATION expert, Erbe 


said he has already met with Arlington 
Heights Village Pres. Jack Walsh on the 
village's application for federal money to 
purchase additional commuter parking 
lots. 


Federal calculations reveal there is a 


crying need in Illinois, and throughout 
the Midwest, for assistance in the area of 
federal grants. 


Illinois received only $85.55 per capita 


hi federal aid during 1970, ranking it 47th 
among the nation's 50 states, 


Within the state, some cities, notably 


Chicago, have demonstrated a higher de- 
gree of grantsmanship than others. But 
Erbe feels there Is no reason why the 
suburbs cannot also be successful. 


"Any aggressive, knowledgeable sub- 


urban community which is aware of 
which federal grants are available and 
can fit its local program to the (grant) 
requirements can get the money," he 
said. "It just takes somebody working on 
it." 


Erbe said he does not see his job as 


one of selling or promoting federal 
grants to state and local units of govern- 
ment. It is, he feels, the community's job 
to take the initiative. 


But once the initial contact is made, 


Erbe said the Federal Regional Council 
can help coordinate local plans and pro- 
grams, particularly where they involve 
more than one government or agency. 


A PRIME EXAMPLE, he said, is the 


current talk of a single suburban mass 
transit district which could possibly ex- 
clude Chicago. 


"I think it is essential that there be a 


regional transportation authority in order 
to keep the Chicago metropolitan area 
the best transit service area in the coun- 
try," Erbe said. 


He said he sees hope in House Bill 2136 


which would create the Chicago Metro- 
politan 
Area 
Transportation 
System 


(CMATS) but added that the bill will 
probably have to be amended before pas- 
sage can be expected. 


CMATS would be a regional trans- 


portation authority which would include 
the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) as 
well as the suburban commuter rail- 
roads. 


"There is now talk of another bill, 


sometimes called the 'Child of CMATS,1 


which would separate the city and subur- 
ban transit districts but put them both 


Pair Files Suit To Force 
Interest-Bearing Accounts 


A Mount Prospect man and his law 


partner, the Republican candidate for 
clerk of the Cook County Court, have 
filed a lawsuit In an attempt to force 
county officials to deposit county money 
in Interest-bearing bank accounts. 


Lawrence Gabriele, of 106 E. Hiawatha 


Tr., and his law partner Robert Sklo- 
dowskl of Park Ridge filed the man- 
damus suit asking the circuit court to 
order County Treasurer Bernard J. Kor- 
zen and Court Clerk Matthew J, Danaher 
EO invest some $30 million dollars in or- 
tier to gain Interest. 


Sklodowski said that If the money was 


invested in short-term treasury bills or 
interest-bearing savings accounts the in- 
terest "would return to the taxpayers 
more than SI million a year." 


Recently charges have been leveled by 


the Better Government Association in 
Chicago that county officials are depos- 
iting inordinate amounts of money in 
cheeking accounts In banks which have 
county officiate serving on their boards 


of directors. 


SKLODOWSKI SAID the suit alleges 


that only 10 per cent of the $30 million 
that is almost constantly in checking ac- 
counts for the treasurer and clerk is ac- 
tually necessary to finance day-to-day 
operations in the offices. The rest, he 
said, should be drawing interest in other 
kinds of accounts. 


"We feel this is another example of the 


county government running wild with the 
public purse," Sklodowski said. He is 
unopposed in the primary election and 
will be the Republican candidate for the 
job of Clerk of the County Court in the 
November election. 


He said of the $30 million not drawing 


interest, about $17 million comes from 
fines collected in the criminal and traffic 
courts and $13 million is money collected 
by the treasurers office. 


The court set a hearing date of April 12 


for the suit and the county must respond 
to the charges by that time, Sklodowski 
said.

The strike by members of the United 


Electrical Union Local 1114 at the Honey- 
well plant in Arlington Heights enters its 
fourth day today with no meeting sched- 
uled between management and union 
representatives to resolve the dispute. 


The strike of 550 union employes at the 


plant, 1500 W. Dundee Rd.t continued to 
halt all factory production. The company 
and the union failed to reach an agree- 
ment on a new labor contract, which a 
union spokesman said contained "in- 
adequate fringe benefits and unresolved 
problems." 


A union membership meeting was held 


Tuesday but a union representative said 
"there is no change in the situation" 
Both Honeywell and the union are un- 
certain how long the strike will continue. 


Salaried employes continue to work 


even though factory operations are at a 
standstill. 


A local trust fund, which has netted 


$516 and letters of compassion for the 
adoptive parents of Amy Huebert, 2^, 
will officially be closed next Wednesday. 


The fund at Schaumburg State Bank, 


320 W. Higgins Rd., was started several 
weeks ago by five local mothers who be- 
lieve little Amy should remain with the 
Barry Hueberts of Colorado Springs, 
Colo, instead of being returned to her 
natural mother, Mrs. Paula Marshall of 
Arlington Heights. 


An Illinois Court has ruled the Hue- 


berts must return Amy to Mrs. Marshall. <• 
The court upheld Mrs. Marshall's claims 
that the original adoption consent in 
June, 1969, was obtained under fraud and 
duress and that she was too confused at 
the time to make a rational decision. 


IN THE MEANTIME, the Hueberts 


have been granted temporary custody of 
the child by a Colorado court after filing 
there contesting the Illinois decision. The 
final disposition of the case is still pend- 
ing. 


Four of the five mothers, all parents 


under 30, live in Schaumburg's Weath- 
ersfield subdivision,. The other mother, 
now living in Carol Stream, is a former 
resident of Weathersfield. 


Various notes and letters, some from 


adoptive parents and others from adults 
who were adopted children, accompanied 
contributions, one of the mothers said 
Wednesday. Following are excerpts. 


"The enclosed check is Just a small 


contribution towards the money you need 
for legal fees, but we hope it will help," 
one young couple said in a letter to the 
Hueberts. 


"WE HAVE BEEN following your or- 


deal in the papers and on television and 
our hearts have gone out to you," the 
couple added. "We have a little girl 3#> 
years old, adopted in the same manner 
as yours She was our daughter and no 
one could ever take her away from us, 
either."

An adopted man from Chicago who 


contributed $50 to the fund said: "As an 
infant I was adopted from "The Cradle" 
in Evanston and I can only thank God 
that my parents were never put through 
the mental anguish the Hueberts are go- 
ing through right now. 


"I look at Amy and say There but for 


the grace of God go I.' " 


A 36-year-old mother of four wrote: "I 


was sorry to ... 
read most people you 


spoke to who felt sorry for the Hueberts 
were all under 30 years of age. I can't 
possibly see where feelings could change 
with age. 


"THE THOUGHT of giving up any of 


my children bring tears to my eyes right 
now as they did when I heard about the 
Huebert case the first time." 


A local man who gave $10 said: "As an 


adoptive parent myself, I feel a great 
deal of empathy for the Hueberts and for 
little Amy."

Village Wins 
Battle 


torm Water Run-Off 


The village of Buffalo Grove has 


apparently won its battle with the state 
of Illinois over the channeling of storm 
water run-off from the proposed Dundee 
Road widening project. 


According to plans disclosed at Mon- 


day's village board meeting, the state 
will construct an oversized drainage pipe 
and channel all run-off water to a reten- 
tion basin to be built on the Arlington 
Golf Club east of the village. 


The project will be jointly financed by 


the state, the village and the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District (MSD). Golf course 
officials have agreed to the construction 
and will donate the land for the basin, 
according to Village Mgr. Daniel Larson. 


The state .will pay for most of the 


$300,000 retention project, Larson said. 
The village will pay for engineering fees 
and some construction totaling about 
$40,000, The MSD will handle the award- 
ing of contracts and supervise construc- 
tion, Larson said. 


He added the MSD has allocated 


$70,000 and various state agencies have 
earmarked $200,000 for the project. 


UNDER THE NEW proposal, the wa- 


ter run-off from Dundee Road will be 
chnnneled to the retention basin, instead 
of being dumped into the White Pines 
Strip. 


From the time the $6 million Dundee 


Road widening project was announced 
more than two years ago, the village has 
objected to state drainage plans calling 
for water to be channeled into the White 
Pines Strip. 


Larson told the trustees that the state 


expects to advertise for bids for the wid- 
ening and retention construction in June. 
Dundee Road will be widened to four 
lanes from Etmhurst Road in western 
Wheeling to the Rte. 53 interchange west 
of Buffalo Grove. The project also in- 
cludes the realignment if Buffalo Grove 


and Arlington Heights roads. 


According to Larson, realignment of 


Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 
roads will be done first, followed by the 
retention basin construction in October 
or November. 


Also at the meeting, the trustees 


passed a resolution urging MSD officials 
to step up plans for the construction of 
another retention basin west of Arlington 
Heights Road in Lake County. 


Larson explained the basin is part of 


the MSD's 10-year plan to relieve flood- 
ing conditions. 


He said that when the Dundee basin 


and the Arlington Heights basin are com- 
pleted, "it will solve all of the major 
flooding problems in the village." 


However, MSD plans for the northern 


retention basin are not finalized.

Barger replied that his team may ask

Fire Protection Study Is OKd 


Buff.-ilo Grove trustees have authorized 


a $6,000 study of fire protection in the 
village. 


At last Monday's board meeting, the 


trustees voted to hire Albin Sella of the 
National Loss Control Service. However, 
the board delayed final approval pending 
review of the contract. 


In January, Sella appeared before the 


village board and presented his proposal 
to study the fire protection set-up and 
make recommendations on how to im- 
prove it. 


Under the current fire protection ar- 


rangement, all of the village north of 
Checker Road is protected by the JLong 
Grove Rural Fire Protection District. 
The rest of the village is in the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District 
and is served by the'Buffalo Grove Fire 
Dept., Inc. under a contract with the fire 


• 


district. 


Studies have been made in the past by 


citizens groups and interested trustees, 
but the board thinks a professional study 
is needed. 


One area Sella is expected to review is 


the possibility of the creation of one vil- 
lage-wide fire district. He is also ex- 
pected to make recommendations on the 
feasibility of the creation of a full-time 
municipal fire department serving the 
whole village. Presently, both fire de- 
partments are volunteer. 


Sella will begin work after the contract 


is approved, probably in two weeks, ac- 
cording to Village Mgr. Daniel Larson. 
The study will cost $6,240, Larson said. 


The fire study will be conducted in con- 


nection with the development of a master 
plan for the village. Work on the master 
plan is already under way.

team to discuss the problem and re- 
turned 25 minutes later with the same 
problem. By this time six persons re- 
mained in the audience. 


"WE SEE THE problem as this," said 


Halter. "In the past, it has been my un- 
derstanding that negotiations have been 
divided in half. This year you have 
changed that rule. We want to deal with 
procedures first, wrap it up and move on 
to salaries and fringe benefits." 


Barger replied. "We didn't change the 


rules, You did. We have always come in 
here with the whole package and then 
discussed the separate sections." 


The council pointed out the only thing 


they could put on the table was the 
procedural agreements proposal. "We 
are not ready to discuss salary or fringe 
benefits/' said Halter. 


"You shouldn't be here if you can't lay 


it alt out."said Barger. 


Halter explained that the council had 


some real problems in a matter con- 
cerning fringe benefits and payroll de- 
ductions. 


"The whole contract is a fringe bene- 


fit." said Barger. He then assured Halter 
and the council that he was not down- 
grading contracts, but there is no law in 
£he state of Illinois that says school 
boards must negotiate contracts. 


Don Sass. observer for the council, 


pointed out that the board was using ne- 
gotiations to take away the payroll de- 
ductions for teachers. 


He said. "We went to Mr. Gill and he 


assured us that the school board would 
take action on us getting payroll deduc- 
tions. Instead your negotiating team ad- 
vised the school board to put it into nego- 
tiations." 


Barger told Sass there is already a 


provision in the present contract, and if 
they want a different provision or added 
deductions it would have to be settled at 
the table under fringe benefits. 


"IT SOUNDS TO me like you're trying 


to squeeze a definition of 'fringe benefits* 
out of us/' said Sass. 


Barger answered, "That's not it at all. 


It is just common procedure to have the 
entire package on the table before nego- 
tiating. If not the entire package at least 
all the fringe benefits and things you 
wish to discuss in these talks. 


"We want to know exactly what we 


will be discussing from here until the end 
of talks — no more, no less," said Bar- 
ger. 


The council called for a caucus until

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Iowa's Ex-Governor Is 'Granter' 
Grantsmanship Sweeps Cities 


by KUrtT BACK 


There's a now game sweeping cities 


across the country called Crafts- 
manship. 


If a city is good at it, it can mean 


thousands of federal dollars, If it's not, a 
former Iowa governor in a 17th floor Chi- 
cago office might be able to help. 


Norman A. Erbe, of 450 E. Park St., 


Arlington Heights, is chairman of a new- 
ly established Federal Regional Council 
set up by President Nixon to help Illinois 
and five other midwestern states in se- 
curing federal grants. 


As chairman, Erbe's job is to help 


state and local officials coordinate their 
grant problems and develop regional in- 
terageney and intergovernmental plans. 


"Many projects require cross-agency 


coordination because their scope is of a 
magnitude that calls for funding from 
several agencies/' said Erbe. 


A TRANSPORTATION expert, Erbe 


said he has already met with Arlington 
Heights Village Pres. Jack Walsh on the 
village's application for federal money to 
purchase additional commuter parking 
lots. 


Federal calculations reveal there is a 


crying need in Illinois, and throughout 
the Midwest, for assistance in the area of 
federal grants, 


Illinois received only 585.55 per capita 


in federal aid during 1970, ranking it 47th 
among the nation's 50 states. 


Within the state, some cities, notably 


Chicago* have demonstrated a higher de- 
gree of grantsmanship than others. But 
Erbe feels there is no reason why the 
suburbs cannot also be successful. 


"Any aggressive, knowledgeable sub- 


urban community which is aware of 
which federal grants are available and 
can fit its local program to the (grant) 
requirements can get the money," he 
said. "It just takes somebody working on 
it."

Erbe said he does not see his job as 


one of selling or promoting federal 
grants to state and local units of govern- 
ment. It is, he feels, the community's job 
to take the initiative. 


But once the initial contact is made, 


Erbe said the Federal Regional Council 
can help coordinate local plans and pro- 
grams, particularly where they involve 
more than one government or agency. 


A PRIME EXAMPLE, he said, is the 


current talk of a single suburban mass 
transit district which could possibly ex- 
clude Chicago. 


"I think it is essential that there be a 


regional transportation authority in order 
to keep the Chicago metropolitan area 
the best transit service area in the coun- 
try," Erbe said. 


He said he sees hope in House Bill 2136 


which would create the Chicago Metro- 
politan 
Area Transportation 
System 


(CMATS) but added that the bill will 
probably have to be amended before pas- 
sage can be expected. 


CMATS would be a regional trans- 


portation authority which would include 
the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) as 
well as the suburban commuter rail- 
roads. 


"There is now talk of another bill, 


sometimes called the 'Child of CMATS,1 


which would separate the city and subur- 
ban transit districts but put them both 


under a single, regional authority," Erbe 
said. 


"Problems of control and financing 


mass transit between Chicago and the 
suburbs will become increasingly com- 
plicated as the CTA extends further out 
into the suburbs," he said. 


Erbe believes that any mass transit 


system today must incorporate three fea- 
tures if it is going to be successful. 


"WE MUST MAKE it convenient, fast 


and economical," he said, "Then maybe 
people will ride mass transit and get out 
of their cars." 


Erbe and his family have lived in Ar- 


lington Heights for four years. He was 
attorney general of Iowa from 1957 to 
1961 and governor of the state from 1961 
to 1963. 


As regional representative of the U.S. 


Department of Transportation and now 
chairman of the Federal Regional Coun- 
cil, Erbe holds two top level adminis- 
trative positions with responsibilities in 
six states. 


But he still possesses a personable po- 


litical touch and a sharp sensitivity to 
local conditions. 


When asked for his thoughts on Arling- 


ton Heights, he replied without hesita- 
tion, "It's the greatest of the suburban 
villages. That's why we live there. 


"And, by the way, those traffic police 


are the best I've ever seen."

Enters 4th Day 


The strike by members of the United 


Electrical Union Local 1114 at the Honey- 
well plant in Arlington Heights enters its 
fourth day today with no meeting sched- 
uled between management and union 
representatives to resolve the dispute.

Amy Huebert Trust Fund 
Will Close Wednesday 


A local trust fund, which has netted 


$516 and letters of compassion for the 
adoptive parents of Amy Huebert, 2#>, 
will officially be closed next Wednesday. 


The fund at Schaumburg State Bank, 


320 W. Higgins Rd, was started several 
weeks ago by five local mothers who be- 
lieve little Amy should remain with the 
Barry Hueberts of Colorado Springs, 
Colo, instead of being returned to her 
natural mother, Mrs. Paula Marshall of 
Arlington Heights. 


An Illinois Court has ruled the Hue- 


berts must return Amy to Mrs. Marshall. 
The court upheld Mrs. Marshall's claims 
that the original adoption consent in 
June, 1969, was obtained under fraud and 
duress and that she was too confused at 
the time to make a rational decision. 


IN, THE MEANTIME, the Hueberts 


have been granted temporary custody of 
the child by a Colorado court after filing 
there contesting the Illinois decision. The 
final disposition of the case is still pend- 
ing. 


Four of the five mothers, all parents 


under 30, live in Schaumburg's Weath- 
ersfield subdivision, The other mother, 
now living in Carol Stream, is a former 
resident of Weathersfield. 


Various notes and letters, some from 


adoptive parents and others from adults 
who were adopted children, accompanied 
contributions, one of the mothers said 
Wednesday. Following are excerpts. 


"The enclosed check is just a small 


contribution towards the money you need 
for legal fees, but we hope it will help," 
one young couple said in a letter to the 
Hueberts. 


"WE HAVE BEEN following your or- 


deal in the papers and on television and 
our hearts have gone out to you," the 
couple added. "We have a little girl 3% 
years old, adopted in the same manner 
as yours She was our daughter and no 
one could ever take her away from us, 
either." 


An adopted man from Chicago who 


contributed $50 to the fund said: "As an 
infant I was adopted from "The Cradle" 
in Evanston and I can only thank God 
that my parents were never put through 
the mental anguish the Hueberts are go- 
ing through right now. 


"I look at Amy and say 'There but for 


the grace of God go I.? " 


A 36-year-old mother of four wrote: "I 


was sorry to ... 
read most people you 


spoke to who felt sorry for the Hueberts 
were all under 30 years of age. I can't 
possibly see where feelings could change 
with age. 


"THE THOUGHT of giving up any of 


my children bring tears to my eyes right 
now as they did when I heard about the 
Huebert case the first time." 


A local man who gave $10 said: "As an 


adoptive parent myself, I feel a great 
deal of empathy for the Hueberts and for 
little Amy." 


Pair Files Suit To Force 
Interest-Bearing Accounts 


A Mount Prospect man and his law 


partner, the Republican candidate for 
clerk of the Cook County Court, have 
filed a lawsuit in an attempt to force 
county officials to deposit county money 
in interest-bearing bank accounts. 


Lawrence Gabriele. of 106 E. Hiawatha 
* 


Tr., and his law partner Robert Sklo- 
dowski of Park Ridge filed the man- 
damus suit asking the circuit court to 
order County Treasurer Bernard J. Kor- 
2en and Court Clerk Matthew J. Danaher 
to invest some $30 million dollars in or- 
der to gain interest. 


Sklodowski said that if the money was 


invested in short-term treasury bills or 
interes^bearing savings accounts the in- 
terest "would return to the taxpayers 
more than SI million a year.'* 


Recently charges have been leveled by 


the Better Government Association in 
Chicago that county officials are depos- 
iting inordinate amounts of money in 
checking accounts in banks which have 
county officials serving on their boards 


of directors. 


SKLODOWSKI SAID the suit alleges 


that only 10 per cent of the $30 million 
that is almost constantly in checking ac- 
counts for the treasurer and clerk is ac- 
tually necessary to finance day-to-day 
operations in the offices. The rest, he 
said, should be drawing interest in other 
kinds of accounts. 


"We feel this is another example of the 


county government running wild with the 
public purse," Sklodowski said. He is 
unopposed in the primary election and 
will be the Republican candidate for the 
job of Clerk of the County Court in the 
November election. 


He said of the $30 million not drawing 


interest, about $17 million comes from 
fines collected in the criminal and traffic 
courts and $13 million is money collected 
by the treasurers office. 


The court set a hearing date of April 12 


for the suit and the county must respond 
to the charges by that time, Sklodowski 
said.

"If we gave money to them, 


Interim Report 
On Business 
Area Planned 


An Interim report of the five-phase 


study being conducted on improvement 
of Palatine's central business district 
will be presented March 20 at a special 
meeting of the Palatine Plan Commis- 
sion. 


The meeting will be held at 8:30 p.m. 


at Palatine Village Hall and will include 
village trustees as well as plan commis- 
sion members. 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun told the vil- 


lage board Monday that the report, from 
village planners Rolf C. Campbell and 
Associates, will "wrap-up the first three 
stages of the five-point program." 


Campbell was authorized last year to 


begin the study on how to develop a 
means to add new vitality to the central 
business district through better land util- 
ization and management, 


At that time, he came up with a tenta- 


tive timetable and program for an Im- 
provement project calling for five steps: 


—development of a set of goals and ob- 


jectives for the central business district; 


—development of a preliminary land 


plan: 


—formulation of a financing plan for 


the project; 


—development of a final land plan; 
—and implementation of the program. 
According to the timetable, the final 


phase, implementation, was to begin by 
April 15, although the schedule will prob- 
ably be set back. 


we'd have to do the same for other 
places like St. Joseph's Home." 


He said that trustees generally "recog- 


nized the importance of the center" and 
its current financial problems and de- 
cided to form the fund "as individuals 
and not as a village board." 


He said plans for the fund were put 


into gear last Saturday at the weekly 
Listening Post held by trustees at village 
hall. Jackie Prince, president of the Pal- 
atine Township League of Women Vot- 
ers, went to the Listening Post and ob- 
jected to the board's reluctance to pro- 
vide the opportunity center with the 
funds that had been requested. 


The league has sent a letter to the vil- 


lage board officially supporting the cen- 
ter and its financial request. 


AS A RESULT, Ahern said he will con- 


tact Del Johnston, president of the First 
Bank and Trust Co. and also president of 
the Palatine Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry, to make arrangements for set- 
ting up the fund. 


"I can't foresee any difficulties with 


the bank," Ahern said. 


Letters outlining the fund and the pro- 


grams of the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter will be sent to heads of Palatine com- 
munity organizations and churches seek- 
ing donations, Ahern said. 


No village funds will be used to create 


the fund or solicit donations. . 


He also plans to contact officials at the 


opportunity center to find out if they 
would be available to address various 
Palatine organizations and'personally de- 
scribe the activities of the center and its 
current financial problems. 


Several weeks ago, Karen Stanley, di- 


rector of the opportunity center, made an 
appeal to the village board to donate 
$4,100 to the center. She based the figure 
on Palatine's share of costs to finance 
each of the 192 families living within Pal- 
atine corporate limits that are now being 
served by the center. 


She also pointed out the center faces a 


$36,000 deficit for operation in the next 
fiscal year. She and other center officials 
havf- made visits to other Northwest sub- 
urbs asking for similar donations based 
on the number of persons served by the 
center in those towns. 


Only Arlington Heights and Hoffman 


Estates have agreed to provide village 
funds to the center.

For other photos see section two, page four 


Percy To Eye 
Nike Site In 
'Park' Tour 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-I11., will take 


his first look at the Arlington Heights 
Nike site, which he hopes will someday 
be a regional park, at 7:45 a.m. today. 
Also touring the site will be mayors and 
park district representatives from Wheel- 
ing, Palatine, Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg townships. 


Percy said he wants to take a look at 


the present installations to appraise the 
utility of the area. He will also have the 
opportunity to talk with representatives 
of the U. S. General Services Adminis- 
tration (GSA) who completed a survey of 
the base Wednesday. 


"Because of President Nixon's decree 


that we make full use of federal land and 
because the establishment of a park 
could be of benefit to people in the sur- 
rounding communities, I hope that the 
GSA and Department of Defense will be 
able to conclude that this property can 
be returned for use by the community," 
Percy said. 


After a meeting with about 20 mayors 


and park district representatives of the 
northwest area in January, Percy en- 
dorsed a proposal for turning part of the 
137-acre base into a recreational area. 
Percy asked the GSA for a ruling on 
whether the property was being ade- 
quately utilized by the military. 


THE SURVEY which included brief- 


ings about the Nike site as well as tours 
of the area, will be interpreted by the 
Washington Branch of the GSA before it 
is sent on to the U. S. Defense Depart- 
ment for review and comment. 


"We don't have any answers about 


whether or not the property would make 
a good park," said John N. Malone, chief 
of real property for the GSA. "It's just a 
job of compiling data for us." 


Though Daniel Connolly, assistant chief 


of real property, completed the field 
work yesterday, he will be at the site this 
morning to answer any questions Percy 
may have on the procedures of the GSA. 
Connolly, however, cannot make any 
statements about the survey. 


"The survey is an official- statement, 


and no comment will be made about it 
publicly," Malone said. 


Military officials who will accompany 


Percy and local officials on their tour 
include Col. Richard Leonard, command- 
er of Ft. Sheridan and Col. William Ei- 
chorn, commander of the Nike site. 
Army Col. Robert Macklin, who has been 
the Army's coordinator for the GSA 
survey will also be at the tour. 


'Disaster9 Surprises Hospital, But It Conies Through

The loudspeakers at Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital in Arlington Heights 
crackled to life at 9:55 a.m. Tuesday 
morning, like they do hundreds of times 
a day there. But this time the message 
was no ordinary page for doctor or 
«urse. 


"Code one-oh-one. Code one-oh-one. 
And the scramble was on. 
P r o m d o o r w a y s and hallways 


throughout the building, doctors, nurses, 
orderlies, volunteers, security guards 


and administrators hurried in groups, 
some pulling on hospital whites as they 
walked, some snuffing out half-smoked 
cigarettes. 


Each one hurrying to a prearranged 


destination to perform tasks listed in a 
carefully written and rarely used script. 
For the time being the normal hospital 
routine hung in suspended animation. 


Code 101 means disaster. 
In the emergency room area, nurses 


and orderlies cleared the corridor of any- 
one who didn't belong there. In a labora- 


tory, volunteers lined pint bottles of 
plasma on tables from which they could 
be grabbed quickly and hurried to points 
of need. 


N o n-emergency surgical 
schedules 


were scrubbed. In the wards,, lists of 
patients were scanned to see who could 
be discharged, which beds could be 
emptied to accommodate the disaster 
victims. 


The kids were tagged for internal 


wounds 
and decorated for 
external 


wounds. Their appearances were often 
comical. They mugged for a photog- 
rapher. 
But 
the 
drill 
was deadly 


serious. 


THE DRILL. WAS authorized by top 


hospital administrators and only six oth- 
er people knew about it in advance. It 
seemed to be a genuine surprise to the 
staff. One volunteer asked, after the drill 
had been going on for a half hour, if it 
was the real thing. She had been 
readying plasma in a laboratory and, for 
all she knew, it could have been a real 


disaster. 


Marianne Araujo, the hospital's direc- 


tor of nursing services, knew the drill 
was coming. It was her responsibility to 
act as chief observer. 


"The purpose," she said, "is to deter- 


mine the accuracy with which patients 
can get to the destinations intended. And 
we want to determine if our people are 
able to cope with a disaster." 


In the aftermath of the drill, Mrs. 


Araujo, Dr. Hector Vasquez, who heads 
the disaster operation, and other adminis- 


trators and departmental heads will re- 
view what happened and decide where 
and how the disaster plan should be re- 
vised. 


The drill Tuesday was designed to see 


if the hospital staff could handle a dis- 
aster of extreme proportions. Hospitals 
are rarely called upon to handle 40 emer- 
gency victims in 45 minutes as North- 
west was. 


And yet, they have to be ready. The 


next Code 101 may be for real.

A lone opponent of the proposed driver 


testing station in Palatine Township has 
virtually given up his efforts to dissuade 
the state from constructing the facility. 


Patrick J. O'Brien, 1801 N. Quentin 


Bd., opposed the proposed site for the 
building for environmental reasons, he 
said. 


The 40.5-acre tract on Quentin Road 


between Northwest Highway and Dundee 
Road is currently a farming area, owned 
by Edwin M. Koop of Palatine. The state 
took an option on he land last month as 
the probable site for a driver testing fa- 
cility to serve the Northwest suburban 
area. 


O'BRIEN WHO LIVES about a mile 


north of the property, said he believes the 
facility would be better located in an in- 
dustrial or commercial area. He said the 
Koop property is not properly zoned for a 
driver testing building. 


"If such a rather cavalier attitude is 


used to place a government facility, it 
sets an ideal example for developers to 
take the same blatant disregard for zon- 
ing regulations," he said. 


The state is expected to encounter little 


opposition to its request for rezoning of 
the land. 


O'Brien said he wired his objections to 


the offices of Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie 
and Secretary of State John W. Lewis, 
and was told to contact his state senator 
and representatives. 


But they in turn told him "nothing sat- 


isfactory," O'Brien said. "They just said 


it's a good thing for the community and 
it has to be someplace." 


One of the representatives, Eugene F. 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, was a 
key backer of the driver testing station 
being located in the Northwest suburbs. 


O'Brien said he has contacted a lawyer 


about filing a suit against the state, but 
concedes chances for successful litigation 
are "very dim" and he probably will not 
initiate a formal complaint. 


"I guess I'm beating a dead horse," he 


said. "Everybody seems to think it's 
such a good thing to have." 


The testing station would allow Illinois 


residents to obtain or renew their driv- 
ers' licenses.

James S. McDonald, president of the 


organization, said he does not believe 
many residents of the subdivision, which 
is across the street from the Koop prop- 
erty, object to its being used for the driv- 
ers' testing facility.

Plans to minimize the flooding of Salt 


Creek have been given the stamp of ap- 
proval by local sponsors but still lack the 
backing of two county organizations and 
the state. 


Endorsement of the Upper Salt Creek 


Watershed Plan by all 13 sponsors must 
be obtained before an application can be 
made for some $11 million in federal 
funds. 


A key sponsor withholding support at 


this point is the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. It has been given the re- 
sponsibility of relocating 700 persons who 
live in 170 trailers on forest land which is 
to be the site of a 600-acre reservoir. 


Arthur L. Janura, general superintend- 


ent of the district, said Wednesday his 
office's legal counsels are studying the 
matter to determine if the forest pre- 
serve district is indeed responsible for 
moving the mobile homes. 


Janura said the forest preserve district 


is governed by state statutes, which are 
being studied to determine whether the 
implications and cost of relocation can 
be legally undertaken by the district. 


He said there "may be other organiza- 


tions that might have better expertise in 
finding a new home for these people or 
have a more readily available source of 
money." 


Janura said he "wouldn't even want to 


venture a guess" as to the cost involved 
in the move. 


"RELOCATION IS not a simple mat- 


ter," he reemphasized. "We're dealing 
with human beings; we're not dealing 
with numbers." 


According to a new federal law, when 


a parcel of land is obtained for public 
use, a comparable amount acceptable to 
the owners or occupants of the land must 
be provided. 


It is assumed Elk Grove Mobile Home 


Park would be relocated near its present 
location because residents work and at- 
tend schools in that vicinity. 


Janura said none of the surrounding 


communities has been approached as 


yet, pending resolution of the legal ques- 
tion. 


After that has been settled, the forest 


preserve district will consider whether to 
approve the watershed plan as a whole, 
he said. 


The other two agencies which have not 


yet endorsed the plan, but which are ex- 
pected to, are the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners and the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation, Division of the 
Waterways. 


According to Lee Bridgman, district 


conservationist with the North Cook 
County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict, the state bureau does not have the 


$5.5 
million needed in the watershed plan 


to develop a recreation area in the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve. 


Bridgman said the waterways divi- 


sion's budget this year is $5 million, of 
which $3 million has already been com- 
mitted to U. S Army Corps of Engineer 
projects. 


The state would not have to provide 


the $5.5 million for the Salt Creek project 
in a single appropriation, he said, but it 
could be spread over a four year period. 


SPONSORS WHICH have endorsed the 


project are the soil and conservation dis- 
trict, the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
of Greater Chicago; the villages of Elk 
Grove Village, Palatine and Schaum- 
burg; the city of Rolling Meadows; and 
the park districts of Palatine, Schaum- 
burg, Elk Grove and Salt Creek Rural. 


The $34 million project involves build- 


ing six reservoirs along Salt Creek, the 
largest in the forest preserve 


Two of the reservoirs would be built in 


the Winston Park subdivision in Palatine 
near Illinois Rte 53, and two near Quen- 
tin Road on either side of Illinois Rte. 62 


The others would be on the northeast 


corner of Palatine and Quentm roads and 
on a parcel of land north of the North- 
view subdivision in Palatine 


Other flood control devices are to be 


built along the creek in parts of Cook, 
DuPage and Lake counties.

With Officials 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-I11., will take 


his first look at the Arlington Heights 
Nike site, which he hopes will someday 
be a regional park, at 7:45 a.m. today. 
Also touring the site will be mayors and 
park district representatives from Wheel- 
ing, Palatine, Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg townships. 


Percy said he wants to take a look at 


the present installations to appraise the 
utility of the area. He will also have the 
opportunity to talk with representatives 
of the U. S. General Services Adminis- 
tration (GSA) who completed a survey of 
the base Wednesday.

For other photos see section two, page four 


Salt Creek 
Flood Plan 
Is Approved 


Plans to minimize the flooding of Salt 


Creek have been given the stamp of ap- 
proval by local sponsors but still lack the 
backing of two county organizations and 
the state. 


Endorsement of the Upper Salt Creek 


Watershed Plan by all 13 sponsors must 
be obtained before an application can be 
made for some $11 million in federal 
funds. 


A key sponsor withholding support at 


this point is the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. It has been given the re- 
sponsibility of relocating 700 persons who 
live in 170 trailers on forest land which is 
to be the site of a 600-acre reservoir. 


Arthur L. Janura, general superintend- 


ent of the district, said Wednesday his 
office's legal counsels are studying the 
matter to determine if the forest pre- 
serve district is indeed responsible for 
moving the mobile homes. 


Janura said the forest preserve district 


is governed by state statutes, which are 
being studied to determine whether the 
implications and cost of relocation can 
be legally undertaken by the district. 


He said there "may be other organiza- 


tions that might have better expertise in 
finding a new home for these people or 
have a more readily available source of 
money." 


Janura said he "wouldn't even want to 


venture a guess" as to the cost involved 
in the move. 


"RELOCATION IS not a simple mat- 


ter," he reemphasized. "We're dealing 
with human beings; we're not dealing 
with numbers." 


According to a new federal law, when 


a parcel of land is obtained for public 
use, a comparable amount acceptable to 
the owners or occupants of the land must 
be provided. 


It is assumed Elk Grove Mobile Home 


Park would be relocated near its present 
location because residents work and at- 
tend schools in that vicinity. 


Janura said none of the surrounding 


communities has been approached as 
yet, pending resolution of the legal ques- 
tion. 


After that has been settled, the forest

'Disaster9 Surprises Hospital, But It Comes Through

The loudspeakers at Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital in Arlington Heights 
craekied to life at 0:55 a.m. Tuesday 
morning, like they do hundreds of times 
a day there. But this time the message 
was no ordinary page for doctor or 
nurse. 


"Code one-oh-one. Code onc-oh-one. 
And the scramble was on. 
P r o m d o o r w a y s and hallways 


throughout the building, doctors, nurses, 
orderlies, volunteers, security guards 


and administrators hurried in' groups, 
some pulling on hospital whites as they 
walked, some snuffing out half-smoked 
cigarettes. 


Each one hurrying to a prearranged 


destination to perform tasks listed in a 
carefully written and rarely used script. 
For the time being the normal hospital 
routine hung in suspended animation. 


Code 101 means disaster. 
In the emergency room area, nurses 


and orderlies cleared the corridor of any- 
one who didn't belong there. In a labora- 


tory, volunteers lined pint bottles of 
plasma on tables from which they could 
be grabbed quickly and hurried to points • 
of need. 


N o n-emergency 
surgical schedules 


were scrubbed. In the wards, lists of 
patients were scanned to see who could 
be discharged, 
which beds could be 


emptied to accommodate the disaster 
victims. 


The kids were tagged for internal 


wounds 
and decorated 
for 
external 


wounds. Their appearances were often 
comical. They mugged for a photog- 
rapher. 
But 
the 
drill 
was 
deadly 


serious. 


THE DRILL WAS authorized by top 


hospital administrators and only six oth- 
er people knew about it in advance. It 
seemed to be a genuine surprise to the 
staff. One volunteer asked, after the drill 
had been going on for a half hour, if it 
was the real thing. She had been 
readying plasma in a laboratory and, for 
all she knew, it could have been a real 


disaster. 


Marianne Araujo, the hospital's direc- 


tor of nursing services, knew the drill 
was coming. It was her responsibility to 
act as chief observer. 


"The purpose," she said, "is to deter- 


mine the accuracy with which patients 
can get to the destinations intended. And 
we want to determine if our people are 
able to cope with a disaster." 


In the aftermath of the drill, Mrs. 


Araujo, Dr. Hector Vasquez, who heads 
the disaster operation, and other adminis- 


trators and departmental heads will re- 
view what happened and decide where 
and how the disaster plan should be re- 
vised. 


The drill Tuesday was designed to see 


if the hospital staff could handle a dis- 
aster of extreme proportions. Hospitals 
are rarely called upon to handle 40 emer- 
gency victims in 45 minutes as North- 
west was. 


And yet, they have to be ready. The

Resident Raps Driver Test Facility 


A lone opponent of the proposed driver 


testing station in Palatine Township has 
virtually given up his efforts to dissuade 
the state from constructing the facility. 


Patrick J. O'Brien, 1801 N. Quentin 


Rd., opposed the proposed site for the 
building for environmental reasons, he 
said. 


The 40.5-acre tract on Quentin Road 


between Northwest Highway and Dundee 
Road is currently a farming area, owned 
by Edwin M. Koop of Palatine. The state 
took an option on he land last month as 
the probable site for a driver testing fa- 
cility to serve the Northwest suburban 
area. 


O'BRIEN WHO LIVES about a mile 


north of the property, said he believes the 
facility would be better located in an ir.- 
dustrial or commercial area. He said the 
Koop property is not properly zoned for a 
driver testing building. 


"If such a rather cavalier attitude is 


used to place a government facility, it 
sets an ideal example for developers to 
take the same blatant disregard for zon- 
ing regulations," he said. 


The state is expected to encounter little 


opposition to its request for rezoning of 
the land. 


O'Brien said he wired his objections to 


the offices of Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie 
and Secretary of State John W. Lewis, 
and was told to contact his state senator 
and representatives. 


But they in turn told him "nothing sat- 


isfactory," O'Brien said. "They just said 
it's a good thing for the community and 
it has to be someplace." 


One of the representatives, Eugene F. 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, was a 
key backer of the driver testing station 
being located in the Northwest suburbs. 


O'Brien said he has contacted a lawyer 


about filing a suit against the state, but 
concedes chances for successful litigation 
are "very dim" and he probably will not 
initiate a formal complaint. 


"I guess I'm beating a dead horse," he 


said. "Everybody seems to think it's 
such a good thing to have." 


The testing station would allow Illinois 


residents to obtain or renew their driv- 
ers' licenses. 


THE LAKE PARK Estates Home- 


owners' Association will discuss the test- 
ing facility at its regular meeting 
tonight. 


James S. McDonald, president of the 


organization, said he does not believe 
many residents of the subdivision, which 
is across the street from the Koop prop- 
erty, object to its being used for the driv- 
ers' testing facility. 


The homeowners' interest is expected 


to mainly regard sewers. An interceptor 
may be built down Quentin Road by the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District of Greater 
Chicago to serve the testing station, and 
would be available for hook-ups to th> 
Lake Park Estates homes. 


The homeowners have been consid- 


ering installing a sewer system for more 
than two years. An interceptor would sig- 
nificantly lower the cost to the residents.

Grantsmanship Sweeps Cities

There's a new game sweeping cities 


a c r o s s the country called Grants- 
manship. 


If a city is good at it, it can mean 


thousands of federal dollars. If it's not, a 
former Iowa governor in a 17th floor 
Chi- 


cago office might be able to help. 


Norman A. Erbe. of 450 E. Park St., 


Arlington Heights, is chairman of a 
new- 


ly established Federal Regional Council 
set up by President Nixon to help Illinois 
nnd five other mtdwestern states in se- 
curing federal grants. 


As chairman. Erbe's job is to help 


state and local officials coordinate their 
grant problems and develop regional in- 
terageney and intergovernmental plans. 


"Many projects require cross-agency 


coordination because their scope is of a 
magnitude that calls for funding from 
several agencies." said Erbe. 


A TRANSPORTATION expert, Erbe 


said he has already met with Arlington 
Heights Village Pres. Jack Walsh on the 
village's application for federal money to 
purchase additional commuter parking 
lots. 


Federal calculations reveal there is a 


crying need in Illinois, and throughout 
the Midwest, for assistance In the area of 
federal grants. 


Illinois received only $85,55 per capita 


in federal aid during 1970. ranking it 47th 
among the nation's 50 states. 


Within the state, some cities, notably 


Chicago, have demonstrated a higher de- 
gree of grantsmanship than others. But 
Erbe feels there is no reason why the 
suburbs cannot also be successful. 


"Any 
aggressive, knowledgeable sub- 


urban community which is aware of 
which federal grants are available and 
can fit its local program to the (grant) 
requirements can get the money," he 


Norman 
Erbe 


said. "It just takes somebody working on 
it." 


Erbe said he does not see his job as 


one of selling or promoting federal 
grants to state and local units of govern- 
ment. It is, he feels, the community's job 
to take the initiative. 


But once the initial contact is made, 


Erbe said the Federal Regional Council 
can help coordinate local plans and pro- 
grams, particularly where they involve 
more than one government or agency 


A PRIME EXAMPLE, he said, is the 


current talk of a single suburban mass 
transit district which could possibly ex- 
clude Chicago. 


"I think it is essential that theie be a 


regional transportation authority in order 
to keep the Chicago metropolitan area 
the best transit service area in the coun- 
try," Erbe said. 


He said he sees hope in House Bill 2136 


which would create the Chicago Metro- 
politan 
Area Transportation System 


(CMATS) but added that the bill will 
probably have to be amended before pas- 
sage can be expected. 


CMATS would be a regional trans- 


portation authority which would include 
the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) as 


well as the suburban commuter rail- 
roads 


"There is now talk of another bill, 


sometimes called the 'Child of CMATS,' 
which would separate the city and subur- 
ban transit districts but put them both 
under a single, regional authority," Erbe 
said 


> "Problems of control and 
financing 


mass transit between Chicago and the 
suburbs will become increasingly com- 
plicated as the CTA extends further out 
into the suburbs," he said. 


Erbe believes that any mass transit 


system today must incorporate three fea- 
tures if it is going to be successful. 


"WE MUST MAKE it convenient, fast 


and economical," he said. "Then maybe 
people will ride mass transit and get out 
of their cars." 


Erbe and his family have lived in Ar- 


lington Heights for four years He was 
attorney general of Iowa from 1957 to 


1961 
and governor of the state from 1961 


to 1963 


As regional representative of the U.S. 


Department of Transportation and now 
chairman of the Federal Regional Coun- 


cil, 
Erbe holds two top level adminis- 


trative positions with responsibilities in 
six states. 


But he still possesses a personable po- 


litical touch and a sharp sensitivity to 
local conditions 


When asked for his thoughts on Arling- 


ton Heights, he replied without hesita- 
tion, "It's the greatest of the suburban 
villages That's why we live there. 


"And,

Ln., told the board that if he were not 
pleased by their action that night he 
would try to change the board policies in 
1973.

dition. The remaining $5,000 will be kept 
in a contingency fund for items that 
might be needed, according to Asst.

The cost of the new items will be 


added to $512,000 in contracts already 
awarded for general construction, plumb- 
ing, heating, electrical and architect 
fees. Architects for the addition, Unteed

In other action, the board decided to

Plan To Close Amy's $516 Trust Fund 


A local trust fund, which has netted 


$516 and letters of compassion for the 
adoptive parents of Amy Huebert, ZVi, 
will officially be closed next Wednesday. 


The fund at Sehaumburg State Bank, 


320 W. Higgins Rd., was started several 
weeks ago by five local mothers who be- 
lieve little Amy should remain with the 
Barry Hueberts of Colorado Springs, 
Colo, instead of being returned to her 
natural mother, Mrs. Paula Marshall of 
Arlington Heights. 


An Illinois Court has ruled the Hue- 


berts must return Amy to Mrs. Marshall. 
The court upheld Mrs. Marshall's claims 
that the original adoption consent in 
June, 1969, was obtained under fraud and 
duress and that she was too confused at 
the time to make a rational decision. 


IN THE MEANTIME, the Hueberts 


have been granted temporary custody of 
the child by a Colorado court after filing 
there contesting the Illinois decision. The 
final disposition of the case is still pend- 
ing. 


Pour of the five mothers, -all parents 


under 30, live in Schaumburg's Weath- 
ersfield subdivision. The other mother, 
now living in Carol Stream, is a former 
resident of Weathersfield. 


Various notes and letters, some from 


adoptive parents and others from adults 
who were adopted children, accompanied 
contributions, one of the mothers said 
Wednesday. Following are excerpts. 


"The enclosed check is just a small 


contribution towards the money you need 


for legal fees, but we hope it will help," 
one young couple said in a letter to the 
Hueberts. 


"WE HAVE BEEN following your or- 


deal in the papers and on television and 
our hearts have gone out to you," the 
couple added. "We have a little girl 3% 


years old, adopted in the same manner 
as yours She was our daughter and no 
one could ever take her away from us, 
either." 


An adopted man from Chicago who 


contributed $50 to the fund said: "As an

Board Backs Lamplighter Rezone, If... 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


Tuesday night took a stand on the rezon- 
ing attempt by the owners of the Lamp- 
lighter apartment complex, Willow and 
Wolf roads in unincorporated Wheeling. 


The board said it would support either 


the rezoning or a variance under present 
zoning, as long as a stipulation is at- 
tached that would prevent the owners 
from constructing any additional apart- 
ment units. 


The property is currently zoned R-5 in 


the county and has 466 units. However, 
School Dist. 21 has begun condemnation 
proceedings to acquire seven acres ad- 


joining the apartment complex. Loss of 
the land to the school district would mean 
the apartment complex would become a 
legal nonconforming use, as the ratio of 
apartments per acre would then be too 
high for R-5 zoning. 


Thus the owners are seeking R-6 zon- 


ing from the county. The acreage require- 
ment would be much smaller and the 
complex would then conform. 


The Mount Prospect village board was 


concerned because the R-6 zoning would 
also allow the construction of more units 
on the land. The board members said 


they did not want to see more units con- 
structed 


The owners realize that if the complex 


stays at R-5 zoning and more than 50 per 
cent of the buildings should be destroyed 
in a fire or some other disaster, they 
would not be able to rebuild the complex 
unless the county board gave them a spe- 
cific exemption to the zoning regulations. 


The school board is interested in ob- 


taining the land for a school site. The 
Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
has set March 15 as a date for the next 
hearing.

Unity Needed 


Fight Tax

S o m e 2 7 5 , 0 0 o persons sprinkled 


throughout unincorporated Cook County 
arc being charged a new county vehicle 
tax. and many of them don't like it. 


Representatives of homeowners groups 


from unincorporated areas met last week 
to protest the county board's right to im- 
pose a vehicle tax just on residents of 
unincorporated areas with the money go- 
ing into the general coffers. 


The consensus of the group was that 


the tax is unfair and action should be 
taken to defeat it. 


However, this is easier said than done. 
The job of organizing an amorphous 


group into an effective cohesive voice 
that can be heard in the chambers of the 
county board is mammoth to say the 
least. 


Two groups, the Taxpayers Protest 


Committee o! Cook County and the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Association, 
are spearheading efforts to fight the tax 
with lawsuits. 


Both groups presented their plans to 


homeowners' representatives at last 
week's meeting, but neither group 
emerged as the central coordinator of 
the effort. 


IT WAS UNDERSTANDABLE that 


representatives of the homeowners' or- 
ganizations wefe hesitant to commit 
their groups and funds to a court fight 
until they had discussed the matter with 
their members. However, this does not 
minimize the necessity for leadership if 
the campaign is to be a success. 


Jack Gilligan, of Prospect Heights and 


Richard Hechler of the taxpayers group 
(formerly known as the Taxpayers Pro- 
tective Association), both reported they 
had attorneys study the tax and they feel 
there Is a good chance to win a case. 
Each told the group his attorneys should 
handle the case. 


Gilligan said his attorneys estimated it 


would cost from $6,000 to $10,000 to take 
the lawsuit through the Illinois Supreme 
Court, He said his lawyers were ready to 
file the papers as soon as they were giv- 
en the word. 


Hechler said although he did not have 


a firm commitment on a filing date from 
his attorneys, they lived in an unincorpo- 
rated area and would be willing to do- 
nate their services with the homeowners' 
groups paying the filing fee. 


Several representatives from home- 


owners groups questioned why attorneys 
should be hired if two lawyers were of- 
fering their services for free. 


One person in the audience said, "I'm 


a lawyer myself, and I say any time you 
can get legal service for free, take it." 


GILLIGAN SAID that he felt that if the 


attorneys weren't paid, they would not be 
as dedicated to fighting the tax, 


On the other hand, Hechler said the 


attorneys living in an unincorporated 
area had a vested interest in seeing the 
tax voided and were volunteering to take 
the case for more than just monetary 
reasons. 


No one is belittling any group's efforts 


to fight a tax they feel is unfair, but the 
issue should take precedence over who 
should file the suit. 


It seems that with the publicity cam- 


paign being planned to accompany a law- 
suit, there will be a myriad of ways to 
spend an extra $6,000 or $10,000. 


Hechler has said that a central coordi- 


nating body is needed to represent resi- 
dents of unincorporated Cook County to 
give them a stronger voice in county 
government. 


The residents have a common purpose 


and goat. The art of muddling through 
will not work when it comes to challeng- 
ing the Cook County Board. Decisive 
leadership is needed now if the abolition 
of the vehicle tax is to be realized.

Red Tape Snarls Schools 
First Open Negotiations 


by RICH HONACK 


The first open negotiation meetings for 


School Dist. 21 got off to a fast start 
Tuesday afternoon but ended up in a 
tangle of technicalities. 


John Barger, chairman and spokesman 


for the board of education, opened the 
meeting with a statement to an audience 
of 20 teachers. 


"Visitors are to remember that they 


are non-participants. We opened the 
meetings so they can observe as they see 
fit, however, we would like for you not to 
get involved/' he said. Barger is assist- 
ant superintendent of Dist. 21. 


The faculty council team agreed with 


Barger's statement. 


Barger then directed his attention 


directly to the council and told the mem- 
bers he had formalized in writing the 
adopted ground rules as requested. The 
rules had been adopted at a negotiating 
meeting Feb. 23. 


However, the council questioned the 


board on the technicality of the rule stat- 
ing, "neither team can change its make- 
up once negotiations begin." 


LARRY HALTER, spokesman for the 


council, asked the board what it will do if 
negotiations go past June 30 and Walter 
Fuller must leave the board's team. 
(Fuller has resigned from his position as 
district business manager effective June 
30. 


.Barger answered hat his team will 


not change. 


Halter rephrased his question. "Will 


you replace him with someone else?" 


Barger replied that his team may ask 


someone from the audience to caucus 
with his team but the official team would 
stay the same, with the same spokes- 
man. 


Halter again said he would rephrase 


his question - "Will Mr. Gill (Superin- 
tendent Ken Gill) join your team?" 


Barger said, "No.'* 
"If Mr. Gill wants to sit in the audience 


that's fine with me. If he wants to 
caucus, that's fine too. I don't care who 
caucuses 
with either side since we 


caucus separate by at bargaining table 
anyway/1 said Barger. 


Drill Is A 
rise 


He added, "I don't want to belabor this 


point any longer. I feel what this board 
will lack in quantity it will make up in 
quality. Besides, I hope these negotia- 
tions are finished long before June 30." 


Both sides then agreed to the ground 


rules as formally written. 


FROM THAT POINT on there was 


what both Halter and Barger termed af- 
terwards "a lack of communication." 


The board was ready to present the 


entire contract package, while the coun- 
cil was only ready with the procedural 
half. 


Halter said, "This is the way it's al- 


ways been done in the past. First you 
discuss the procedural package and then 
the money and fringe benefit package.". 


Barger disagreed and said he had to 


see the whole package on the table be- 
fore his team would be ready to nego- 
tiate. He added that in the past they did 
discuss the contract in two separate cate- 
gories, but all the items to be discussed 
on the entire package were on the table. 


"If you don't do it this way, you can 


keep adding new proposals each week. 
You can come in and pull proposals from 
the sky on each item to be discussed. We 
have to see it in writing — the whole 
package/' he said. 


The council called for a caucus of its 


team to discuss the problem and re- 
turned 25 minutes later with the same 
problem. By this time six persons re- 
mained in the audience. 


"WE SEE THE problem as this," said 


Halter. "In the past, it has been my un- 
derstanding that negotiations have been 
divided in half. This year you have 
changed that rule. We want to deal with 
procedures first, wrap it up and move on 
to salaries and fringe benefits." 


Barger replied, "We didn't change the 


rules. You did. We have always come iii 
here with the whole package and then 
discussed the separate sections." 


The council pointed out the only thing 


they could put on the table was the 
procedural agreements proposal. "We 
are not ready to discuss salary or fringe 
benefits," said Halter. 


"You shouldn't be here if you can't lay 


it all out," said Barger. 


Halter explained that the council had 


some real problems in a matter con- 
cerning fringe benefits and payroll de- 
ductions. 


"The whole contract is a fringe bene- 


fit," said Barger. He then assured Halter 
and the council that he was not down- 
grading contracts, but there is no law in 
the state of Illinois that says school 
boards must negotiate contracts. 


Don Sass, observer for the council, 


pointed out that the board was using ne- 
gotiations to take away the payroll de- 
ductions for teachers. 


He said, "We went to Mr. Gill and he 


assured us that the school board would 
take action on us getting payroll deduc- 
tions. Instead your negotiating team ad- 
vised the school board to put it into nego- 
tiations." 


Barger told Sass there is already a 


.provision in the present contract, and if 
they want a different provision or added 
deductions it would have to be settled at 
the table under fringe benefits. 


"IT SOUNDS TO me like you're trying 


to squeeze a definition of 'fringe benefits' 
out of us," said Sass. 


Barger answered, "That's not it at all. 


It is just common procedure to have the 
entire package on the table before nego- 
tiating. If not the entire package at least 
all the fringe benefits and things you 
wish to discuss in these talks. 


"We want to know exactly what we 


will be discussing from here until the end 
of talks — no more, no less," said Bar- 
ger. 


The council called-for a caucus until 


the next meeting at 4 p.m. next Wednes- 
day. 
(Td like to come back with an 


agreement that if we list all outstanding 
items we will be able to negotiate," said 
Halter.

Sen. Percy Will 
Visit Nike Site 
With Officials 


Sea. Charles H. Percy, R-I11,, will take 


his first look at the Arlington Heights 
Nike site, which he hopes will someday 
be a regional park, at 7:45 a.m. today. 
Also touring the site will be mayors and 
park district representatives from Wheel- 
ing, Palatine, Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg townships. 


Percy said he wants to take a look at 


the present installations to appraise the 
utility of the area. He will also have tho 
opportunity to talk with representatives 
of the U. S. General Services Adminis- 
tration (GSA) who completed a survey of 
the base Wednesday. 


"Because of President Nixon's decree 


that we make full use of federal land and 
because the establishment of a park 
could be of benefit to people in the sur- 
rounding communities, I hope that the 
GSA and Department of Defense will be 
able to conclude that this property can 
be returned for use by the community," 
Percy said. 


After a meeting with about 20 mayors 


and park district representatives of the 
northwest area in January, Percy en- 
dorsed a proposal for turning part of the 
137-acre base into a recreational area. 
Percy asked the GSA for a ruling on 
whether the property was being ade- 


quately utilized by the military. 


THE SURVEY which included brief- 


ings about the Nike site as well as tours 
of the area, will be interpreted by the 
Washington Branch of the GSA before it 
is sent on to the U. S, Defense Depart- 
ment for review and comment. 


"We don't have any answers about 


whether or not the property would make 
a good park," said John N. Malone, chief 
of real property for the GSA. "It's just a 
job of compiling data for us." 


Though Daniel Connolly, assistant chief 


of real property, completed the field 
work yesterday, he will be at the site this 
morning to answer any questions Percy 
may have on the procedures of the GSA. 
Connolly, however, cannot make any 
statements about the survey. 


"The survey is an official statement, 


and no comment will be made about it 
publicly," Malone said. 


Military officials who will accompany 


Percy and local officials on their tour 
include Col. Richard Leonard, command- 
er of Ft. Sheridan and Col. William Ei- 
chorn, commander of the Nike site. 
Army Col. Robert Macklin, who has been 
the Army's coordinator for the GSA 
survey will also be at the tour.

Plans to minimize the flooding of Salt 


Creek have been given the stamp of ap- 
proval by local sponsors but still lack the 
backing of two county organizations and 
the state. 


Endorsement of the Upper Salt Creek 


Watershed Plan by all 13 sponsors must 
be obtained before an application can be 
made for some $11 million in federal 
funds. 


A key sponsor withholding support at 


this point is the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District. It has been given the re- 
sponsibility of relocating 700 persons who 
live in 170 trailers on forest land which is 
to be the site of a 600-acre reservoir. 


Arthur L. Janura, general superintend- 


ent of the district, said Wednesday his 
office's legal counsels are studying the 
matter to determine if the forest pre- 
serve district is indeed responsible for 
moving the mobile homes. 


Janura said the forest preserve district 


is governed by state statutes, which are 
being studied to determine whether the 
implications and cost of relocation can 
be legally undertaken by the district 


He said there "may be other organiza- 


tions that might have better expertise in 
finding a new home for these people or 
have a more readily available source of 
money." 


Janura said he "wouldn't even want to 


venture a guess" as to the cost involved 
in the move. 


"RELOCATION IS not a simple mat- 


ter," he reemphasized. "We're dealing 
with human beings; we're n>t dealing 
with numbers." 


According to a new federal law, when 


a parcel of land is obtained for public

be provided. 


It is assumed Elk Grove Mobile Home 


Park would be relocated near its present 
location because residents work and at- 
tend schools in that vicinity. 


Janura said none of the surrounding 


communities has been approached as 
yet, pending resolution of the legal ques- 
tion. 


After that has been settled, the forest 


preserve district will consider whether to 
approve the watershed plan as a whole, 
he said. 


The other two agencies which have not 


yet endorsed the plan, but which are ex- 
pected to, are the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners and the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation, Division of the 
Waterways. 


According to Lee Bridgman, district 


conservationist 
with the North Cook 


County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict, the state bureau does not have the 
$5.5 million needed in the watershed plan 
to develop a recreation area in the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve. 


Bridgman said the waterways divi- 


sion's budget this year is $5 million, of 
which $3 million has already been com- 
mitted to U. S. Army Corps of Engineer 
projects.

Red Tape Snarls Schools' First Open Negotiations

The first open negotiation meetings for 


School Dist. 21 got off to a fast start 
Tuesday afternoon but ended up in a 
tangle of technicalities. 


John Barger, chairman and spokesman 


for the board of education, opened the 
meeting with a statement to an audience 
of 20 teachers. 


"Visitors are to remember that they 


are non-partieipants. We opened the 
meetings so they can observe as they see 


fit, however, we would like for you not to 
get involved," he said. Barger is assist- 
ant superintendent of Dist. 21. 


The faculty council team agreed with 


Barger's statement. 


Barger then directed his attention 


directly to the council and told the mem- 
bers he had formalized in writing the 
adopted ground rules as requested. The 
rules had been adopted at a negotiating 
meeting Feb. 23. 


However, the council questioned the 


board on the technicality of the rule stat- 
ing, "neither team can change its make- 
up once negotiations begin." 


LARRY WALTER, spokesman for the 


council, asked the board what it will do if 
negotiations go past June 30 and Walter 
Fuller must leave the board's team. 
(Fuller has resigned from his position as 


district business manager effective June 
30. 


Barger answered hat his team will 


not change. 


Halter rephrased his question. "Will 


you replace him with someone else?" 


Barger replied that his team may ask 


someone from the audience to caucus 
with his team but the official team would 
stay the same, with the same spokes- 


man. 


Halter again said he would rephrase 


liis question — "Will Mr. Gill (Superin- 
tendent Ken Gill) join your team?" 


Barger said, "No." 
"If Mr. Gill wants to sit in the audience 


that's fine with me. If he wants to 
caucus, that's fine too. I don't care who 
caucuses with either side since we 
caucus separate by at bargaining table 
anyway," said Barger. 


He added, "I don't want to belabor this 


point any longer. I feel what this board 
will lack in quantity it will make up in 
quality. Besides, I hope these negotia- 
tions are finished long before June 30." 


Both sides then agreed to the ground

cil was only ready with the procedural 
half. 


Halter said, "This is the way it's al- 


ways been done in the past. First you 
discuss the procedural package and then 
the money and fringe benefit package." 


Barger disagreed and said he had to 


see the whole package on the table be- 
fore his team would be ready to nego- 
tiate. He added that in the past they did 
discuss the contract in two separate cate- 
gories, but all the items to be discussed 
on the entire package were on the table. 


"If you don't do it this way, you can 


keep adding new proposals each week. 
You can come in and pull proposals from 
the sky on each item to be discussed. We 
have to see it in writing — the whole 
package," he said. 


The council called for a caucus of its 


team to discuss the problem and re- 
turned 25 minutes later with the same 
problem. By this time six persons re- 
mained in the audience. 


"WE SEE THE problem as this," said 


Halter. "In the past, it has been my un- 
derstanding that negotiations have been 
divided in half. This year you have 
changed that rule. We want to deal with 
procedures first, wrap it up and move on 
to salaries and fringe benefits." 


Barger replied, "We didn't change the 


rules. You did. We have always come in 
here with the whole package and then 
discussed the separate sections." 


The council pointed out the only thing 


they could put on the table was the 
procedural agreements proposal. "We 
are not ready to discuss salary or fringe 
benefits," said Halter. 


"You 
shouldn't be here if you can't lay 


it all out," said Barger. 


Halter explained that the council had 


some real problems in a matter con- 
cerning fringe benefits and payroll de- 
ductions. 


"The whole contract is a fringe bene- 


fit," 
said Barger. He then assured Halter 


and the council that he was not down- 
grading contracts, but there is no law in 
the state of Illinois that says school 
boards must negotiate contracts. 


Don Sass, observer for the council, 


pointed out that the board was using ne- 
gotiations to take away the payroll de- 
ductions for teachers. 


He said, "We went to Mr. Gill and he 


assured us that the school board would 
take action on us getting payroll deduc- 
tions. Instead your negotiating team ad- 
vised the school board to put it into nego- 
tiations." 


Barger told Sass there' is already a 


provision in the present contract, and if 
they want a different provision or added 
deductions it would have to be settled at 
the table under fringe benefits. 


"IT SOUNDS TO me like you're trying 


to squeeze a definition of 'fringe benefits' 
out of us," said Sass. 


Barger answered, "That's not it at all. 


It is just common procedure to have the 
entire package on the table before nego- 
tiating. If not the entire package at least 
all the fringe benefits and things you 
wish to discuss in these talks. 


"We want to know exactly what we 


will be discussing from here until the end 
of talks — no more, no less," said Bar- 
ger.

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Figures From Dist. 6$ Show 
Tax Break Costing Schools 
Almost $800,000 In Maine 


Underassessments of apartment build- 


ings and shopping centers could be cost- 
ing three Maine Township school dis- 
tricts almost $800,000 a year in lost 
taxes, according to figures released by 
East Maine 01st. 63. 


The Dist. 63 board charged Tuesday 


night that the properties, located in unin- 
corporated Des Plaines and Niles, have 
been undervalued for tax purposes by 
some $16 million by the office of County 
Assessor P. J. Cullerton. 


The districts Involved are Elementary 


Dist. 63, Maine Township High School 
Dist. 207 and Oakton College's Dist. 535. 


According to information released by 


Dist. 63 officials, the properties include 
G o l f Mill and Dempster-Greenwood 
Plaza shopping centers, as well as the 
North Shore Trace, Key West and King- 
ston apartment complexes. 


A SPOKESMAN for Cullerton, who has 


been accused in the past of granting tax 
breaks to influential property owners and 
real estate interests, yesterday denied 
the charges. 


Dennis Dunne, the spokesman, said the 


properties are all currently assessed ac- 
cording to uniform guidelines practiced 
by the assessor's office. 


Dist. 63 is losing about $349,600 a year 


in taxes because of the undervaluations, 
James Bowen, business manager and 
board secretary, told the Herald yester- 
day. 


If the figures released by the district 


are correct, the tax loss to Dist. 207 each 
year is approximately $397,440 and the 
annual tax loss for Oakton College 
amounts to about $35,160. Total loss to 
the three districts would be about 
$782,200. 


Officials of Dist. 63 said they brought 


their findings before the Cook County 


Oakton To Sue 
College Board

Oaktoa Community College trustees 


voted Tuesday night to sue the state ju- 
nior college board for withdrawing ap- 
proval of Oakton's choice for a per- 
manent eampus site. 


The trustees also decided at their 


board meeting to submit a written 
request to the Illinois Junior College 
Board to be allowed to speak at the state 
board's monthly meeting tomorrow at 
Chicago's Bismarck Hotel. 


In another development, Key Brune, 


state board chairman, yesterday told the 
Herald that funds earmarked for a per- 
manent Oakton campus, delayed by a 
dispute over its location, may be reallo- 
cated and spent elsewhere at tomorrow's 
state board meeting. 


Brune added that he doesn't think Oak- 


ton has any legal basis for its suit, say- 
ing the state board acted "according to 
our duties and authorities as listed in the 
Illinois Junior College Act." 


The state board chief told the Herald 


two months ago that "there are other 
college districts that want to build and 
are ready to go. They are waiting in line 
behind Oakton." If Oakton takes too long, 
they'll have to move to the end of the 
line. We can't give them any money until 
they have a site and it looks like they 
won't have one for quite awhile." 


ACCORDING to the Illinois Junior Col- 


lege Act. the state is required to pay 75 
per cent of the cost of land and construc- 
tion for junior colleger. The remaining 
one-quarter must come from the local 
junior college district's taxpayers. 


According to a resolution read by Oak- 


ton Board Pres. Milton Falkoff Tuesday 
and approved four to three by the 
trustees, the board's attorneys will ask 
the courts to order the state board to 
"expunge" from its records its decision 
to withdraw approval of the site Oakton 


wants for its campus. 


Brune said yesterday, "There's not 


much I can say now . . . the lawsuit will 
be in the hands of the courts." 


The state board voted unanimously 


Feb. 11 to withdraw its earlier approval 
of a 105-acre site adjacent to Maryhill 
Cemetery in Niles for Oakton's campus, 
citing growing community opposition to 
its use by the college. 


Oakton's trustees voted unanimously 


Feb. 15 to challenge the legality of the 
state decision and postpone a scheduled 
March 4 referendum that had been set to 
raise campus funds. 


VOTING in favor of the resolution to sue 


the state board were trustees Falkoff, 
Meyer Kamin, Stephen Loska and Griff- 
ith MacDonald. Voting against the reso- 
lution were trustees Raymond Hartstein, 
LeRoy Wauck and Paul Gilson. 


Gilson said he was in favor of tabling 


the resolution until afer the state board's 
meeting tomorrow. Wauck said he was in 
favor of tabling the resolution until Oak- 
ton's attorneys drop the condemnation 
proceedings they have begun against the 
Chicago Catholic Archdiocese to pur- 
chase the Maryhill site. 


Hartstein, a former board chairman, 


said he was opposed to the resolution be- 
cause he saw "no point in trying to make 
the Illinois Junior College Board eat 
crow publicly." 


Hartstein added, "I'm concerned about 


the time and money involved in litigation 
and the effect it will have on the junior 
college system. I think there are other 
ways to go about it." 


The trustee said he could "visualize" 


the state board withholding funds and the 
state legislature acting against junior 
colleges. 


"We might end up with legislation on 


the books preventing any other junior

According to the school officials, the 


land at Golf Mill is assessed at $20,000 an 
acre for tax purposes, which Dist. 63 
says is only $2,000 an acre more than its 
assessment 10 years ago. 


Market value of land across the street 


from the shopping center was indicated 
by a recent sale of land there at $125,000 
an acre, the school officials said. 


They also said the separately-assessed 


Sears store on 9.7 acres of land is as- 
sessed at $1,641,981, which is too much 
below the $9,444,000 that an appraiser 
hired by Dist. 63 thinks the land and 
building would sell for. 


Dunne, director of communications for 


Cullerton, said both Sears and Golf Mill 
are valued for tax purposes according to 
uniform practices used by the assessor's 
office. 


He indicated that tax assessment never 


goes below 20 per cent of market value 
for such shopping center areas. 


"THE ONLY WAY you could show a 


property is underassessed is if it could 
be shown that the property in a similar 
classification was assessed higher," said 
Dunne.

after a suspicion of leaks, were air-tight 
and sound. 


Wayne Malone, of Citgo, told the Her- 


ald an unexpected pipe had been found 
near the site of the unearthed tanks, and 
efforts are being made to find out where 


the pipe leads. He suspects that a third, 


forgotten tank, may be located some- 
where on the property. 


The Citgo s ation was formerly a Tex- 


aco station, constructed sometime in 
the early 1920's, according to neighbors. 


MALONE SAID the two 6,000 gallon fi- 


berglass tanks had been tested several 
times by his company, and by an inde- 
pendent testing firm, before they were 
unearthed. Each time they were found 
air-tight, he said. The tanks have been 
removed from the station site for further 
testing, he said. 


According to Ronald Ross, station own- 


er, about 2,000 gallons of water and an as 
yet undetermined amount of gasoline 
were found beneath the tanks when they 
were unearthed. 


Malone also denied he had told former 


attorney Kenneth Meyer that a defective 
tank was installed at the station. Meyer, 
who represents Burton Kosman, 709 Riv- 
er Rd. had stated in a letter dated March 
1 to Des Plaines Mayor Heroert Behrel 
that "Mr. Malone . . . admitted a defec- 
tive tank was installed." 


Kosman, who had begun the in- 


vestigation was unavailable yesterday 
for comment. He said Tuesday he re- 


moved 16 pails of raw gasoline last Octo- 
ber from his basement. His home is 
about 15 feet from where the tanks were 
unearthed. 


A pump, sunk on the gasoline station 


property three months ago by the city 
fire department, as a way of keeping 
leaking gasoline away from the Kosman 
home, was drawing very little gasoline 
yesterday, according to Fire Chief Frank 
Haag. 


Kosman said Tuesday he is living on a 


"sea of gasoline," a fact which would 
surely mean the canceling of his insur- 
ance.

THE CONTROVERSY centers, for the

1 have to admit I was not offended (or 


grossed out as another generation would 
put it) by Happy Trails. Actually, I found 
one of the most controversial stories 
pretty funny and am a bit surprised so 
many adults were shocked. But then I'm 
only me. So I went up to people I know 
and consider intelligent, yet on the con- 
servative side, and asked their opinion, 
without explaining what Happy Trails 


was and who wrote it. Their immediate 
reaction (on this page one story anyway) 
was laughter. Sorry, but not one was of- 
fended. 


THAT PARTICULAR story was one 


thing, the "obscene" words are another 
thing completely. Let me tell you about 
one man who has quite a reputation as a 
story teller (and I don't mean of the 
"Alice In Wonderland" type). He took 
one look at a two word headline contain- 
ing a not uncommon four letter word and 
wound up using more swear words in de- 
scribing the issue than it contained.

Who is it real- 
ly hurting? 


And as far as the controversy goes — 


in my opinion (and in the words of Sha- 
kespeare) it's much ado about nothing.

Falkoff and Loska met Saturday in

Trustees Association and with Brune and 
Fred Wellman, executive wcretary of 
the »tat« board. 


"The purpose of Saturday's meeting 


was to see whether we could resolve our 
differences," Falkoff explained. "We 
spent four hours in lengthy discussion. 


"We told the state board we would 


take a few steps backward if they would 


expunge their Feb. 11 decision and let us 
know how and why our site didn't meet 
their criteria. Brune couldn't be con- 
vinced. He said the state board's action 
was final and unconditional and that he 
saw very little pomt to talking," Falkoff 
said. 


"I could not get a commitment from 


Brune that he would recognize me at the 
state board's meeting. Out of just plain 
courtesy I would have expected him to 
say automatically that he would recog- 
nize me," the board president said.

Oakton Community College Board 


Pres. Milton Falkoff, who resigned from 
the board of trustees about three weeks 
ago, Tuesday night said he will run for 
reelection. 


tils announcement was followed by 


speeches from trustees and residents and 
by a five-hour board meeting in which 
the Oakton trustees decided to sue the 
state junior college board for withdraw- 
ing approval of the site Oakton wants for 
its permanent campus. 


"There is a very substantial difference 


of opinion in the community as to the 
judgment of the Oakton board in its ac- 
tion with respect to the site and its posi- 
tion with the state board. I would like to 
debate that question with anyone who 
wants to run against me for a board 
seat," Falkoff said. 


"1 will file for a seat because 1 think 


the judgment of the Oakton board has 
been right," he added. 


FALKOFF AND TRUSTEE Griffith 


MacDonald resiped from the board Feb. 
IS. effective April 8. both refusing to give 
specific reasons. 


Later Falkoff said, "I have no intention 


of serving on a policy making board on 
which I am elected to make judgments 
concerning the junior college and then 
have those judgments preempted by a 
state board." 


The board president said Tuesday he'is 


running for reelection on that issue and 
on his qualifications to serve as a 
trustee. MacDonald, whose term as 
trustee h not due to expire until April, 
1974. has not yet said whether he will 
teek reelection.

Falkoff, who has'been president of the 


board since last April and whose term as 
trustee is not due to expire until April, 
1973, contends the state board acted ille- 
gally in withdrawing the approval it had 
given Nov. 12 to a 106-acre site adjacent 
to Maryhill Cemetery in Niles for Oak- 
ton's permanent campus. 


"The state board has no policy making 


powers, only the local boards do, and 
they simply approve a site from the 
standpoint of whether it meets the state 
standards that are set up," Falkoff said. 


The board president added that in a 


tetter to Oakton Pres. William Koehn- 
line, the state board said the site Oakton 
picked "was not in the best interests" of 
the community and junior colleges in 
general in the state. "It was not within 
their framework to do that," he said. 


A RESIDENT of Lincolnwood, Falkoff 


has been criticized along with other 
board members for attempting to con- 
demn vacant cemetery land for a 
campus. 


Criticism has come from the Chicago 


Catholic Archdiocese, which owns the 
Maryhill site, and from area Catholic 
residents of Polish heritage who favor 
Maryhill as a burial ground. 


With the addition of the two resigna- 


tions, a total of four of the seven seats on 
the Oakton board will be vacated for the 
April 8 election. The terms of trustees 
Meyer Kamin and LeRoy Wauck are due 
to expire. 


Kamin, current vice president of the 


board, has already filed a petition for 
reelection. Wauck has not yet said if he 
will seek reelection.

request yet for him to speak publicly at 
the meeting. We have a pretty full 
agenda. I don't know what he would hope 
to accomplish." 


Falkoff said the Oakton board has done 


"everything it possibly can towards re- 
conciliation" of its differences with the 
state board. "The state board must be 
impressed that Oakton is serious about 
protecting its perogatives. We must meet 
with all of them, not just Brune." 


According to Oakton attorney Joseph 


Murphy, the state board may set criteria 
for sites and approve or reject them, but 
once approval is granted it cannot be 
withdrawn. 


"I have absolutely no doubt that the 


state board did not have the authority to 
rescind its approval. It was an illegal ac- 
tion, an action they had no power to 
take, and it could very well be struck 
down in court," Murphy has said. 


According to parliamentary procedure, 


the attorney has said, a board can re- 
consider a decision made at a meeting 
only at the meeting immediately follow- 
ing. The state board's reconsideration of 
the Maryhill site approval granted Nov. 
12, Murphy has said, came three meet- 
ings later. 


Murphy has said this issue, plus the 


fact that Oakton had followed the stan- 
dards set by the state board throughout 
its site proceedings will be the basis of 
Oakton's legal challenge. 


OAKTON attorney Louis Ancel said 


Tuesday night the board will make no 
decision about whether to drop con- 
demnation proceedings against the arch- 
diocese until after the lawsuit against the 
state board is settled. 


The trustees in favor of filing suit 


against the state said the issue is no 
longer the Maryhill site, rather the right 


of local junior college districts to govern 
themselves. 


"Ethically we have the duty to support 


our principles," board vice president 
Meyer Kamin said. "It's important that 
we take a stand on the autonomy of local 
boards. Maryhill is not the issue now .. . 
we can't let our principles go down the 
drain." 


Loska said, "The issue is do we have 


the right to have our family fights by 
ourselves." 


Loska added, "I think the state board 


stuck their cotton pickin' noses in our 
business. They broke the cardinal rule of 
the self-governing of this area." 


THE TRUSTEE said that although ob- 


taining a permanent campus for Oakton 
is an important issue, "It is not the 
only issue. When there is a good reason 
for delay, we can wait, we can be patient. 
There's a good reason here and I don't 
think a few weeks are important when 
we're planning for the next 50 or 100 
years." 


State board officials have charged 


Oakton with misinforming them about 
opposition that could be expected from 
the archdiocese and area residents to use 
of the Mairyhill land for a junior college 
campus. 


Oakton officials have denied the charge 


and have maintained that the Maryhill 
site, centrally located and not scheduled 
for burials for more than 75 years, is the 
best site for a campus out of 23 sites in 
the district considered. 


Oakton is currently operating from 


nine acres of leased former factory facil- 
ities in Morton Grove with an enrollment 
of about 2,400 students and an interim 
campus capacity of 3,200 students. En- 
rollment is expected to exceed 3,950 by 
this fall, according to Oakton officials.

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Northwest Suburbs Lead Chicago Area In Employment 


by LEA TONKIN 


The Northwest suburbs are showing up 


as one of the bright spots in the Chicago 
metropolitan area employment scene. 
And as the elastic employment figures 
snap back in shape, this area will pick 
up even more jobs, according to area 
manpower experts. 


"The Northwest suburbs have the ad- 


vantage of being a part of a metropolitan 
area characterized by a diversity of 
goods and services industries," accord- 
ing to Phil Alpern, supervisor of the la- 
bor statistics unit for the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Labor's regional offices in Chi- 
cago. 


This view is seconded by Victor Gom- 


botz, employer relations representative 
at the Illinois State Employment service 
area office in Des Plaines. The North- 
west suburbs are head-and-shoulders 
above the rest of the Chicago metropoli- 
tan area in the employment figures, said 
Gombotz. 


The employment problem in the North- 


west suburbs is that the new factories 


Economy, Not Weather, Top Topic? 


The economy may soon bump the 


weather from its traditional role as the 
all-time favorite topic of amateur theo- 
rists, seeond-guessers and downright 
eomplainers. 


It all started when the old economic 


equations gave way late in 1970. In fact, 
according to one local banker, the lack of 
a solid background In economic theory is 
a decided advantage when it comes to 
predicting the next turn the economic in- 
dicators will take. 


Jack Ehlebracht. vice president of the 


Bank of Elk Grove and the president of 
the Northern Cook County Federation of 
the Illinois Bankers Association, said, 
"Trying to predict what the economy 
will do is like trying to predict the weath- 
er — your guess is as good as anyone 
else's. 


"The government, for example uses the 


4 per cent unemployment rate as an ac- 
ceptable gauge of the way things are go- 
ing. But there is some doubt about the 
figures they use — should students be 
included, and other groups? 
Statistics 


can be used to prove anything you 
want." 


What about the cost-of-living index 


which was supposed to drop as the rate 
of unemployment increased? Ehlebracht 
noted that during the 1S>71 recession peri- 
od unemployment continued to rise just 
as prices did, disproving the traditional 
theory that one tended to offset the oth- 
er. 


The first drop in the increased cost-of- 


living index in a year was reported in 
January for the Chicago metropolitan 
area and the national index was reported 
to be rising at a slower pace for the 
month. 


"TME.V ANOTHER factor Is govern- 


ment spending." said Ehlebracht. "This 
adversely affects unemployment figures 
when there are cutbacks, but it can be 
accompanied by a hike in overall em- 
ployment figures." he added. 


An indicator of good times might be a 


relatively low personal savings rate in 
consumer's disposable income. Ehle- 
bracht notes that high savings rates are 
persisting in this area. 


One economist proposed a discomfort 


index as a more meaningful indicator 
than. say. the widely-used Gross Nation- 
al Product. This is compiled from the 
simple addition of the unemployment rate 
to the percentage of increase in con- 
sumer prices. This indicator has spiraled 
in recent years. 


"The economy is puzzling the ex- 


perts." said Ehlebracht. "Just because 
they made the right guess once doesn't 
mean they will do the same next 
time. Anyone can pick a rule of thumb 
and try to guess what will happen." 


JUST TRYING TO pin down the com- 


ponents of one economic indicator — the 
unemployment versus employment fig- 
ures — is a tough problem. 


That's the opinion of the experts at the 


Illinois Department of Labor's analysis 
unit. Phil Alpern, director, said most 
people are happy when the economy 
takes an upward turn and the employ- 
ment figures increase. "But this doesn't 
necessarily mean there will be an equal 
decrease in the unemployment figures," 
he said. "Or vice versa." 


Hie agency estimates unemployment 


and employment trends for the Chicago 
metropolitan area. A third category in- 
cludes persons temporarily out of work 
because of a labor-management dispute. 


"We count a person as unemployed 


only when he is actively seeking a job," 
said Alpern. "Some people think we 
should not include housewives and stu- 
dents in the figures because they may 
look for work only part of the year, but 
these persons do make up a part of the 
work force." 


There are approximately 70 steps used 


by Alpern's department in the com- 
pilation of unemployment figures. "First 
we start with the unemployment com- 
pensation figures," he said. "In addition 
there are persons who have exhausted 
their benefits (exhaustees); people work- 
ing for small companies, government or 
non-profit groups not covered by unem-

ploy merit compensation; people just en- 
tering the work force, the unemployed 
who do not file for unemployment bene- 
fits." 


The Illinois Department of Labor also 


works with the Department of Labor Sta- 
tistics on its lengthy calculations. This 
labor statistics group makes projections 
based on questionnaires completed by a 
sample of employers. 


According to the Census Bureau there 


are two people who want a job but do not 
make an effort to land one, for every 
person really looking for a job. House 
wives, students and a number of people 
who live on welfare are among the "non- 
looking" jobless, accounting for some 
variation in estimates of unemployment. 


Another factor in the employment and 


unemployments charts is the chan^ng 
makeup of the labor force, according to 
the President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visors. The growing number of women 
and teenagers in the labor force account 
for a relatively smaller share of wages 
than married men. If unemployment is 
concentrated among teenagers and wom- 
en, in the lower pay ranges, it affects 
actual wage expenditures less than the 
unemployment rate for men.

are attracting professional and technical 
personnel, but there is a lack of .people 
willing to come to the area for the lower- 
paying industrial jobs, he said. 


Taking a look at area-wide trends, Al- 


pern estimates the unemployment rate in 
the Chicago metropolitan area was 4.3 
per cent in January of this year. This 
means an estimated 138,000 persons out 
of work, said Alpern. 


"THE UNEMPLOYMENT rate for the 


area has stayed pretty stable over the 
past year," said Alpern, "from a low of 
3.71 per cent in October to 4.4 per cent in 
June of last year." He noted the national 
unemployment figures have ranged from 
5 per cent to 6 per cent in the same peri- 
od. 


In the U.S. Labor Department's Bureau 


of Labor Statistics most recent report, 
the unemployment rate dropped in Feb- 
ruary to 5.7 per cent from the 5.9 per 
cent rate in January. This is the lowest 
unemployment rate in 17 months the 
agency said. 


"January is usually a low period in 


business activity," Alpern continued, not- 
ing the 4.3 per cent unemployment rate 
sharply rose above the December 1971 


rate of 3.9 per cent. "Cold weather af- 
fects construction and other industries 
adversely, but a pickup usually starts in 
March." 


John Coulter, manpower director for 


the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry (CACI) is strongly optimis- 
tic about the area outlook for the crea- 
tion of new jobs. 


"This could be the year of a turn- 


around," he said. "In our forecast for 
the year we are predicting a strong re- 
covery in the Chicago area in the neigh- 
borhood of 70,000 additional jobs. 


"THE GLOWING SPOT on the horizon 


is the communications industry," said 
Coulter. "Steel may experience a recov- 
ery in 1972." 


Household appliance firms and other 


manufacturers related to the housing in- 
dustry could see an upswing in sales this 
year according to Coulter. He expects of- 
fice and residential construction to taper 
off but sees the possibility of increased 
industrial construction late in the year. 


Service and trade industries, govern- 


ment employes and transportation in- 
dustries are showing signs of adding to 
the number of jobs available in the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area, Coulter said. 


The sleeper in employment and unem- 


ployment figures for this area is industri- 
al expansion, according to Coulter. He 
believes new plant expansion and capital 
investment could bolster job offerings in 
the manufacturing field. Coulter added 
that such capital expenditures for plants 
"going up like crazy in the 60's, dropped 
75 per cent last year from 1970 levels. 


"EMPLOYMENT IN related fields has 


declined in the area, and has not showed 
signs of bouncing back," Coulter said. 


He sees little effect of the relaxed 


trade policies with the Peoples Republic 
of China on Illinois' huge exporting vol- 
ume. 
"It will probably go the way of pol- 


lution control monitoring equipment," 
said Coulter. "It was supposed to be a 
boom but it went nowhere." 


The effects of foreign competition are 


hitting some Chicago area industries 


' hard during the U.S. economic slump ac- 


cording to Coulter. This will keep the lid 
on the employment figures in fields such 
as the machine tool industry he said. 
"It's too bad because the Chicago area 
has a high concentration of machine tool 
companies," Coulter said.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Can you tell me 


why I am always so tired? I go to bed 
tired and get up tired. I have been told 
that f have pernicious anemia. I was 
tested but the test did not show «iny proof 
of this condition. I have been getting B-12 
shots for the past (our years once a 
month and sometimes more often. 


Besides always being tired I some- 


times feel short of breath and a little 
dizzy. I also feel like something in my 
throat is choking me. I have low blood 
pressure. It stays around 102 to 110. My 
doctor does not let me go for blood tests 
or any kind of check on my blood. He 
tells me it is not necessary as long as I 
get B-12 shots. Blood tests will not reveal 
anything, anemia will not show up. I am 
thinking of changing doctors because I 
feel these shots should build me up and I 
shouldn't feel so tired all the time. 


Dear Reader — In the first place, if 


you don't have pernicious anemia or B-12 
deficiency, there is no reason for you to 
be taking B-12 shots. In the second place, 
if you do have pernicious anemia and 
need shots for it. the one useful way of 
telling whether your anemia is corrected 
or not is by a blood test. In fact, it is 
very difficult to tell whether a person is 
anemic or not without blood tests. Most

doctors would say impossible. 


There are many reasons for being tired 


and anemia is only one. Very often emo- 
tional factors are involved in fatigue. 
Other times it is inactivity (which also 
may be a manifestation of emotional 
problems) and sometimes it is improper 
diet. Less often it is from physical fa- 
tigue. 


Fatigue is a sign of many different dis- 


eases. It covers the gamut from tubercu- 
losis to diabetes so I am not going to try 
to tell you what causes your fatigue. It 
may indeed be related to your low blood 
pressure, although many people who 
have low blood pressure have normal 
amounts of energy, are very healthy, and 
usually live longer than individuals with 
normal or higher blood pressure. This, of 
course, presupposes that the relatively 
low blood pressure is not a sign of some 
important underlying disease. Low blood 
pressure and fatigue can be two symp- 
toms. 


It seems to me that the first thing for 


you to do is find out whether you have, 
anemia or not and whether you need B-12 
shots or not. That will require some 
blood examinations and perhaps some 
other tests. 


Of course, I don't know that you have 


quoted your doctor correctly, but if you 
cannot feel certain that your blood is 
being tested and have some idea of 
whether or not you have an anemia, I 
think, indeed, you should get another 
doctor.

Portrait Of A Timeless Phenomenon 


Trotters: 'Uncle Toms' Or Inspirations?

NEW YORK - (NEA) - Perhaps the 


Harlem Globetrotters' neatest trick is 
the one today in which they at once tran- 
scend time and yet are a part of the 
times. 


They still run loud and eye-catching 


circles around cooperative opponents, as 
they have since their inception 45 years 
ago, and packed houses throughout the 
jvorld still squeal and laugh, as they 
"have all these years. 


But the times are changing, even for 


the Globetrotters. 
In November, the 


players went on strike for 27 days for 
better working conditions and more mon- 
ey. And the Trotters have felt the pinch 
of recent black history. They have gone 
through a period of introspection about 
their "reams," their practiced routines. 
But the sharpest criticism of the Trotters 
may come from the recently published 
biography of Connie Hawkins, "Foul!"

"Tomming for Abe" is one chapter in 


the book. Hawkins, now a star for the 
Phoenix Suns, played for the Trotters 
and the late owner-coach-founder Abe 
Saperstein for four years in the mid- 
1960s. "What we were doing out there," 
said Hawkins, "was actin' like Uncle 
Toms. Grinnin' and smilin' and ilancin' 
around . . ." Author Wolf called the Trot- 
ters "Stepin Fetchitts in jock straps." 


The charge has come as a jolt to cur-

Goerge Gillett, player-coach Tex Harri- 
son and to comedian Bill Cosby, a long- 
time fan and sometime player; Cosby 
has a lifetime, no-cut, dollar-a-year con- 
tract and "plays" with the Trotters 
whenever he and they find themselves in 
the same town.

bar. "This was even before the strike," 
said Gillett. "You wonder. There's the

Arlington Heights 
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State Banding Cardinals To Learn Habits 


Most llllnoisans think of clucks, geese 


and doves when they think of bird band- 
ing, but there are other species of wild- 
life which are banded by the Illinois De- 
partment of Conservation. 


Some of the species of wildlife man- 


aged by the Department of Conservation 
are nongame species, and at this time 
biologists are engaged in a project to 
band cardinals. 


This is the first year biologists have 


banded the bird, and they expect to band 
around 100. The banding is taking place 
in southern Illinois at the Union County 
Refuge near Ware. 


Most people think that the Department 


of Conservation Is interested in only 
game species." said Henry N. Bark- 
hausen. director of the department. "But 
this is just not true. We are responsible 
for all wildlife in Illinois, regardless of 
whether it Is a turntable species. We have 
programs whete we do work with swans, 
prairie chickens, eagles and many other 
species which are not game animals In 
Illinois." 


The director's statement Is further sub- 


stantiated by a recent name change with- 
in the Department of Conservation. The 
name of the Divi''on of Game was 
changed to the more accurate title of Di- 
vision of Wildlife Resources in Septem- 
ber. 1970. The former implied that the 
department was Interested only in game 
species, while the latter more accurately 
tells the public that the department is 
interested in all wildlife 


The cardinal banding project was be- 


gun by George Arthur, the department's 
chief waterfowl biologist. 


"t WAS SPENDING several months 


each year at the Union County Refuge, 


working with the ducks and geese," Ar- 
thur said. "I got into the habit of feeding 
the birds, most of which were cardinals, 
where I was staying at the refuge. It got 
to where there were sometimes over 100 
birds outside the building." 


The traps Arthur is using to catch car- 


dinals are dove traps. They are small 
wire cages with two four-inch throats for 
the bird to enter. The traps are baited 
with proso millet and sorghum seed. 


It is easy for the cardinals to get into 


the traps, but hard to find their way 
out," Arthur said. "A few manage to es- 
cape, but they are exceptions 
The 


throats of the traps are funneled inward 
and it is just luck when one manages to 
find his way out " 


Although the cardinal is found state- 


wide, it is not as common in northern 
Illinois as it is in the southern half of the 
state. 


"The purpose of the project is to learn 


more about our state bird," Arthur said. 
"By banding the birds we hope to learn 
more about how far the bird war.ders, 
the mortality rate, life expectancy and 
other facts we do not know at this time." 


Just as in his waterfowl banding pro- 


gram, Arthur is having several retraps 
in the cardinal banding. 


"We are trapping and banding any- 


where from five to 10 cardinals each day 
in our two traps," he said "And about 
one in 10 of the birds is one which we 
have already banded. We call them 'trap 
bums' because they keep returning for 
the free food." 


Although Arthur is finding it relatively 


easy to trap and band the bird, he ex- 
pects recoveries to be very minor 


"WE DON'T EXPECT to get many re- 


coveries from the project," he com- 
mented. "The cardinal is not a game 
bird, and most band recoveries from oth- 
er species are returned from hunters 
who down game birds The few recov- 
eries we might get will probably be from 
other banders or by a bird being hit by a 
car. The recovery rate will be very low, 
but the reporting rate should be very 
high. Most people will return bands from 
unusual species, whereas they sometimes 
don't from ducks and geese 


"We will probably get the most infor- 


mation for the project when we retrap 
some of the birds now banded in later 
years This will give us some idea of how 
old they live to be and their mortality 


rate "

The cardinal (Richmondena cardi- 


nalis) is a member of the Passen For- 
mes order which contains all perching 
birds It is in the family of the Fnngil- 
lidae which includes grosbeaks, finches, 
sparrows and buntings 


The cardinal was selected as the offi- 


cial state bird in Illinois by a vote by 
grade school children in 1928. The cardin- 
al finished first in the balloting, followed 
by the bluebird, meadow lark, quail and 
oriole, in that order. 


The cardinal is a nonmigratory bird, 


spending its entire life within a small 
area The male cardinal has brilliant red 


plummage, with a distinguishable black 
face and crest The female is a dull red- 
dish brown bird with a red bill and crest. 


A bit smaller than the robin, the aver- 


age cardinal is about nine inches in 
length. The scarlet tanager and summer 
tanager are often mistaken for the car- 
dinal even though the scarlet tanager has 
black wings and the summer tanager has 
no crest 


The nest of the cardinal is located gen- 


eerally in bramble thickets and low sap- 
lings. It is generally a carelessly con- 
structed, loosely put together 
affair 


made up of small twigs, strips of bark,

On Marriage, Alternatives 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


(Last of a Scries) 


Courtship, marriage, living together, 


polygamy, communal living, people's 
relationships with people. Why do we do 
what we do? How does it stack up to 
what other societies present and past are 
doing? 


Each semester, students at Harper 


College. Palatine, sign up for a course 
called "Social Patterns, Courtship and 
Marriage" to learn about people and 
their life styles. 


Frank Oliver, assistant professor of so- 


ciology, instructs the course. He is in- 
volved with the subject he teaches; he 
tries to make his students think about 
what happens in this society when two 
people begin courting, why they marry 
and what they must deal with once they 
are married. 


The last month of the course is devoted 


to delving into alternative styles of liv- 
ing. Panels of students research the sub- 
ject and debate the pros and cons. 


"THE SAME BOOK we use in the 


course stirred controversy in another 
university," Oliver said. "I've never got- 
ten any negative feedback from my stu- 
dents. They are pretty opcnminded yet 
traditlenal when it comes to their lives." 


"Group marriage and communes have 


a problem surviving out here. They are 
hassled by the community," Oliver ex- 
plained. "There are many students living 
together. It is not absolutely accepted 
among their peers, however. I don't 
think there are a lot of judgments made 
by the students; they take more of a live 
and let live attitude.'' 


To cheek out Oliver's perception of the 


situation among Harper students we 
elicited the aid of 14 students from his 
sociology class. The students circulated a 


questionnaire on marriage and alterna- 
tives to marriage and we received nearly 
200 replies. 


Those responding to the questionnaire 


ranged in age from 17 to the mid-50s. We 
broke down the answers according to 
sex., age (the number of students in each 
age category corresponded percentage- 
wise to the number of full-time students 
attending Harper) and marital status. 
We asked them about their current living 
arrangement, past living arrangements, 
their opinions on communes and living as 
husband and wife without being married, 
their opinion on marriage and what a 
preferable alternative would be. 


DEFINITE TRENDS showed up in the 


survey. In each age category males held 
more liberal viewpoints than females; 
the older the age group the more con- 
scivative the replies. 


Before we look at the details, let's take 


a general look at what type of people 
were responding. Sixty-one per cent were 
single, 34 per cent married and 5 per 
cent formerly married (widowed, di- 
vcrced and separated). Of the singles, 
three per cent were engaged to be mar- 
ried. 


Thirty-seven per cent of those polled 


were 17-19 years of age, 23 per cent were 
20-24, 13 per cent were 25-30, and 27 per 
cent were 31 and over. 


As for living arrangements, 11 per cent 


were living alone; 33 per cent were liv- 
ing with their spouses, two per cent lived 
with a person of the same sex, four 
per cent lived with a person of the oppo- 
site sex, 41 per cent lived with their par- 
ents or relatives and three per cent lived 
with people of both sexes. 


FOUR PER CENT of those questioned 


have lived in a commune at some time in 
their life, The overall attitude toward 
communes was 42 per cent in favor, 23 


per cent against, 32 per cent didn't know 
and three per cent preferred not to give 
an opinion. 


The main objection to communal living 


was the lack of privacy it affords. 
People expressed concern over losing 
their individuality and having to share 
with so many other people. Some cited 
that the very idea of communal living 
was against their religious beliefs, and 
one mentioned she was too 'jealous to be 
happy living under communal conditions. 


Many more people had lived with 


someone of the opposite sex at some 
point during their life,. Twenty-eight per 
cent answered that they had, 69 per cent 
hadn't and three per cent' gave no an- 
swer. Almost half of those in the 20-24 
and 25-30-year-old age categories had ex- 
perienced this1 life style', 22 per cent of 
the 17-19 year-olds and 14 per cent of 
those 31 and qver had lived in this man- 
ner. 
' 


Attitudes towards living with someone 


of the opposite sex were more liberal 
than towards communes. Sixty-two per 
cent of those polled were in favor of the 
idea, 23 per cent were against and 15 per 
cent were unsure. 


OF THOSE WHO were against living 


together, even the young questioned the 
security of the arrangement A woman 
describing herself as "40 plus" said, "A 
woman has no legal rights in this situ- 
ation. It may be okay when you're young 
but what do you have at age 60?" 


An 18-year-old Arlington Heights wom- 


an added, "You have about as many re- 
sponsibilities as being married (when 
you are living together) and as many re- 
strictions as far as outside activities " 


As for whether they would either live 


in a commune or with a person of the 
opposite sex in the future, those ques- 
tioned favored the latter arrangement. 


Suburban 
Living 


ESPECIALLY FOR THE FAMILY*^ 


Sixty-two per cent would live with a per- 
son of the opposite sex as compared with 
37 per cent who would live in a com- 
mune. Twenty-seven per cent would defi- 
nitely not live with a member of the op- 
posite sex, 52 per cent would not live in a 
commune and 11 per cent were- unsure of 
either arrangement. 


We asked each of those polled their 


opinion of marriage, and 52 per cent re- 
sponded that they were in favor of the 
institution, 29 per cent were against and 
19 per cent had no opinion. 


"I LIKE MY MARRIAGE of 11 years 


— quarrels, disappointments and all I 
like to share everything," said a 30-year- 
old Elk Grove mother of two. 


Taking the opposite attitude, a single 


19-year-old woman from Mount Prospect 
said, "All the pent up frustrations, the 
crippling of human feelings and original- 
ity that result from the institution of 
marriage, I feel, outweigh the benefits " 


Seventeen per cent of the married have 


lived with a person of the opposite sex 
before their marriage. Often the person 
they lived with is now their spouse. Of 
these people 55 per cent favor marriage, 
9 per cent are against and 33 per cent 
have no opinion. 


Twenty-seven per cent of the singles 


have lived with someone and four'per 
cent have lived in communes. Of these 
people 30 per cent are for marriage, 33 
per cent are against and 37 per cent ox- 
pressed no opinion. 


A surprising 50 per cent of the former- 


ly married have lived with someone, 60 
per cent of these people are for marriage 
and 40 per cent of them are against One 
of those who was against, a 50-year-old 
Arlington Heights man, stated, ''I was 
badly burned once and I'm not going to 
be burned again." 


MANY VOICED the opinion that mar- 


riage should be entered into when chil- 
dren are involved whether or not they 
were for marriage Concern was ex- 
pressed for the welfare, morals and se- 
curity of the children, especially among 
those who had children of their own. 


Of the four per cent who are currently 


living with a person of the opposite sex 
50 per cent are for marriage, 37.5 per 
'cent are against it and 12.5 per cent have 
no opinion. All are in favor of living to- 
gether and 63 per cent are in favor of 
communal living. 


Will they marry the person they are 


living with? Most, 62.5 per cent, said 
they weren't sure at" this time, 12.5 per 
cent said yes and 25 per cent said defi- 
nitely no. 


We asked those polled what, if any- 


thing, would be a preferable alternative 
to marriage People answering this ques- 
tion were both for and against marriage 
as an institution. Although most were 
against, many who were for marriage 
said it would be even better if alterna- 
tives they listed were in effect. 


TRIAL 
OR CONTRACT marriage 


pulled the most votes Whereas the ma- 
jority suggested a marriage contract 
that would make it easier to terminate 
the arrangement, one 18-year-old woman 
said, "Make a marriage contract that ex- 
pires every three years with option to 
renew it. This would make a couple try a 
little harder because they'd know they 
could still lose their wife or husband. It 
seems after you're married you stop try- 
ing because you know you've got them." 


"The best alternative for marriage is 


living with a man you love without the 
'paper bond' and only for love or the joy

of being with that person," said a 23- 
year-old married Elk Grove woman as 
she discussed the second most popular 
alternative "After you become 'chained' 
to someone and must stay, the element 
of freedom is missing." 


In order of popularity, other alterna- 


tives included letting each person decide 
for himself and do whatever is best for 
him; keep marriage but change the di- 
vorce system ("Alimony can be unfair," 
said a 27-year-old single woman. "No- 
fault divorce law is a must," added a 25- 
year-old Des Plaines man); change 
society's 
attitude; communal living; 


self-marriage where no legal ceremony 
is involved but rather a personal con- 
tract between two people. 


PRE-MARITAL counseling was sug- 


gested by several people who felt if 
people knew more about what they would 
face in marriage and about dealing with 
other people's emotions, they would have 
more successful marriages. Two women 
stated women should have more equality 
in marriage, and one man chose polyga- 
my as a preferable alternative. 


When asked if they are living or would 


live the alternative they suggested, 51 
per cent answered yes, 11 per cent said 
no, 4 per cent said maybe and 35 per 
cent gave no answer. 


"The alternatives are no panacea," 


Frank Oliver commented. "Trial mar- 
riage, for instance, can be almost as 
binding as a real marriage. Some people 
mistakenly believe it somehow will be 
the answer to all the problems. 


"Marriage is a combination of living, 


sharing and loving. People see marriage 
as too confining, they demand too much 
of each other. The notion of being legally 
bound for life is threatening to too many 
people. 


"I don't believe there's one best thing 


for everyone," he continued. "There is a 
strong stress on individuality in our cul- 
ture . . . People trying out alternative 
situations are trying to actualize. 


"People — too many people — follow 


the rules without thinking. You go to 
school, get married, have kids and in a 
few years say, 'God, why did I do 
this" " 


Age A Factor In Fatigue 


What Causes Weariness? 


Haroer students: "They are pretty open-minded yet traditional when it comes to their lives." 


by ALISON GODDARD 


Ever wonder why you're weary? It 


might be the world you live in, the state 
of your health, your age, your outlook on 
life or any combination of these, accord- 
ing to Dr. Peter Forsham, professor of 
medicine at the University of California 
in San Francisco. And, he adds, women 
are sometimes more susceptible than 
men. 


Dr. Forsham notes that the causes of 


fatigue are often more mental than phys- 
ical. He singles out the stresses and 
strains of everyday living as a primary 
cause. 


"I'm absolutely convinced," he de- 


clares, "that the constant excitement, 
stimulation, ups, and downs, schedues 
and timetables in our society result in a 
very fatiguing kind of life." 


Few of us, Dr. Forsham observes, get 


tired as a result of hard physical labor 
any more, "except for woodchoppers and 
people like that." And even when we ex- 
perience fatigue under natural circum- 
stances —such as right after a meal — 
there may not be much we can do about 
it 


"If you lived in a primitive culture," 


he notes,, "you could lie on the grass, 
sleep for 10 minutes and'wake up re- 
freshed. But with the kind of lives most 
of us lead today, we can't do this very 


often." 


A factor hi fatigue that's physical and 


psychological too, the doctor reports, is 
"growing older." Women — particularly 
during menopuase — are more subject to 
"ups and downs" and therefore more 
pi one to weariness, he says. Many, he 
observes, have hot flashes, "feel miser- 
able and become exceedingly nervous." 


(Physicians often prescribe estrogen 


replacement therapy to alleviate such 
menopausal symptoms — which are at- 
tributed to deficiency of female hor- 
mones.) 


Dr. Forsham maintains that pre- 


scribing small amounts of estrogen con- 
tinually can also counteract some effects 
of the aging process. 


Determining the origins of fatigue, Dr. 


Forsham notes, is not a simple matter. 
"To know if the causes are mental or 


physical, it's essential to get the patient's 
background straight," he declares He 
says he looks for certain clues when tak- 
ing a medical history. 


"If a woman wakes up tired in the 


morning and gets wearier as the day 
goes by — so that she's virfually in- 
capable of staying awake in the after- 
noon — then organic disease must be 
considered seriously " (Illnesses, such as 
anemia, he explains, often cause chron- 
ic fatigue.) 


If, on the other hand, a woman wakes 


up weary and feels livelier as the day 
progresses — when she's using up her 
eneigy and should be getting more tired 
— this could suggest sometmng else. "It 
could suggest," the doctor declares, 
"that- her problems are more mental 
than physical."
